A. Definitions 


1. SIGN shall include any letter, work, sym- 
bol, drawing, picture, design, device article and ob- 
ject that advertises, calls attention to or indicates 
any premises, person or activity, whatever the 
nature of the material and manner of composition 
or construction, when the same is placed out of 
doors or in position to be in view of the general 
public. 


2. DISPLAY SURFACE is the area made 
available by the sign structure for the purpose of 
displaying the advertising message. 

8 SIGN STRUCTURE means the supports, 
uprights, braces, and framework of the sign. 


4. ERECTED shall include the words at- 
tached, built, constructed, painted, reconstructed, 
altered, enlarged and moved. 


5. PROJECTION means the distance by 
which a sign including its structure, extends over 
public property or beyond the building wall. 


6. BOARD OF APPEALS shall be the Board 
by that name established or operating in the 
Town of Billerica under the Zoning Enabling Act, 
or any amendment or addition thereto. 


7. BUILDING INSPECTOR refers to the 
Building Inspector appointed under the provis- 
ions of the Building By-Law of the Town of Bil- 
lerica as now or hereafter in force and effect. 


8. STREET is any public way or private 
way over which the public is allowed to travel. 


9. PARKING AREA is a public or private 


_ parking area that is open to the parking of motor 


vehicles. 


10. TEMPORARY SIGN shall be any sign 
constructed of wood, paper or cloth that conveys 
a specific message and shall be removed immedi- 
ately after said purpose is served. 


B. Permits Required 


1. No sign shall hereafter be erected, re-erected 
constructed, altered or maintained, except as pro- 
vided by this code, and after a permit has been 
issued by the Building Inspector. 


2. Application for a sign permit shall be made 
in writing upon forms furnished by the Building 
Inspector. Such application shall contain the loca- 
tion by street and number of the proposed signs 
as well as the name and address of the owner and 
the sign contractor or erector. The Building In- 


spector may require the filing of plans or other 
pertinent information, such as the method of cen- 
struction, the method of installation or support, 
etcetera. 


3. A permit shall not be issued to any person, 
firm or corporation until a certificate of insurance 
or a good and sufficient bond has been filed with 
and approved by, the Building Inspector. 


4. A sign permit fee shall be paid to the Town 
of Billerica and collected by the Building Inspector 
for each permit in accordance with a schedule 
established by the Board of Selectmen. 


5. All signs erected under this By-Law shall be 
erected in the exact location described in the per- 
mit. The permit number shall be clearly visible 
on the sign. 


6. No permit shall be required to change the 
advertising copy or message on a changeable let- 
ter sign; re-painting, cleaning, repair or main- 
tenance shall not be considered an erection or 
alteration which requires a permit unless a 
structural change is made. 


7. No permit or bond is required for signs in a 
residential zone. 


C. Signs Permitted. 


1. In Residential Zones 


(a) One sign for each dwelling unit, indi- 
cating only the name of the owner or occupant, 
the street number, and uses or occupations per- 
mitted thereon. Such sign may be either attached 
or free-standing but shall not exceed one square 
foot in area. 


2. Real estate signs advertising rental lease or 
sale of the premises not to exceed fourteen inches 
in width or twenty-two inches in length — classed 
as temporary sign. 


3. Signs advertising the location of subdi- 
visions under development may be erected in resi- 
dence districts provided that they are placed on 
the subdivision owner’s land and provided they 
do not exceed sixteen square feet. Directional 
signs to a subdivision off the subdivision premises 
are forbidden in any Zoning District. 


4. Political signs not to exceed 14 inches by 44 
inches shall be allowed in residential districts but 
may not be displayed until three weeks before a 
given election date and must be removed within 
72 hours following the election date — classed as 
temporary sign. 
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5. No sign in a residential area shall be lighted 
excepting standard-name plate lights affixed to 
the dwelling which light is a part of the same 
plate or sign for night time identification. 


2. Business Zones. 


(a) Signs as permitted in Residential Zones 

(b) Signs attached flat against the wall 
of a building advertising the name of the firm, or 
goods or services available on the premises pro- 
vided that the total area of all signs on any front 
of a building may not exceed 25 percent of the 
area of the front of the building, No individual 
sign shall exceed 150 square feet in area. 

(c) Signs projecting from a building, ad- 
vertising the name of a firm or goods or services 
available on the premises provided that no such 
sign may exceed 25 square feet in area and pro- 
vided said sign does not in any part project over 
the property line. 

(d) No sign is permissible in a business 
zone unless it meets all set back requirements as 
set forth in this zoning Law. 

(e) Roof signs are permitted provided the 
Sign doesn’t extend four feet above the roof line 
or parapet wall whichever is lower. 

(f) So called free standing or pole signs 
will be permitted in a business zone but shall be 
limited to: 

(1) 28 feet maximum height from 
ground 
(2) 64 square feet per surface area per 
side 
(3) two sides per surface per sign 
(4) One such sign per separate business 
establishment except where there are 
two or more business buildings or oper- 
ations 
in the same shopping center or complex in which 
case this type sign is prohibited. 


A shopping center or complex of stores or 
businesses in one common area is allowed one 
free standing or pole type sign showing  identifi- 
cation of the area only. This sign is limited to: 

(1) 28 Feet maximum height 
(2) 150 square feet per surface, and 
(3) two surfaces per sign 
(g) No sign is to be erected separately or 
attached to a wall or roof area which exceeds in 
area 25% of the front wall of the store or busi- 
ness structure. 
(h) Temporary paper, cloth, canvas, plas- 
or inside are limited to 25% of the window area.

(i) Each business is limited to one sign un- 
tic or cardboard window signs displayed outside 
less there is more than one direct public entrance 
to the store premises in which event an additional 
sign not to exceed 50% of the size of the primary 
sign will be allowed at each such entrance. 

(j) Delivery entrances at the rear or side 
of a building may be marked by a flat sign not to 
exceed 12 inches by 24 inches giving the owner’s 
or occupant’s name and words “delivery entrance” 
thereon. 

(k) Gasoline Stations and Garages: Gaso- 
line filling stations and garages may, if they elect 
to do so, divide the one exterior sign affixed to 
the front wall of the building, to which they are 
entitled as hereinabove provided, into separate 
signs affixed to and parallel to such wall and indi- 
cating the separate operations or departments of 
the business, provided, however, that the total of 
the width of the separate signs shall not exceed 
the maximum width permitted under this By-Law 
for a single exterior sign on such wall. In addi- 
tion, one pole sign, free standing or otherwise, 
indicating the company whose gasoline or motor 
vehicles are being sold, may be erected, of such 
type, in such location, and in such manner ag the 
Board of Appeals may permit. The standard type 
of gasoline pump bearing thereon in usual size 
and form, the name or type of gasoline and the 
price thereof shall not be deemed to be in violation 
of this By-Law. 

(1) Motion and Illumination 

(1) No animated, revolving or flash- 
ing sign shall be permitted in any district. 

(2) No illumination shall be permitted 
which casts glare onto any residential premises, 
or onto any portion of a way so as to create a 
traffic hazard. 

(3) Jump clocks or “time and temp- 
erature” signs shall be exempt from these restric- 
tions. 


3. Industrial Zone 
—Same as permitted in all other Zones. 
—For sale or lease signs to be limited to one 
sign not to exceed 32 square feet in Indus- 
trial Zones. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 


A. VALIDITY 

The invalidity of any section or provision of 
this By-Law shall not affect the validity of any 
other section or provision thereof. 


B. ENFORCEMENT 
Enforcement of this section of the By Law 
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shall be up to the Building Inspector. 


'C. PENALTY 

: Violation of any portion of this section of the 
By-Law shall be punishable by a fine of not less 
than $10.00 or more than $100.00. 


D. LEGAL SIGNS 

Any signs legally erected at the time of the 
adoption of this By Law shall be considered legal 
hereunder. Any other sign which does not con- 
form hereunder must be made to conform within 
a two-year period from enactment hereunder. 


E. MAINTENANCE 
All signs whether erected before or after the 
effective date of this By Law shall be maintained 
in a safe condtion to the satisfaction of the Build- 
ing Inspector.

(1) The Board of Selectmen by an affirma- 
tive vote of at least three of its members may call 
a Special Town Meeting, in which case, a copy of 
_ the Articles shall be presented to the Town Clerk 
ten days prior to such a meeting. 

(2) The Board of Selectmen shall call a Spe- 
cial Town Meeting to be held during each of the 
months of June, September and December of each 
year, unless no Articles have been properly sub- 
mitted to the Board of Selectmen prior to the 
fifteenth (15) day of the month preceding any 
one of these months. 

(3) The Town Clerk shall send by regular 
first class mail a copy of all Articles to be acted 
on at any Regular or Special Town Meeting to 
every Town Meeting Member of Record within 


five (5) days of their receipt by the Town Clerk 
from the Board of Selectmen. 

After discussion, it was the opinion of the 
Moderator that Paragraph 1 and 2 were acceptable 
but Paragraph 3 was not legal as it was beyond 
scope of Article. An amendment to the substitute 
motion was that it require a 4|5 vote of the Se- 
lectmen, and substitute 30 days not 10 days. 

A vote was taken on the amendment of 4/5 
vote of Selectmen and substituting 30 days for 10 
days and this was lost.

8. Apartments 

8.0 Districts 

Apartment buildings may be constructed in the following 
districts, subject to the following safeguards, restrictions, and 
provisions of this section and other applicable sections of this 
By-Law, provided that locations for said apartment buildings 
are approved by two-thirds vote at any annual or special town 
meeting: 

a. Neighborhood Residence 
b. General Business 
c. Neighborhood Business 

8.01 Area Requirements 

The proposed apartment site shall be not less than one (1) 
acre in area and shall have not less than 150 feet of frontage. 

8.02 Lot Coverage Restrictions 

Buildings shall not cover more than twenty-five (25) per- 
cent of the lot. Twenty-five (25) percent of the lot shall be 
devoted to parking. And at least twenty-five (25) percent of the 
lot shall be landscaped; Any other provisions of the Zoning By- 
Law notwithstanding. 

8.03 Minimum Setbacks 

On each lot there shall be provided a minimum setback of 
forty (40) feet from the street line, a minimum distance to each 
sideline of thirty (30) feet, and a rear yard distance of not less 
than forty (40) feet. There shall be a minimum distance of 
thirty (30) feet between buildings. 

8.04 Height. Restrictions 

Apartment buildings shall not exceed three (3) stories in 
height. 


8.05 Construction Safeguards. 

Apartment buildings shall be of Class “B” construction and 
have a brick facing on all exterior walls. Each apartment shall 
have a maximum of two bedrooms. There shall be soundproof- 
ing meeting minimum FHA standards between each apartment 
unit. Apartment buildings shall be second class buildings and 
shall have a brick facing on all exterior walls. 

8.06 Town Sewerage Required 

Apartment buildings shall be serviced by an existing Town 
sewer, or by an extension of an existing Town sewer line in 
which case it must require prior approval of the Board of 
Selectmen.

6. BOARD OF APPEALS shall be the Board by that name 
established or operating in the Town of Billerica under the 
Zoning Enabling Act, or any amendment or addition thereto. 

7. BUILDING INSPECTOR refers to the Building Inspec- 
tor appointed under the provisions of the Building By-Law of 
the Town of Billerica as now or hereafter in force and effect. 

8. STREET is any public way or private way over which 
the public is allowed to travel. 


9. PARKING AREA is a public or private parking area 
that is open to the parking of motor vehicles. 

10. TEMPORARY SIGN shall be any sign constructed of 
wood, paper or cloth that conveys a specific message and shall 
be removed immediately after said purpose is served. 

B. Permits Required. 

1. No sign shall hereafter be erected, re-erected, con- 
structed, altered or maintained, except as provided by this code, 
and after a permit has been issued by the Building Inspector. 

2. Application for a sign permit shall be made in writing 
upon forms furnished by the Building Inspector. Such appli- 
cation shall contain the location by street and number of the 
proposed signs as well as the name and address of the owner 
and the sign contractor or erector. The Building Inspector may 
require the filing of plans or other pertinent information, such 
as the method of construction, the method of installation or 
support, etcetera. 


3. A permit shall not be issued to any person, firm or cor- 
poration until a certificate of insurance or a good and sufficient 
bond has been filed with, and approved by, the Building Inspec- 
tor. 

4. A sign permit fee shall be paid to the Town of Billerica 
and collected by the Building Inspector for each permit in ac- 
cordance with a schedule established by the Board of Select- 
men. 
5. All signs erected under this By-Law shall be erected in 
the exact location described in the permit. The permit number 
shall be clearly visible on the sign. 

6. No permit shall be required to change the advertising copy 
or message on a changeable letter sign; re-painting,. cleaning, 
repair or maintenance shall not be considered an erection or 
alteration which requires a permit unless a structural change 
is made. 

7. No permit or bond is required for signs in a residential 
zone. 

C. Signs Permitted. 

1. In Residential Zones 

(a) One sign for each dwelling unit, indicating only the 
name of the owner or occupant, the street number, and uses or 
occupations permitted thereon. Such sign may be either at- 
tached or free-standing but shall not exceed one square foot in 
area. 

2. Real estate signs advertising rental lease or sale of the 
premises not to exceed fourteen inches in width or twenty-two 
inches in length—classed as temporary sign. 

3. A sign advertising the location of subdivisions under 
development may be erected in residence districts provided 
that it is placed on the subdivision owner’s land and provided 
that it does not exceed sixteen square feet. Directional signs to 
a subdivision off the subdivision premises are forbidden in any 
Zoning District. 

4. Political signs not to exceed 28” by 44” shall be allowed 
in residential districts but may not be-displayed until three 
weeks before a given election date and must be removed within 
72 hours following the election date—classed as temporary sign. 

5. No sign in a residential area shall be lighted excepting 
standard-name plate lights affixed to the dwelling which light 
is a part of the same plate or sign for night time identification.

(b) Signs attached flat against the wall of a building ad- 
vertising the name of the firm, or goods or services available 
on the premises provided that the total area of all signs on any 
front of a building may not exceed 25 percent of the area of 
the front of the building. No individual sign shall exceed 150 
square feet in area. 

(c) Signs projecting from a building, advertising the name 
of a firm or goods or services available on the premises pro- 
vided that no such sign may exceed 25 square feet in area and 
provided said sign does not in any part project over the prop- 
erty line. 

(d) No sign is permissible in a business zone unless it 
meets all set back requirements as set forth in this zoning By- 
Law. 

(e) Roof signs are permitted provided the sign doesn’t ex- 
tend four feet above the roof line or parapet wall whichever is 
lower. 

(f) So called free standing or pole signs will be permitted 
in a business zone but shall be limited to: 

(1) 28 feet maximum height from ground 

(2) 64 square feet per surface area per side 

(3) two sides per surface per sign 

(4) One such sign per separate business establishment 
except where there are two or more business build- 
ings or operations in the same shopping center or 
complex in which case this type sign is prohibited. 

A shopping center or complex of stores or businesses in one 
common area is allowed one free standing or pole type sign 
showing identification of the area only. This sign is limited to: 

(1) 28 feet maximum height 
(2) 150 square feet per surface, and 


(3) two surfaces per sign. 

(g) No sign is to be erected separately or attached to a 
wall or roof area which exceeds in area 25% of the front wall of 
the store or business structure. 

_ (h) Temporary paper, cloth, canvas, plastic or cardboard 
window signs displayed outside or inside are limited to 25% 
of the window area. 

(i) Each business is limited to one sign unless there is 
more than one direct public entrance to the store premises in 
which event an additional sign not to exceed 50% of the size of 
the primary sign will be allowed at each such entrance. 

(j) Delivery entrances at the rear or side of a building may 
be marked by a flat sign not to exceed 12” by 24” giving the 
Owner’s or occupant’s name and words “delivery entrance” 
thereon. 


(k) Gasoline Stations and Garages: Gasoline filling sta- 
tions and garages may, if they elect to do so, divide the one 
exterior sign affixed to the front wall of the building, to which 
they are entitled as hereinabove provided, into separate signs 
affixed to and parallel to such wall and indicating the separate 
operations or departments of the business, provided, however, 
that the total of the width of the separate signs shall not exceed 
the maximum width permitted under this By-Law for a single 
exterior sign on such wall. In addition, one pole sign, free stand- 
ing or otherwise, indicating the company whose gasoline or 
motor vehicles are being sold, may be erected, of such type, in 
such location, and in such manner as the Board of Appeals may 
permit. The standard type of gasoline pump bearing thereon in 
usual size and form, the name or type of gasoline and the price 
thereof shall not be deemed to be in violation of this By-Law. 

(1) Motion and Illumination. 

(1) No animated, revolving or flashing sign shall be 
permitted in any district. 

(2) No illumination shall be permitted which casts 
glare onto any residential premises, or onto any 
portion of a way so as to create a traffic hazard. 

(3) Jump clocks or “time and temperature” signs shall 
be exempt from these restrictions. 

3. Industrial Zone 

Same as permitted in all other Zones. 

For sale or lease signs to be limited to one sign not to ex- 
ceed 32 square feet in Industrial Zones. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS: 
AN EVALIDITY: 

The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-Law 
shall not affect the validity of any other section or provision 
thereof. 

B. ENFORCEMENT 

Enforcement of this section of the By-Law shall be up to 
the Building Inspector. 
Ga PENATS DY. 

Violation of any portion of this section of the By-Law shall 
be punishable by a fine of not less than $10.00 or more than 
$100.00 
D. LEGAL SIGNS 

Any sign legally erected at the time of the adoption of this 
By-Law shall be considered legal hereunder. Any other sign 
which does not conform hereunder must be made to conform 
within a two-year period from enactment hereunder. 

E. MAINTENANCE 

All signs whether erected before or after the effective date 
of this By-Law shall be maintained in a safe condition to the 
satisfaction of the Building Inspector.

Report of Board of Selectmen 


At the reorganizational meeting, Mr. Paul F. 
Newman was elected chairman for 1969. Mr. 
Michael E. McLaughlin, newly elected member 
of the Board was elected Vice-Chairman and Mr. 
Thomas H. Conway was elected Secretary. 


Because of the close results in final tabula- 
tions and the challenge of the requested recount 
in the Courts, no final disposition has been made 
in regard to the fifth seat on the Board. 


The regular meeting schedule of the Board 
has been designated as the First and Third Mon- 
days of the month, but as has been the case in 
the past, a meeting has been called for almost 
every Monday of the year, with numerous special 
and joint meetings with other Committees, Boards 
and Officials. 


For 1970, the Board has tentatively set aside 
the Third Monday of each month for problems 
that deal specifically with Public Works. 


Two of the major considerations used by the 
Selectmen for guideposts during the course of 
deciding many of the problems that have come 
before them during 1969 have been: 


a) To approach the needs of the Town and 
its Citizens, as they are TODAY and to 
consider all influencing elements, (physi- 
cal, economical, geographic, etc.,) as they 
are TODAY.

Report of 
The Planning Board 


Herewith is the annual report of the Plan- 
ning Board for the year ending December 31, 
1969. 


At the first regular meeting of the Board fol- 
lowing the election of Albert A. Dickinson (5 
year term) and Joseph Collentro (2 year term) 
in March, the Board reorganized, electing the fol- 
lowing:

Joseph Johnson, Jr. was appointed as the 
Board’s representative to the Greater Lowell Area 
Planning Commission. Roger Biagiotti, Jr. was 
appointed as the Board’s representative to the 
Permanent School Building Committee. 


Extraordinary growth occurred within the 
Town during the year, the number of subdivision 
plus approvals not required reached an all time 
high. The largest of these subdivisions was Tow- 
er Farm Estates, located on Boston Road, for- 
merly known as the Jones property. This sub- 
division numbered some 271 lots. Working in 
conjunction with the developer the Planning 
Board had some ten acres set aside within the 
subdivision for open space and recreation for the 
Town. 


The Board in 1969, accomplished one of its 
primary objectives, namely the rewriting of its 
Rules and Regulations, making them up-to-date 
and more stringent. Effective September 1, 1969, 
the Board is now operating under these new Rules 
and Regulations. 


The Board has set four objectives to be ac- 
complished during 1970. 


First, it is the Board’s intention to work on 
the up-date of the “Master Plan” for Billerica in 
order to keep proper pace with our rapid growth. 


Second, working in conjunction with the 
Board of Selectmen, Recreation Committee and 
the Conservation Committee, your Board plans to 
explore all open space currently available within 
the Town; for purchase and development by the 
Town for recreation and conservation purposes. 


Third, based on future subdivision and in- 
dustrial developments, it is the intention of the 
Board to work closely with the Board of Select- 
men and other town agencies to insure that the 
Sewerage Program meets the needs of future de- 
velopment. 


Finally, the Board plans to occupy new quar- 
ters in the Public Works Building by mid-1970. It 
is the intention of the Board to have this office 
open a minimum of four days per week to better 
serve the needs of the citizens of Billerica; partic- 
ularly those citizens who are unable to attend the 
regular evening meetings. 


At this time, the Planning Board would like 


to thank our part time engineer, Mr, Ray Garcia, 
and our part time clerk, Mrs. Kathy Ravane, for 
their devoted service during 1969. In addition, we 
would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
Building Inspector and other Boards for their 
continued support during the past year.

3. International Shoe Machinery Co. started 
construction on Middlesex Pike at the Billerica- 
Bedford line. 

4. Honeywell occupied its new building in the 
early summer and in Oct. of ’69 started construc- 
tion of a new, five story office building for the 
engineering and planning divisions. 

5. Larkin Associates opened a new plant in the 
Treble Cove Industrial Park. 

6. Cambridge Tool and Manufacturing Co. has 
taken space in the old mill building in North 
Billerica. 

7. In the 128 Industrial Park a new specialty’s 
building is being erected. 

8. A large addition was added to the Towne 
Plaza Shopping Center. 

9. Raytheon has occupied a building on Boston 
Rd. for office space.

Report of The 
Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission meet monthly 
and called special meetings when required. Meet- 
ings were held with other boards and groups. 
Field trips were made when site review was re- 
quired, A great deal of time was given to Chapter 
220 (The Hatch Act). This act is a very impor- 
tant piece of legislation, concerning our water- 
ways and drainage areas, yet they are constantly 
being violated, by exploiters who are not con- 
cerned with the total environment of our natural 
resources, 


In 1966 a formal application to the Middlesex 
Conservation District was made, for a Natural Re- 
source Inventory for Billerica. After 214 years 
of study and research the final report was de- 
livered to the town on October 8, 1969. The pre- 
sentation was made by Mr. Corlen of the Soil 
Conservation Service, copies of the study are 
limited. Therefore town officials involved in land 
use will receive copies. We, the commission are 
hopeful that the officials who receive them, will 
put the report to good use. 


The Jones Farm acquisition, was the topic of 
the year, The voters, voted favorably in the March 
Town meeting, also in the special town meeting in 
October. However, some of our town officials did 
not see eye to eye with the voters, and keep chal- 
lenging the vote. This time element was in favor 
of the developer. Giving him an opportunity to 
devestate the land. Therefore, the Commission at 
its December meeting voted not to pursue the issue 
any further, because it would be impossible, and 
too costly to restore the property. The commission 
believes that the town will regret this for a long 
time. Various groups and organizations, that saw 
the need for the acquisition of the Jones Farm, 
which had an unlimited potential use, must now 
look elsewhere. 


A repeat article on Nutting Lake, was passed at 
March town meeting. The Commission met in 
Boston with the Division of Waterways. A meet- 
ing was set up and the district engineer was to 
meet with the commission in Billerica at the Lake. 
This meeting was cancelled by Mr. Hannon Com- 
missioner of the Division, because of fiscal prob- 
lems, However the Commission has been assured 
the department will be in contact with the Com- 
mission some time in the spring.

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Report of Veteran’s 


Service Center 


For the first time in many years, Veterans 
Benefits payments reversed the trend and were 
much less than the amount spent for assistance 
during 1968. This was mainly due to the fact that 
we did not have any long, lasting strikes, such as 
the Telephone strike in 1968. 


I expect a slight increase in the budget during 
1970, due to a percentage increase in the financial 
payments ordered by the State, and an increase in 
all Medical, Hospital, and Nursing Home rates. 


Twice during 1969, this department ran out of 
funds, caused by a 50% reduction in our budget 
at the annual 1969 Town Meeting. In November, 
I once more came before Town Meeting requesting 
funds, and the sum was once more cut. In Decem- 
ber, I requested a transfer of funds from the Fin- 
ance Committee, and at the first meeting they 
only approved a transfer of $2,000 from a request 
of $10,000. At a future meeting, the Finance Com- 
mittee was unable to raise a quorum to approve 
another requested transfer to pay medical bills, 
so for this reason, I once more have an article in 
the 1970 Town Meeting Warrant for unpaid bills. 


The State re-imburses the Town of Billerica 
50% of all money spent, plus we recovered 
$12,087.39 on 1969 Insurance claims. The large 
increase in recovery thru Insurance claims, is due 
largely to having a very, efficient secretary, 
working part-time, who is able to keep our paper 
work up-to-date. 


As of December 31st, we have 43 families re- 
ceiving financial assistance from this office on a 
regular, monthly basis, and many more are on 
medical assistance. 


I wish to thank all the Town officials for their 
co-operation this past year.

In addition to the issuance of the above per - 
mits, the department has expended considerable 
time on the enforcement of the Zoning By-Laws, 
Plumbing and Gas Laws, and all other By-Laws 
which come within its jurisdiction.

The Plumbing & Gas Inspector investigated 84 
complaints on defective gas appliances and 38 
violations of the Plumbing Code.

There has been a slight increase in total amount 
of building permits issued. The estimated cost of 
new construction has more than doubled, There 
has been a decrease of 94 permits for single

The Board of Health respectfully submits its

The past year has been a busy one for the Health 
Department. The building boom continued, mak- 
ing necessary over 388 inspections for septic sys- 
tems. 


A new emphasis was put on housing condi- 
tions. Over 400 complaints were investigated and 
situations rectified. 


Most complaints were settled in an amicable 
manner although some had to be pursued with 
court action. The Board received the backing of 
the court in all cases brought before it, thus 
strengthening the Boards power to improve living 
conditions for the citizens of Billerica. 


Due to excellent cooperation received from the 
various departments of the Town, the Board of 
Health was able to abate many nuisances. 


Working with the Building Department, many 
abandoned and dangerous buildings were demo- 
shed, and removed.

The Public Health Nurse

The year 1969 was a very gratifying one in 
the Nursing Service, with many new families, 
many new homes and consequently increased in- 
terest in available services. The Well Child Pro- 
gram moved into its third year, with families ex- 
pressing appreciation for the range and depth of 
the services on a community wide basis in a tax 
supported agency, which must secure as 
much quality service as possible within the funds 
appropriated. Expanded clinic programming per- 
mitted services on a contractural basis for 27 
clinic days for an appointment list of 674 child- 
ren. Tuberculin testing, measles, whooping cough, 
tetanus, polio, vaccination for entrance to 
the first grade, mumps innoculations came within 
the scope of the clinic as well as physical examin- 
ations and consultation with the doctor in 
charge. The program reached out to those fami- 
lies who had not been privileged to enjoy health 
service, and among the group were those who ex- 
plained that immunizations were delayed because 
of limited resources. 


Dr. George Boynton, who did such tremendous 
work in the department, resigned in September, 
leaving Billerica to go to New Hampshire. Dr. 
Harriet Leach received appointment to the Well 
Child Clinic and offers splendid service. Volun- 
teer assistance is enjoyed from Mrs. Winona La- 
Vigne, clinic secretary, Mrs. Shirley Schult, Mrs. 
Bruce Brace and Mrs. Virginia Stack. Their 
generous assistance has saved many tax dollars. 


A town wide mumps immunization program 
was sponsored in conjunction with the State 
Health Department. 2154 between the ages of 1

Report of The Sanitarian 


I again have the honor to present the report of 
_ the Sanitarian. 


Routine inspections were made of all food 
handling establishments and samples of dairy pro- 
ducts taken at random from delivery trucks and 
retail outlets were examined for conformance of 
State Standards. 


Much emphasis was placed on bringing the 
_standards of procedure and equipment up to the 
requirements of the State Sanitary Code. 


Your board insures the quality of water in all 
semi public and public swimming areas and pools 
' as it is required under the code to examine the 
water periodically. The board however has no con- 
trol over the quality of water in private pools. I 
will attempt to explain briefly the dangers in- 

volved with an improperly maintained swimming 
_ pool. 


_ Disease may be transmitted to bathers from 
waters which have been contaminated by sewer- 
age or from one bather to another. The diseases 
which have been associated with bathing are the 
intestinal disorders such as typhoid and para- 
typhoid fevers, dysentery, and gastrointestinal 
upsets, eye, ear, nose, and throat infecions, in- 
cluding respiratory diseases, skin diseases such as 
ringworm, scabies, impetigo, and ‘swimmers 
itch.” Since it has been discovered that the virus 
of poliomyelitis can be found in sewerage, there 
has been renewed fear that the disease may be 
contracted in swimming pools, but there is no 
epidemiological evidence to this effect.

Some of the dangerous bacteria, particularly 
those causing respiratory diseases, are frail and 
do not survive long in the unfavorable environ- 
ment afforded by the water. 


Hence the greatest danger of contracting such 
diseases should be during periods when the pool 
is crowded. The intestinal bacteria are able to 
survive for a much longer period. In the testing of 
water supplied for public use, the presence of the 
coliform group of organisms is accertained in in- 
vestigating the quality of the pool water. If the 
coliform group of organisms is ascertained in in- 
sanitation of the pool, it is considered good evid- 
ence that all disease bacteria have been elimin- 
ated. 


The bacteriological examination should only be 
made by a laboratory approved for examination of 
water.

Water consumption for 1969 showed an increase 
of 20.6% over 1968. The total amount of water 
pumped for 1969 was 908,550,000 gallons. The 
peak month was June, when we _ pumped 
113,085,000 gallons of water. The peak day was 
June 11, when we pumped 5, 310,000 gallons of 
water.

There were 412 new water services installed by 
the Water Department and along with the ser- 
vices installed by developers in the various sub- 
divisions as of December 31, we had a total of 
7,958 services. 


General Maintenances 


393 meters were repaired, 96 service taps were 
installed, 23 hydrants were repaired or replaced, 
15 broken mains were repaired, service leaks were

repaired, frozen services were thawed, meters 
were removed and replaced or repaired. In all, 76 
week end calls were answered. 


‘Municipal Sewerage Systems 


In 1969, work under Contract No. 3 providing 
for the construction of the Ilford Road Pumping 
‘Station, about one mile of gravity sewers and 
about one-third mile of force main sewer was 
nearly completed. Sewers were constructed in 
Port Sunlight Road, La Sallette Street, Corcoran 
Road and Goode Street, including connection to 
Howe Junior High School. Connecting sewers 
were also constructed to provide for collection and 
treatment of sewage flow from existing North 
Billerica collection system and the abandonment 
of old sand filter beds. 


Work under Contract 3 is estimated to cost 
about $486,000. About $312,000 of the total pro- 
ject cost will be paid by Federal and State grants. 


~ Work under Contract 4 which provided for the 

construction of about six miles of sewers and two 
pumping stations in the North Billerica and Nut- 
tings Lake area scheduled to start in 1969 is now 
planned to start in the spring of 1970. The Town 
is continuing its efforts to obtain Federal assist- 
ance to partially finance this contract work. 


Planning documents have also been prepared 
for an additional nine miles of sewers and two 
pumping stations to serve Billerica Center and a 
major part of the Nuttings Lake area. Funds au- 
thorized at the 1968 Town Meeting will finance 
construction of most of the work planned. The 
work is included in contracts designated No. 5 
and No. 6 and is expected to get underway in 1970. 


Sewerage Treatment 


The total raw sewerage flow received at the new 
treatment plant for the year 1969 was 48.5 mil- 
lion gallons. This is equal to an average daily flow 
of 132,000 gallons per day. 


In the spring of 1970, upon completion of the 
new Ilford Road pumping station, the plant will 
receive the flow of the existing North Billerica 
sewer system, built by the Talbot Mills in 1902. 


Service connections to the present system are 
as follows: 


Homes (67) 

Commercial Industries (2) 

Schools (3) 

Apartment Buildings (36 Units) 
Housing Authority (64 Units) 


The Billerica Homes Sewerage Treatment Plant 
located on Wyman Road had a total yearly flow of 
5.75 million gallons for an average flow of 16,000 
gallons per day, 


Operating and mechanical problems have been 
at a minimum. Icing problems experienced in the 
winter months are dissipating as more flow is 
received. A program of removing troublesome 
willow trees in the vicinity of sewer lines is in 
progress because roots from such trees has been 
the major source of blockage. A program of flush- 
ing the older sewer lines in the spring and fall of 
each year has been beneficial in eliminating 
maintenance problems. 


Tree, Moth and Park Departments 


The Tree Department notes a decrease in Dutch 
Elm Disease. Last year we removed 129 diseased 
Elms verses 103 this year. This is not an indica- 
tion that Dutch Elm Disease is under control but 
rather that the Elm populaion could be dwind- 
ling. The Tree Department also removed 98 trees 
other than Elms, mostly white Pines and sugar 
Maples that were in dangerous condition, 21 trees 
on Cook Street, in order to widen the road at the 
new Regional Vocational School, and 9 willow 
trees, the roots of which were located too close to 
the sewer pipe system, for a total of 231 trees re- 
moved this year. 


Also dead tree limbs were removed and brush 
cut back wherever necessary. Elms were sprayed 
in April and poison ivy in June and July in all 
sections of Town. 


Maintenance in the Park Department consisted 
of grass cutting on all school grounds, play- 
grounds, squares, commons, and football field; re- 
pairing and painting of bleachers; reseeding of 
the football field; and cleanup of litter from these 
areas. 


Through the efforts of the Gridiron Mothers of 
Billerica, The Pepsi Cola Company of Lawrence 
donated a new football score board, which was 


erected by this department.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I submit herewith my twelfth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools in the Town of 
Billerica. 


A review of the administrative structure and 
duties as well as a review of what is being accom- 
plished in our schools is brought to your attention 
in this report. 


School Committee 


School Committees of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts are invested by the state legislature 
with full authority to direct and supervise the pu- 
blic schools of their local communities. Each com- 
mittee must determine policy, employ personnel, 
and appropriate the necessary funds to effectuate 
that policy. 


The Billerica School Committee is composed of 
five members who are elected for three year 
terms. 


Billerica has been fortunate in the high caliber 
of citizens who have been elected to serve on the 
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committee. The excellent quality of education in 
the Billerica Schools reflects the sound judgment 
of present and former members and the conscien- 
tious performance of their obligation to serve to 
the fullest all the children, youth, and adults of 
the town. 


Administration 

The Superintendent is the chief executive of- 
ficer of the School Committee. His duties involve 
the administration and supervision of the educa- 
tion of over 8500 pupils. He also recommends 
policy to the Committee and must implement all 
orders of that body. 


The Superintendent is assisted by an Assistant 
Superintendent and an Assistant to the Superin- 
tendent in Charge of Business Affairs.

a. Painted all classrooms and sanded all floors 
in the old section. 

b. Replaced all permanent desk with movable 
furniture. 

c. Painted outside trim and repaired outside 
of building. 

d. Converted to Town Sewage. 


School programs are being revised and update- 
ed at an even accelerated pace to meet the needs 
and demands of space-age change. Following are 
highlight selections of new courses, programs or 
procedures. 


HIGH SCHOOL 

Computer Science I and II—This course institut- 
ed fully last year now have over 100 pupils en- 
rolled. Pupils are gaining a knowledge of the use 
of Fortran language and using the computer in 
mathematics studies. 


Senior Business Education—Pupils now number 
100 being trained in data processing up to and 
including the use of the computer for business 
applications. 


French Program—The number of pupils electing 
French continues to increase each year. This is 
directly related to the addition of French to the 
Junior High School Curriculum. 


College Placement—We are proud of the fact that 
many of our seniors last year were accepted at 
the top colleges in the country and early reports 
indicate that they are doing well. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS 


Modern Math—This course has been assigned to 
all average and above average students where in 
the past modern math was an elective. 


Cumulative Review Examination—This examina- 
tion has been devised and administered in order 
to find the strengths and weaknesses of all stu- 
dents in mathematics. 


Computer Mathematics Course—This is an intro- 
duction course for selected divisions in grade 8 
to be complimented in sequential courses on the 
High School level. 


Course Revision—Major revision of all course 
outlines have been completed. 


Literary Workshop—The English department in- 
stituted this workshop for grade 7, 8 and 9 and 
the students have a school publication. 

College Biology Course—This course along with 
Laboratory, has been initiated. 


Humanities Program—This program is second to 
none in Massachusetts and has received Television 
Coverage from W-H-D-H Channel 5. 


Elementary Schools 

Semi-Departmentalized Schedule — Grouping in 
Language Arts and Arithmetic is being tried at 
sixth grade level at Locke Junior High. 
Educational Innovation—One first grade and one 
third grade at Parker School are involved in a 
computer program. 
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Curriculum Improvement and Revision—A mon- 
thly meeting of each grade instituted by Mr. Paul 
Heffernan, Elementary Curriculum Coordina- 
tor will definately improve the curriculum. 

New Language Series—After several meetings of 
the Language Arts study Committee, “Our Lan- 
guage Today” was adopted for Grade 1-6. This 
series is a modern linguistic approach to Lan- 
guage Arts. 


Phonics Series—Expansion of the Phonetic Keys 
to Reading was extended through grade four. Stu- 
dies are being made in conjunction with the Eco- 
nomy Company in Grades 1-6 with regard to fur- 
ther expansion of this series. 


Science—Application for a National Science Foun- 
dation Cooperative College-School Science Pro- 
gram has been approved by the Federal Govern- 
ment. The purpose of this program is to bring a 
new science curriculum into grades 1-6. 


Music Program—An expanded music program is 
in progress affiliated with Lowell State College 
Students. 


Teacher’s Aides—A noon hour aides program is 
in effect. 


New Program—Classes for the perceptually han- 
dicapped child was started. 


School Libraries—We now have libraries in each 
school and a librarian helping in these libraries. 


PROBLEMS FACING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Lack of space is still one of the greatest prob- 
lems facing the School Committee. Enrollments 
continue to increase each year from 700 to 900 
pupils. When Dr. Hajjar School opens, the ele- 
mentary school enrollments will be taken care of 
for a couple of years. Billerica Memorial High 


School continues to face overcrowded conditions 
with the cafeteria being used for large study 
halls. An increase in enrollment next school year 
will exert added pressure to our housing problem 
at this level. This will lead to double sessions. We 
need the “Middle School Building” very much. 


Increase school budgets and need for more 
schools creates a serious problem for the people 
in the town. 
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Education faces critical times ahead unless the 
Federal Government assists the local property 
owner in sharing the rising costs of school build- 
ings and budgets. 





I express my deep gratitude to the Billerica 
School Committee, to the administrators and tea- 
chers, to the non-academic personnel, and to the 
parents and citizens of Billerica for their dedica- 
tion and loyal efforts which have enabled the 
Billerica Public Schools to attain their objectives.

Evening School 


I hereby submit my report of the Evenin 
School Classes for the year 1969. 


Classes are held at the Memorial High School 
Tuesday and Wednesday evening from 7:00 P.M. 
to 10:00 P.M. for a period of Twenty (20) weeks 
beginning the first week of October and closing 
the Third week of March. 


This year’s enrollment of over 350 adults were 
able to participate in 22 courses composed of a 
combination of Adult Homemaking and Practical 
Arts courses. The following is a list of course of- 
ferings.

Other courses supervised by The Adult Educa- 
‘tion Department included a Baby-sitting course 
for Teenagers and a Typing Course for High 
School juniors and seniors. 





Classes to be offered each year are determined 
by the interest shown by the Townspeople 
through a survey form, and are actually held up- 
pon the contingency of minimum of twelve (12) 


adults registering for the course. Any person, 16 


years of age or over may enroll in any of the Eve- 
ning School Classes. 


Classes meet once a week for either a Ten or 
Twenty week period depending on the course. The 
first Ten week Term begins the first week of 
October, and the second Ten week term begins the 
Second week of January. 


All courses have a fee of $5.00 payable at 
registration regardless of whether it is a Ten or 
Twenty week course. 


Evening classes are automatically cancelled 
when school is called off during the regular day 
sessions of The Billerica Public Schools. Other 
cancellations are announced by way of the local 
radio stations. 


Classes will not meet on legal holidays or during 
the regular vacation periods of the Billerica Public 
Schools unless there is a make-up class 
which must be scheduled, in which case there is 
advanced notice. 


The program ends each year with a Fashion 
show and an exhibit of the materials made by the 
members of the various classes. 


We are attempting to extend our courses to in- 
clude high school review academic courses in pre- 
paration for the General Educational Develop- 
ment (GED) Tests which lead to a Massachusetts 
High School Equivalency Certificate. This State 
High School Diploma is accepted in lieu of a regu- 
lar high school diploma by many colleges and uni- 
versities. Opportunities for employment, job ad- 
vancement, civil service placement, etc. are en- 
hanced by the possession of this state credential. 
This particular area would be most beneficial for 
high school dropouts. 


Other areas of interest include courses spon- 
sored by Civil and Health agencies of The County 
and State, such as Drug Programs, First Aid pro- 
gram, and Safe Driving courses. There is no 
charge for courses sponsored by Civic organiza- 
tions.

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Permanent School Building Committee 


Herewith I submit a report in behalf of the 
Permanent School Building Committee for the 
year 1969. 


Our Committee has met regularly on the second 
and fourth Wednesday of each month throughout 
the year at the School Administration Building. 
In most cases meetings have been held weekly be- 
cause of the critical nature of lack of school space 
in Billerica. 


The Locke Junior High School while still 
incomplete was occupied in December 1968. The 
Committee supervised and directed the completion 
of this school and a formal dedication was held in 
the spring of 1969. We have received complimen- 
tary comments from the School Committee on the 
plan and structure of the school. 


The Hajjar Elementary School which began 
construction in the fall of 1968 has occupied the 
main attention of the Committee during 1969. 
Beset with strikes and delays, the school has not 
been completed as of this date. We are continuing 
to hasten the completion of this school and hope 





that this can be accomplished the next few 
months. 






Educational specifications for the proposed 
middle school on Floyd Street were presented by 
the School Committee in the fall of 1969. The 
Building Committee has proceeded with plans for. 
this school and will present a warrant article on 
the construction of this school in a Special Town 
Meeting in early February 1970. 


The school space problem continues to be cri- 
tical and construction must continue if we are to 
provide adequate space for our school children. 
Latest pupil enrollment shows that school popu- | 
lation will rise above 10,000 pupils in a few short : 
years. We ask the Town to join with us in provid- 
ing school buildings to house this increasing en- 
rollment. 


We wish to thank your Body and all the De- 
partments of the Town which have cooper- 
ated fully with us during 1969. This assistance 
has aided us immeasurably.

Bids for construction of the school facility were 
opened on January 22, 1969 and the Committee 
voted to accept the low bid of James J. Welch 
Company, Inc., Salem, Massachusetts, in the 
amount of $3,826,739. Construction started in 
April at which time the Clerk of the Works Mr. 
Michael J. Boyle, was employed to represent the 
School Committee. The carpenters were on strike 
for a six week period which delayed the start of 
construction. However, it was felt that this delay 
may not be too serious as many of the subcon- 
tractors were engaged in planning and fabricat- 
ing various items required for the building of the 
school. 
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Bonds in the amount of $2,000,000 were sold to 
the First National Bank of Boston Syndicate for 
10 years at 4.75% as the initial step in the fin- 
ancing of the school. Notification was received 
from the School Building Assistance Bureau that 
the estimated total cost of $4,863,238 was auth- 
orized and that the estimated grant is $3,161,105. 


The Building Committee was active in working 
with representatives from the Architects’ office. 


Due to the increased activity, two new mem- 
bers were added to the school staff, Mrs. Frances 
Dugan as Senior Clerk and Mr. Joseph Bastable 
as Director of Guidance. It is anticipated that 
early in 1970, a Technical Coordinator will be 
employed whose responsibility will be to expedite 
acquisition of equipment for the school. 


Mr. Wolk was voted tenure as of August 15 
having completed three years of service as Super- 
intendent-Director. 


Tentative plans were made to have a corner- 
stone laying ceremony in the spring of 1970. 


The Committee voted that the name of the 
school be known as SHAWSHEEN VALLEY 
TECHNICAL HIGH SCHOOL. 


Our school project was honored by having the 
plans and special exhibits on view at the Annual 
Convention of the American Vocational Associa- 
tion held in Boston December 5 through the 10th. 


The Committee has become aware of the inter- 
est of both the State and Federal Government in 
promoting vocational education. Reimbursement 
for planning cost was received from the State in 
the amount of $176,898.05. In Addition, the Dis- 
trict received $72,947 from the Federal Govern- 
ment which is the first payment toward con- 
struction under the Federal Act 90-576. 


I extend my appreciation and thanks to not only 
the members of the School Committee who have 
served so faithfully and gave of their time, both 
in the regular meetings and the subcommittee 
meetings, but also to the many individuals who 
have served on the Advisory Boards and the in- 
terested citizens who have contributed greatly to 
the success of this project.

During the year 1969, the final plans for the 
school project were completed and approved by 
the State Department of Education and School 
Building Assistance Bureau. We moved into Phase 
II which was the awarding of bids and the start 
of construction of the school building. In reference 
to the bids of the subcontractors, it Was necessary 
to work together with legal counsel in order to 
rectify certain matters so that the subcontractors 
could proceed on the project. 


In developing some of the details relative to 
equipment and furnishings, a number of visits 
were made to various regional vocational tech- 
nical schools so that we could benefit from their 
experience. 


Mr. Joseph Bastable was appointed as Director 
of Guidance. Mr. Bastable proceeded to arrange 
orientation meetings with guidance counselors of 
the school systems of the five towns, and later 
spoke to the 8th and 9th grade students. A bro- 
chure was developed and printed as were applica- 
tion forms, and these were distributed to those 
students interested in applying to this school. 


Action was taken to review the equipment spe- 
cifications for the various areas to make sure that 
they were up-to-date and comparable to what is 
being used in industry. Meetings of the Advisory 
Committees in the following areas were held: Au- 
to motive, Auto Body, Machine Shop, Metal Fabri- 
cation, Drafting, Library Resource Center, and 
Chemical Laboratory Technician. Bids went out on 
Automotive Shop equipment as well as fixed case- 
work and science tables. These bids were awarded 
so that there would be no delay in their installa- 
tion. We were able to acquire a considerable 
amount of TV equipment for our school which 
conforms with recommended specifications and 
which was purchased at considerable savings. 


As a public school, we are eligible for govern- 
ment surplus equipment which may be used to 
equip our shops. We have been advised of such 
equipment being available, and during this year 
we visited the following: Fritsche Machine Com- 
pany in Portsmouth, New Hampshire; Riverside 
Transportation Company, Medford: Harrington 
School; Raytheon Company in Lawrence. In addi- 
tion, we are keeping in touch with the Federal 
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Surplus Equipment Department in Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, who advises us as to what equipment is 
available throughout the country and what items 
could be used in our school. 


Consideration has been given to proposals for 


developing innovative programs. One was the 


_ possibility of setting up a training program for 


Library aides; another is a pilot program for the 


training of special class students. This latter pro- 


gram was explored and approved by the Commit- 


tee and will become part of our Basic Mechanic 
Group. 


During this year, I attended the following con- 


ventions and conferences: American Association 


of School Administrators, Atlantic City; Ameri- 
can Vocational Association, Boston; Regional 


Clinic of Vocational Education sponsored by the 


United States Office of Education, Providence, 


Rhode Island; Annual Summer Vocational Con- 


ference, Westfield State College; Conference of 
School Superintendents and School Commitee- 


men, West Harwich. 


Faculty teacher application forms have been 
printed and distributed. It is anticipated that 


- eandidates for the various positions will be inter- 
| viewed and contracts signed early in 1970. 


With the approval of the Committee, candidates 


- for Technical Coordinator have been interviewed 





and this position is expected to be filled by an 
individual who would have the responsibility of 
expiditing the purchasing and installation of 
equipment for the school. 


I worked closely with the Non-Teaching Per- 
sonnel Committee and the Teaching Personnel 
Committee in establishing salary schedules and 
fringe benefits.

The most important legislative Act is 90-576 
which is an amendment to the Vocational Act of 
1963. When this Act is funded, it will provide con- 
siderably more funds for technical vocational 
education in the state. I have been in communica- 
tion with other school directors relative to legis- 
lation affecting our particular school or region. 
There were various bills in the State Legislature 
and I appeared at hearings on these bills for the 
benefit of our school District. 


Seeing the actual building of our school has 
been a great source of satisfaction to the mem- 
of satisfaction to the mem- 
bers of our staff who have worked so diligently 
in the handling of all details, and to the members 
of the School Committee, and those on our Ad- 
visory Committee, with the realization that this 
project when completed will be one of the out- 
standing schools of its kind in the state.

The proposed apartment site shall be not less than 
ten (10) acres in area and shall have not less than 300 
feet of frontage. 

9.02 Lot Coverage Restrictions 

Buildings shall not cover more than twenty-five (25) 
percent of the lot. And at least forty (40) percent of the 
lot shall be landscaped or retained in its natural condi- 
tion; Any other provisions of the Zoning By-Law not- 
withstanding. 

9.03 Minimum Setbacks 

On each lot there shall be provided a minimum set 
back of fifty (50) feet from the street line, a minimum 
distance of each sideline of thirty (30) feet, and a rear 
yard distance of not less than forty (40) feet. There 
shall be a minimum distance of thirty (30) feet between 
buildings. 

9.04 Height Restrictions. 

Garden apartment buildings shall not exceed two 
and one half (2%) stories in height above the top of the 
foundation. 
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9.05 Construction Safeguards 

Garden apartment buildings shall be of Class ‘“‘B”’ 
construction and have a brick or masonry facing on all 
exterior walls. Each garden apartment shall have a 
maximum of two bedrooms. There shall be soundproof- 
ing meeting minimum FHA standards between each 
garden apartment unit. 

9.06 Density 

A minimum of four thousand (4,000) square feet of 
land area shall be required for each garden apartment 
dwelling unit. 

9.07 Parking 

There shall be one and one-half (142) parking spaces 
for each garden apartment dwelling unit. 

9.08 Town Sewerage Required 

Garden apartment buildings shall be serviced by an 
existing Town sewer, or by an extension of an existing 
Town sewer line in which case it must require prior ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen. 

9.09 Site Plan Approval 

A. Requirement for Site Plan 

No garden apartment shall be constructed or ex- 
ternally enlarged, except in conformity with a site plan 
bearing an endorsement of approval by the Board of 
Appeals. Said site plan shall show, among other things, 
all existing and proposed buildings, structures, parking 
spaces, driveway openings, driveways, service areas, 
and other open uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse 
and other waste disposal and for surface water, drain- 
age, and all landscape features (such as walks, fences, 
walls, planting areas and greenbelts) on the lot. 

B. Procedure for Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under 
this Section shall submit said plan in duplicate prepared 
by a Registered Land Surveyor or Professional Engine- 
er in collaboration with a Registered Landscape Archi- 
tect, with application for approval thereof, directly to 
the Board of Appeals. The Board shall, within ten (10) 
days after receipt thereof, transmit one copy of such 
plan to the Planning Board, which said Board may, in 
its discretion, investigate the case and report in writing 
its recommendations to the Board of Appeals. 

The Board of Appeals shall not take final action on 
such plan until it has received a report thereon from 
the Planning Board, or until said Planning Board has 
allowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after receipt of 
such plan without submission of a report thereon. 

In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, the 
Board of Appeals shall conform to all requirements of 
procedure, applicable to a board of appeals when decid- 
ing requests for special permits under General Laws, 
Chapter 40A, as amended (including the requirements 
thereof for public notice and hearing), 

C. General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section the 
Board of Appeals shall assure, to a degree consistent 
with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes per- 
mitted or permissible by the regulations of the district 
in which located: 

(1) Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedes- 
trian movement within the site, and in relation to ad- 
jacent streets, property or improvements. 

(2) Adequacy of the methods of disposal for sewer- 
age, refuse and other wastes resulting from the uses 
permitted or permissible on the site, and the methods 
of drainage for surface water. 

D. Authority of Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify or 
amend its approval of a site plan on application of the 
owner, lessee, or mortgage of the premises, or upon 
its own motion if such power is reserved by the Board 
in its original approval. All of the provisions of this Sec- 
tion applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applic- 
able to such modification or amendment. 

9.10 Building Size 

No garden apartment building shall contain more 
than twenty-four (24) dwelling units and no such unit 
shall contain a floor area of living space of less than 
eight hundred (800) square feet. Utility space and other 
space not used for living purposes, roofs, balconies and 
porches shall not be used in determining living space 
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but balconies and porches shall be used in determining 
building coverage. Each multiple dwelling unit shail 
contain cooking and bathroom facilities. 

9.11 Access Roads 

The main access roads or roads to a garden apart- 
ment district shall enter and exit from a public way and 
shall be at least fifty (50) feet from the property lines 
of any adjacent lot or lots of a district other than a 
garden apartment district. Each such fifty (50) foot 
buffer strip shall be either landscaped or ieft in its na- 
tural state. 

9.12 Buffer Strip 

A strip not less than fifty (50) feet in width shall be 
maintained in its natural state, or landscaped, around 
the portion of the perimeter of the lot or tract, upon 
which the garden apartment dwellings are built, that 
abuts any residential district. 

9.13 Architectural Design ; 

In order to promote harmony in architectural treat- 
ment and avoidance of incongruous or inappropriate 
character of architectural appearance and arrangement 
of buildings detrimental to the property values of ad- 
joining owners or the community, no building permit 
shall be issued for any garden apartment building until 
plans showing the proposed location and external ap- 
pearance shail have been submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen for review, comment and suggestions with 
the advice of the Planning Board, and the Board of 
Selectmen shall have made such comment and sugges- 
tions or allowed three weeks to elapse after such sub- 
mission without action.’’; .

PUBLIC WORKS COMPLEX 
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Report of 
Board Of Selectmen 


At the reorganization meeting, Mr. Paul F. 
Newman was elected Chairman for 1970, Mr. 
Michael E. McLaughlin was elected Vice-Chair- 
man, and Mr. Thomas E. Conway was elected 
Secretary. 


The close results of the 1969 Selectmen Elec- 
tion were adjucated by the Court in favor of Mr. 
Donald W. Davis. 


Mr. Frank Corliss resigned as the Executive 
Secretary during the year. This Board interviewed 
applications for the position he vacated and is 
pleased to say that the position has been filled by 
a qualified local citizen, Mr. Daniel P. Melillo, 
former Chairman of the Finance Committee. 


The regular meeting schedule of the Board 
has been designated as the second and fourth 
Monday of the month. As the Town grows so do 
the problems. Consequently, meetings have had to 
be called for almost every Monday of the year. 
In addition, numerous special and joint meetings 
have been held with various committees, boards 
and officials. 


Growth, the biggest problem facing us, coupI- 
ed with the increased inflation, has created a 
significant strain on the Town’s resources needed 
to provide the necessary services. 


Within our operating budget this year, we 

have continued to: 

(1) Improve the existing roadways. 

(2) Light up the streets in Town. 

(3) Expand the sewer program. 

(4) Provide additional Fire and Police protec- 
tion. 
in addition to the normally expected services. 


Be assured that it has been extremely taxing 
on the Board to provide all these demanding ser- 
vices within a limited budget. 


In order to resolve traffic problems in the 
Center of Billerica, the Board has applied to the 
State Department of Public Works for a 100% 
reimbursable grant under the TOPICS Program 
(Traffic Operations Program To Increase Capacity 
and Safety on Urban Streets). 


Many additional problems are currently fac- 
ing the Town Fathers, which must be recognized 
and accepted as a consequence of growth. For 
example: 


(1) The need for an additional fire station to 
protect the increased population in the East 
and West. 

(2) Sewerage Expansion. 

(3) Additional Water Capacity. 

(4) Master Surface Drain Program 

(5) Land for Future Municipal purposes. 

(6) Continued Road Reconstruction. 

(7) Refuse Disposal. 


Although these programs may appear to be 
somewhat ambitious, we must consider planning 
for the future so that these services may not al- 
ways be taxed to their capacity. 


Many thousands of hours have been devoted 
during the year protecting the interest of all re- 
sidents of Billerica. 


We wish to thank all department heads and 
Town officials for their cooperation in helping 
us to perform the increasing task of managing 
this growing Town.

At the first regular meeting of the Board fol- 
lowing the March election, Frederic R. Brown (5 
yr. term) was welcomed as the newest member to 
the Board. The Board re-organized and elected 
the following:

Joseph Johnson, Jr. was re-appointed as the 
Board’s representative to the Greater Lowell Area 
Planning Commission. Roger Biagiotti, Jr. was 
reappointed as the Board’s representative to the 
Permanent School Building Committee. 


The resignation or our capable clerk, Mrs. 
Kathy Revane, was accepted with regret and Mrs. 
Nancy Johnson of Pinehurst was selected from 
several applicants to serve as the Board’s part 
time Clerk.

Mr. Collentro’s 
dedication to detail and work is well known and he 
will be missed by the Town. Mr. Collentro’s resig- 
nation was the result of a promotion at Honeywell, 
Inc. and a transfer to Oklahoma.

The Industrial Commission 


The report of the Industrial Commission, for 
the year ending December 31, 1970, follows: 

There was quite a bit of industrial growth 
in the town the past twelve months. 

Mac Bic Co. started a large building off Con- 
cord Road, on land formerly owned by Addison 
Wesley. This concern hopes to occupy the new 
building in 1971. 
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Honeywell completed the second phase of 
their complex on Concord Road, a multi-storied 
building, for engineers and office personnel. 


Treble Cove Industrial Park at Republic Road, 
has added four more companies to those already 
located in this Park. This is a rapidly growing 
industrial complex and one that has plenty of room 
for expansion. 


The Cambridge Valve and Fitting Co. has 
moved into a new colonial type building in the 
128 Industrial complex off Manning Road. 


The Martel Co., on Brick Kiln Road is building 
an addition to its present structure. 


The town representatives, at the special meet- 
ing, voted to accept the Bond Financing Act 
which makes it possible for the town to finance 
the construction of industrial buildings by selling 
bonds. The commission favors this legislation and 
feels that it may help other companies to locate 
in our town. 


We feel that in spite of the cut-back in war 
contracts, these new industries in the town will 
not be affected as their operations and products 
are geared to non-military products and services. 

We thank all town officials for their help and 
co-operation.

Report of The Study Committee 


For Family Recreation 


The Study Committee For Family Recreation- 
al Areas was established by a group of interested 
citizens concerned about the problem of the lack 
of overall recreational facilities within the town 
of Billerica. 


It was further determined that such a com- 
mittee could be more beneficial if it were recog- 
nized by the town of Billerica, therefore an article 
for such action was submitted and approved at 
the Annual Town Meeting held last year. Since 
being recognized, this committee has met on a 
regular basis, twice monthly. 


One of the many areas of concern to the study 
committee was the availability of land for future 
recreational sites. To insure this goal, it was sug- 
gested to the Planning Board that contractors 
“‘deed’’ to the town of Billerica certain parcels of 
land as potential recreational areas whenever a 
new sub division was proposed. This action has 
been rewarding as exemplified by the land that 
has been acquired from the Jones Estates. 


In addition, it was recommended to the select- 
men of the town of Billerica that certain parcels 
of land adjacent to Memorial Field be taken by 
eminent domain to insure the availability of park- 
ing facilities for events held at the field. This was 
also accomplished. 


Investigations of the available recreational 
facilities in the town were held and it was de- 
termined that although all of these areas could 
use improvement, it would be desirable to con- 
centrate on a centrally located area, namely 
Memorial Field. 


The following improvements are the result 
of recommendations made to the Recreation Com- 
mission: 


MEMORIAL FIELD - a lighted ice skating area, 
a scheduled availability of the field and field 
house to interested activities, heating of field 


house, addition of toilet facilities, parking 
areas, a future additional entry way for pol- 
icing and easy access and request for repair 
of the fields bleacher stancions. 


In the same area, it was noted that the Field 
House was unattended and not in use. It was sug- 
gested to the Billerica Hockey Association that 
this facility be turned over to the town. This re- 
quest was made by the association to the Board of 
Selectmen and was approved by this body. Since 
then, the building has been repaired and is now 
available through the Recreation Commission to 
interested activities. 


AKERSON FIELD - field has been fenced 
and reconditioned. 


KOHLRAUSCH FIELD - plans are presently 
underway to fence in this area. 


During the past year, representatives of this 
study group have met with various town Agencies. 
The Planning Board, to discuss the availability 
of lands and recommended that action be taken 
to protect those lands already available so that 
they may be utilized as recreational areas in the 
forthcoming years. The Recreation Commission, 
to make recommendations for the introduction 
of new programs and to assist in the prepar- 
ation of their budget. Permanent School Build- 
ing Committee, to recommend that recreational 
facilities be included in new school construction 
and to make recommendations to improve rec- 
reational facilities in existing structures. The 
Youth Committee, to assist them in their pro- 
grams. 


It is the intention of this study committee in 
the forthcoming year to institute a Master Plan of 
the town of Billerica, to list town owned and con- 
servation lands within the town limits. To invest- 
igate the availability of State and Federal aid for 
recreational facilities and to study and make 
recommendations concerning Park Maintenance.

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Report of Civil Defense 


I, hereby, submit my annual report as Direc- 
tor of Civil Defense of the year ending 1970. 


The Billerica Auxiliary Police Department has 
increased in the number of uniformed men by over 
1/3 in the past year to over 50 men. Many of our 
new, as well as, some of our existing officers, at- 
tended the Red Cross standard first aid course 
and then went on to the advance first aid course. 
A total of 16 weeks is required for these two 
courses. It is now a requirement of the Billerica 
Auxiliary Police that all members must have 
first aid training. The thought behind this new rule 
is that we are not trying to train a police force 
to enforce law during normal times, but we are 
trying to train a back-up force to handle traffic 
control, aid to the injured and also management of 
shelters during time of man made _ natural 
disasters. I think that this would be a good time to 
remind the town that these men train and work for 
the Town of Billerica, at no pay, but with the 
knowledge and satisfaction of serving their town 
and their country and trying to make this a better 
place to live. 


During the past year, these men have donated 
3500 hours of time doing police work for our town. 
16 men have two way radios in their personal 
vehicles with the capability of calling Civil Defense 
Headquarters in the Town Hall where two base 
stations are located and kept functional by our 
weekly traffic training program. (This communi- 
cation system is the largest system in town) and 
also gives us direct radio communication with 
all the highway mobil units and base station. 


Civil Defense has also been very active in 
Underwater Recovery and Rescue this past year. 
Training dives were held every month of the year 
during 1970 with no exception. Several dives were 
held at the request of our regular police depart- 
ment and several articles were recovered from 
the waters of Billerica. Our team also assisted in 
recovering several bodies in the water of Greater 
Lowell. No where in this state will you find a bet- 
ter team of divers devoted to their job with such 
a spelendid record of recovery and an unbelievable 
amount of experience than our Billerica Civil De- 
fense divers. This team serves without pay as do 
all volunteers of Civil Defense. 


Our Auxiliary Fire Department assisted our 
regular fire department at many fires also help- 
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ing with some of the clean up work that follows 
many fires and is usually forgotten about by the 
general public. Over 600 man hours were donated 
by your Auxiliary Fire Department during 1970. 
This past year, the Auxiliary Fire Department 
also built at almost no expense to the town, a 
portable lighting truck that not only provides 
lighting at fires, but also provided at no expense 
the past year, the lighting for Sheriff Howard 
Fitzpatrick’s Wake, lighting for field day exer- 
cises for the regular fire department at the Elks 
home, lighting for the League of Womans Voters 
on Candidates night, and lighting for the Pop- 
Warner football games. These services were pro- 
vided by request and may seem unimportant to 
some, but to our Civil Defense they provided valu- 
able experience and training. 


These are some of the services provided by 
your Civil Defense but some of our trained per- 
sonnel do not get a chance to show off their capa- 
bilities and training. Every year, we hold classes 
in Red Cross First Aid and all trained personnel 
are assigned to our First Aiders Team. They stand 
ready as a back up force as do our radiological 
monitors, shelter managers and the many other 
facets of Civil Defense that are too numerous 
to mention here. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank all 
Town Officials, Department Heads and their per- 
sonnel as well as residents for all their coopera- 
tion and assistance given me during theyear. With 
your continued cooperation and assistance given 
me during the year. With your continued coopera- 
tion, Billerica Civil Defense will continue to grow 
as part of your public safety program making your 
home safer from natural and manmade disasters.

In addition to the issuance of the above per- 
mits, the department has expended considerable 
time on the enforcement of the Zoning By-Laws, 
pluming and gas laws, and all other By-Laws 
which come within its jurisdiction. 

Eighty-nine Building Code violations and fif- 
teen Zoning By-Laws violations have been pro- 
cessed by this office without the necessity of 
Court Action. 

The Plumbing and Gas Inspector investigated 
seventy-eight Gas Code violations and forty-six 
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violations of the Plumbing Code. Also surveyed 
thirty-six installations before being allowed to 
connect to the town sewer. 


The town for the ten months that a building 
inspector was in employment had a slight in- 
crease in new construction, both residential and 
commercial, and a large increase in swimming 
pools and construction trailer permits. 


The Gas and Plumbing Inspector has had to 
devote much more time to the inspection of the 
installation of Gas Appliances as he had issued one 
hundred ten more permits for gas installations in 
this year than in the previous year. 


We regret that we were unable to complete 
what we had hoped to in this year in the demolition 
program as we were without a Building Inspector 
when we usually work on the demolition program 
at the end of the year. 


The Building Inspector and the Gas and 
Plumbing Inspector attended a Code Enforce- 
ment Seminar at Worcester, sponsored by the 
State. 


The Department wishes to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank the Town Officials, Town Boards, 
Town Committees, Fire Department, Police De- 
partment, Board of Health Department, the of- 
fice staff, and the Townspeople for the co-opera- 
tion the Department has received.

I work closely with the Fire Department and 
the Fire Marshalls Office on all fires to evaluate 
the cause of same so as to prevent same in the 


future. I work under the regulations sponsored by 
the National Fire Protection Association to pre- 


vent fires which might be caused by wiring, and 
to insure that all new wiring shall conform to the 
requirements of the Code of said National Fire 
Protection Association. I have worked out a pro- 
gram with the Power Companies wherein if there 
is a disaster or flood I inspect any structures com- 
ing within said disaster or flood before any power 
is restored to said structure. In order to protect 
the lives and safety of the public I have instituted 
the program of inspecting all public buildings. In 
order to cooperate with industry I have set up an 
annual fee for wiring for industrial structures of 
$200. with inspections. In order to update the fees 
of the Town of Billerica I have increased wiring 
fees and as a result the Wiring Department col- 
lected $7059 in fees this year. 


I have conscientiously endeavored to improve 
the inspection of buildings and the installation of 
wiring in the Town of Billerica for the safety of 
the public. I work on Saturday and Sundays where 
there is any emergency, and also make inspec- 
tions in the evenings to accomodate the towns- 
people. I have a listed phone and am available 
at all times to the people of Billerica.

Report of 
The Public Health Nurse 


At the close of the year 1970, new and increas- 
ed interest in the Public Health Program of Nurs- 
ing Services had added many new families to 
the service, who had come to make their homes 
in Billerica, and to become part of the rapidly 
growing community. Health services away from 
the clinics of the metropolitan area became an 
important concern. 

The Well Child Program, in its fourth year, 
with Dr. Harriet Leach the director is enthus- 
iastically attended with 30 clinics the count for 
the year, with total clinic children 798. Expanded 
programming now includes consultation services 
with the doctor and physical examinations. The 
administration of the various State Department of 
Health supplied vaccines for mumps, measles, 
whopping cough, tetanus, polio, as well as Tuber- 
culin testing and vaccination, meeting the re- 
quirements for the entrance to the first grade. An 
appropriation provides this service which is ap- 
preciated, and means much in the family of limi- 
ted resources where such pediatric regimes have 
been delayed. Cut backs in employment of the 
head of the household makes its impact in meeting 
family needs, hence the immunization program 
is one of keen importance. 

The Premature Infant program offers super- 
visory service to mothers in a series of follow 
up home visits. 

In the area of terminal illness, nursing facili- 
ties filled to capacity and hospital time limits on 
evaluation of illness and the eventual transfer to 
other care, has placed a number of families on 


their own resources. Nursing assistance in this 
type of illness is gratifying, but yet disheartening 
when the diagnosis is dreaded cancer. 

Municipal employees received influenza vac- 
cine during the autumn weeks, the program inaug- 
urated several years ago, on the recommendation 
of the Department of Communicable Diseases, 
with a view to saving days lost from employment 
and a protective measure for the worker. 

Government sponsored programs are interest- 
ing sections of the service, as is the financial con- 
sideration to the recipient, appreciated in a time 
of spiralling living costs. 

A small allergy group of patient’s is able to 
pursue their various schedules at local levels with 
the permissions of their doctors. 

Total visit counts for the 12 month span was 
3935, in the areas of tuberculosis follow up and 
control, medical and surgical, insulin mainte- 
nance regimes, supervision and assistance with 
home resources for care, well child and pre 
school detail, communicable disease control and 
the various phases of health promotion. 

Gratitude is expressed to hospitals, social 
workers, agencies, doctors, health authorities, 
and Secretary Mrs. Muriel Wells, who is the ad- 
missions and appointment assistant: Mrs. Winona 
LaVigne, Clinic Secretary, Assistants Mrs. Shirley 
Schultz, Mrs. Bruce Brace and Mrs. Virginia 
Stack, who have given so generously of their time 
over a period of four years in the clinic program. 
A report would not be complete without a word 
Or appreciation to patients and their families 
who have made 1970 an enjoyable year of service.

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Report of The Sanitarian 


Dear Mr. Chairman: 


I again have the honor to submit the annual 
report of the sanitarian. Routine inspections were 
made of all food and milk establishments, with 
bacterial swabs being taken at those establish- 
ments serving food or drink. Milk samples were 
taken at random and examined for conformance 
of State Standards. Complaints received in regard 
to quality of product were investigated with ap- 
propriate action being taken where necessary. 


Many requests were received during the year 
on various subjects. I endeavor to include in my 
annual report information pertaining to that sub- 
ject which I have had the most requests. This 
year there has been many questions asked regard- 
ing the consumption of raw shellfish. 


Raw oysters, clams and mussels produced 
or handled under unsanitary conditions may cause 
typhoid fever and other intestinal diseases. They 
become infected from the water in which they are 
grown or during the process of handling, shuck- 
ing, packing or shipping. The menace of contam- 
inated shellfish is increasing with the increased 
pollution of coastal waters, particularly of the 
bays and estauries in which the oyster beds are 
located. As the oyster requires only a moderately 
saline water, the oyster-producing areas are nec- 
essarily near the mouths of rivers. 


A healthy oyster under optimum conditions 
pumps as much as 4 liters of water an hour. From 
the water it extracts its food and from the water 
possibly typhoid, dysentery and other pathogenic 
organisms may also be accumulated, either in 
its alimentary canal or in the shell liquor. If pol- 
luted oysters are placed in clean water, the pass- 
age of water through them cleans them. 


The most important factor in the production 
of safe shellfish is the control of sanitary condi- 
tions in the growing and bedding areas. All shell- 
fish offered for sale in this state must be obtained 
from certified shippers and approved beds. Each 
container of shucked shellfish and shell stock 
must contain a tag indicating name - address of 
the shipper, the state of origin, certificate number 
of the shipper and the date of shucking or dredg- 
ing. The law requires that the tags must be kept on 
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file for a period of 60 days so that the item can 
be traced in the event of an outbreak of food 
poisoning. 


While consumption of raw shellfish is far 
more dangerous from the standpoint of disease, 
cooking does not always make contaminated shell- 
fish safe. Oyster stews, for example, are some- 
times made by bringing milk to a boil, pouring 
in the cold oysters and serving immediately. This 
is not effective in killing disease organisms. The 
most satisfactory method is to boil the oysters in 
their own juice separately, heat the milk separate- 
ly and then combine. 


I am constantly checking the origin of shell- 
fish sold within the town along with the condi- 
tions in which it is handled at the retail outlet. My 
recommendation to the general public would be 
to purchase shellfish only from a reliable dealer 
who will certify that his product was obtained 
from approved sources. Any information regarding 
the selling of shellfish from non-approved ship- 
pers should be given to myself or the State Health 
Department.

ADMINISTRATION BUILDING 


During July, we moved into the new Public 
Works Administration Building. This relieved 
some of the congestion at the Water Treatment 
facility, and provided us with the space needed 
for the Water Billing Department, Town Engin- 
eer, Administration Office, Public Hearing Room, 
and a much needed fireproof storage space for 
plans and drawings. Occupancy of this building 
is shared with the Building Department and the 
Planning Board. The building is of modern de- 
sign and provides room for the expansion of these 
services to keep in step with the growing town 
population. 


WATER TREATMENT 


Water consumption for 1970 showed an in- 
crease of 7% over 1969. The total amount of water 
pumped for 1970 was 974,516,000 gallons. The peak 
month was July when we pumped 108,984,000 gal- 
lons of water. The peak day was July 25, when we 
pumped 5,060,000 gallons of water. 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


The 1970 Water Main Extension Program. 


1. Six inch water main installed on Maplewood 
Avenue from Bridle Road to the existing 
6-inch dead end. 

2. Six inch water main on Payson Road from 
Grandview Road to existing 6-inch dead end. 

3. Eight inch water main on Dudley Road from 
Nashua Road westerly 1,600 feet. 

4. Six inch water main on cross country ease- 
ments from Newport Drive to West Running 
Brook Road. 

9. Six inch water main on Mason Avenue to 
replace existing old main. 

6. Eight inch main on Kenilworth Street from 
Sachem Street to Montrose Street. 

7. Ten inch main on Floyd Street from Pollard 
Street to the existing 6-inch dead end. 


Work not completed but which may be done 
before spring: 


1. Six inch water main installed on Burnham 
Road to tie in the existing 6-inch dead end. 

2. Six inch water main to replace 114 inch and 
2 inch on Prospect Street, Lawrence Street 
and Fairview Street. 
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3. Eight inch water main on Glenside Avenue 
from Pinedale Road to existing 6-inch dead 
end beyond Pinehurst Avenue. 

Andover Road Emergency Water Main 


Twelve inch water main was installed from 
the existing 20-inch force main to Pond Street. 


Studies of low pressure problems in the An- 
dover Road - Pond Street area were conducted 
which led to the installation of the new 12-inch 
main on Andover Road. Some study work has been 
done on the Fox Hill Road low pressure problem 
but field tests of the distribution system in the 
area have been deferred until the valves have all 
been checked out. 


A flushing program is being completed and 
will be in time for implementation during the 
early spring season. 


There were 58 new water services installed 
by the Water Department and along with the 
services installed by developers in the various 
subdivisions as of December 31, we had a total of 
8,374 services.

General Maintenance 


Removed, repaired and replaced water me- 
ters, repaired old service connections; turned wa- 
ter on and off for summer residents, 42 hydrants 
were repaired or replaced, 13 broken mains were 
repaired, service leaks were repaired, 17 frozen 
services were thawed. 


Municipal Sewerage Systems 


Work under Sewage Works Contract 3, pro- 
viding for the construction of the Ilford Road 
Pumping Station and about one mile of new 
sewers, was completed and put into operation in 
1970. 


The new sewage works for the collection and 
treatment of sewage wastes from the old North 
Billerica collection system the Howe Junior High 
School, and residences of Good Street, Corcoran 
Road, La Sallette Road and Port Sunlight Road. 
The construction cost of work under Contract 3 
amounted to $486,000. About $312,000 of the total 
project cost will be repaid to the Town in Federal 
and State grants. 


Bids were received for work under Sewage 
Works Contract 5 in July, and work started in 
September. 


Contract 5 includes about four miles of gravi- 
ty sewer construction. Sewers will be constructed 
to serve a major part of the Town Center, the 
Macbick development, Lowell Street, and Mt. 
Pleasant Street. The Estimated Total Contract 
Price of the low bidder, Johnson Bros. Construc- 
tion Co., Inc., Auburn, Mass., was $649,425.50. 


Work under Sewage Works Contract 4 was 
advertised for bids in December. This construc- 
tion, estimated to cost $1,100,000, includes a sew- 
age pumping station at Middlesex Turnpike, a 
sewage ejector station at Riverview Avenue, and 
about six miles of sewers in North Billerica and in 
the Nutting Lake area. Federal grant funds a- 
mounting to $317,000 will be paid to the Town by 
the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment to assist in financing the work. Construction 
of work under Contract 4 will start early in the 
spring of 1971. 


Planning documents have been prepared for 
an additional nine miles of sewers and two pump- 
ing stations to serve a major part of the Nutting 


Lake area. A preliminary application for Federal 
grant assistance has been filed. Construction is 
expected to get underway in 1971. 


SEWERAGE TREATMENT 


The total raw sewerage flow received at the 
new Letchworth Avenue Sewerage Treatment 
Plant for the year 1970 was 61.1 million gallons 
(26% increase). This is equal to an average daily 
flow of 160,000 gallons per day (21% increase). 
The average daily flow in December is now as 
high as 240,000 gallons per day, which is about 18% 
of present capacity. 


The new Ilford Pumping Station went into 
service June 15, thus connecting the old North 
Billerica Sewer System built by the Talbot Mills 
in 1902 and thus eliminating the need of the old 
North Billerica Filter Beds. This sewer connection 
of the North Billerica System alone adds 77 resi- 
dences, two industries, one school, and one public 
building to the Letchworth Avenue Treatment 
Plant with an average daily flow of 54,000 gallons 
per day.

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Sewerage Treatment Plant 
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The Billerica Homes Sewerage Treatment 
Plant located on Wyman Road had a total yearly 
flow of 5.9 million gallons for an average flow of 
16,000 gallons per day from 150 residences. 


Operating and mechanical problems have been 
at a minimum. Icing problems experienced in the 
winter months are dissipating as more flow is re- 
ceived. A program of removing troublesome wil- 
low trees in the vicinity of sewer lines has been 
completed because roots from such trees had been 
the major source of blockage. A program of flush- 
ing the older sewer lines in the spring and fall of 
each year has been beneficial in eliminating main- 
tenance problems. 


TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENTS: 


The Tree Department notes a decrease in 
Dutch Elm Disease. Last year we removed 103 
diseased Elms verses 81 this year. This is not an 
indication that Dutch Elm Disease is under con- 
trol but rather that the Elm population could be 
dwindling. The Tree Department also removed 
118 trees other than Elms, mostly white Pines, 
Maples, and Oak trees that were in dangerous 
condition and 13 Willow Trees, the roots of which 
were located too close to the sewer pipe system, 
for a total of 212 trees removed this year. 


Also, dead tree limbs removed and brush cut 
back wherever necessary. Elms were sprayed in 
April and poison ivy in June and July in all sec- 
tions of Town. 


The Oak Leaf Skeletonizer, a half inch long 
worm-like creature that has a short life span of 
two to three weeks in the Spring and Fall, became 
a major nuisance problem during 1970. Spraying 
for this was done wherever possible but within the 
departments manpower limitations. 


Maintenance in the Park Department con- 
sisted of grass cutting on playgrounds, squares, 
commons, and football field; repairing and paint- 
ing of bleachers; reseeding of the football field; 
and cleanup of litter from these areas. 
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An addition to the field house at the Memorial 
Football Field was completed giving the town 
some toilet facilities at this location. 


I wish to thank the Town Meeting Represen- 


tatives for appropriating the money for the pur- 
chase of the Hydraulic Hoist-Tree Basket Truck 
which has increased the speed, safety factor, and 
efficiency of the tree removal operation.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 






I submit herewith my thirteenth annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools in the Town of 
Billerica. 


We have learned in the last ten years that 
simply providing skills is not enough. We must 
accept the belief that it is the responsibility of 
education to help young people find a meaning- 
ful role in society in which they can make increas- 
ing contributions and accept increasing responsi- 
bilities. Highest priority must go to a serious ex- 
amination of the present and future role and 
status of adolescents and young adults in our so- 
ciety.

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Despite all the other national issues we face, 
I doubt there is any more common topic within 
the family than that of the youth movement in 
America. One of the great American tragedies of 
the past two decades has been the almost total 
isolation of young people from effective roles in 
society — work, responsibility, decision making, 
and problem solving. 

What “bugs” youth most is that adults are 
unaware of the gap between what they say and 
what they do. Young people have become irritat- 
ing and revolutionary in spite of efforts to ap- 
pease, to give them more, and to teach them. Many 
school boards and administrators do not seem to 
perceive they are all in this together. Like buf- 
faloes being shot they look on with interest when 
another of their number goes down, without ser- 
iously thinking that they may be next. 

Schools, therefore, must change. The 
changes can be defined as: 

1. Involvement and participation of youth at 
an earlier age. 

2. Youth volunteer activities as a part of 
schooling. 

do. Involvement of the school and its students 
in the major issues of our time. 

4. Provision of ways for individual students 
to participate in real-life action, not always just 
in preparation for living. 

5. Giving youth responsibility as well as 
freedom. 

The schools of tomorrow must become “in- 
clusive” institutions rather than “exclusive” in- 
stitutions. For too long our schools have had a 
hidden agenda based on the concept that it was 
good if a certain percentage of students failed. 


In fact, it has been thought for too long that the 
“good” teacher failed more than the “poor” teach- 
er. 

At one time this concept made some sense — 
at least while the work force acted as a second 
school system which took these transfers, entered 
them in low-level skill jobs, and gave them the 
chance to work up if they could. Today the work 
force no longer takes these students. They are 
left to the streets, the gangs, and the welfare 
workers. 

People say, “The problem is that these stu- 
dents are lazy; they won’t try.” But literal appli- 
cation of the normal curve says the two at the 
bottom fail even if the class contains all geniuses. 
Students do give up. After receiving a report card 
every six weeks for eight years which says they 
are at the bottom, they don’t have to be 
smart to conclude that it is socially more accept- 
able to be lazy than to be dumb. 

This is not an argument for doing away with 
failure, or for doing away with failing marks. 
This is an argument for providing options in our 
schools — areas of study and activity where each 
student can find success. Each one of us has 
areas in which we fail, but would give up if we 
did not have things in which we could succeed. 

Modern society denies opportunities for 
work during youth. There are no fires to build, 
wood to chop, or cows to milk for most young 
boys. and girls. Little formal work awaits them 
until they get a job. Since the modern economy 
hires only mature workers, and since adults 
themselves measure status in terms of jobs, a job 
becomes a symbol of acceptance into the adult 
world.

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This is not to suggest that something is 
wrong with the value system of American youth. 
_ These are simply the values of the adult world, 
and every young person has always looked for- 
ward to becoming an adult and doing things 
adults do. Today, this means getting a job, the 
assumption of an occupational status. The big 
difficulty is that when young men and women 
leave school, they find there are no jobs for them. 


The consequences are enormous. The alarm- 
ingly high incidence of delinquency and crime 
among jobless youth is well documented. Less 
widely appreciated is the tremendous reservoir 
of idleness, frustration, resentment, and defeat 
that lies within their burgeoning members. Lack- 
ing jobs, “their badge of belonging,” these young 
men and women represent tomorrow’s castoff 
and chronic dependents, those who will live in 
poverty of body and mind, and who will bring up 
their children in their own image. 


The answer lies in the hands of our educa- 
tional system — a system that has been the foun- 
dation and strength of our Country. The task of 
that system today must be to improve the school 
curricula to prevent the school pushout, dropout, 
and hordes of unprepared persons from descend- 
ing on the jeb market, unskilled, untrained and 
unwanted.

These figures would indicate that the 
grade one enrollment will decline over the next 
five years. However, we do see an increase in the 
number of older pupils to Billerica Schools. The 
total enrollments projected above are based on a 
level grade one of 1000 pupils over the next four 
years to adjust for any added increase on upper 
grade enrollments. 


Hach area, elementary, middle and high 
school must be analyzed separately as to space 
needs because of the nature of these programs. 


Elementary is the easiest to study because of 
the self-contained classroom. 


The following is a breakdown of elementary 
needs:

Now, at a 30-1 division it is quite easy to ar- 
rive at a needed classroom figure. However all 
grades do not split evenly and a program of mov- 
ing pupils from one district to another to arrive 
at a perfectly even distribution does not always 
present itself. 


Our needs based on current classroom sizes 
would be 162 classrooms for September 1971. 
Using standard and substandard classrooms we 
would need two classrooms which we recommend 
be portable at this time and located at either 
Parker or Vining School. 


Our actual needs for September of 1971 if 
we were functioning as we should: that is, a ra- 
tio of 25-1 in primary (1-2-3) and 30-1 in grades 
4 and 5 and not using libraries, storage closets, 
basement rooms, etc. would be 32 rooms. 


In September of 1974 our indicated elemen- 
tary needs would be around 170 rooms or 10 more 
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If we were to implement the 25-1 ratio in 
primary and the 30-1 in grades 4 and 5 our needs 
would be 191 rooms. Eliminating substandard 
classrooms we would be 41 classrooms short. 


And if kindergarten were a reality it could 
require 20 more rooms and show a deficiency of 
61 classrooms. 


Our middle schools Locke and Marshall are 
built to house 2200 pupils based on a 30-1 ratio. 
A review of our projected figures to 1974-75 
school years show a potential of 2747 pupils in 
these two schools. 


The Marshall school is being constructed with 
an area designated for future rooms. Rough 
plumbing, etc. will be brought to this area at this 
time although the rooms will not be completed. 
An increase to 35-1 ratio in these schools will in- 
crease the number of students they can house. 
However if we are to reduce our class sizes in 
1974-75 we should be thinking of finishing such 
rooms as provided at Marshall and some addition- 
al rooms added to Locke. 


The High School seems to be the immediate 
problem. At this level (grades 9-12) with a var- 
ied program and wide choice of electives the 
number of rooms as well as size of rooms is var- 
lable from year to year. Simply housing young 
men and women at this level is not educating 
them and to feel that we are because we can 
squeeze them into our buildings is a fallacy. 


An education program for the 1970’s for 
grades 9-12 will need much more space than is 
presently provided in Memorial and Howe. We 
have done wonders with dividing and conquering 
space problems in these two buildings — Class- 
rooms which were created however are by no 
stretch of the imagination conducive to maximum 
learning areas and should not be considered as 
permanent learning areas in future plans of high 
school education. 


We have at various times in the past few 
years housed up to 2600 and 2700 pupils in these 
two buildings. At present we have 2760 pupils in 
the two buildings. However, 1042 of these stu- 
dents in grades 6-7-8 and special class and not 
subject to any elective program to any real ex- 
tent. 
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In order to enter into an expanded high 
school subject offering program, which must be 
done, we will need much more space than exists 
at present. We are certain that the evaluation of 
our high school in October of 1971 will point out 
that this is a serious deficiency in our program 
and strong recommendations will be forthcoming 
for us to proceed this way or face possible denial 
of membership in the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the official 
accrediting organization. 


We have again enjoyed a year of progress. 
This is a tribute to the School Committee who 
work hard to meet the educational needs of the 
town and to all the staff, professional and non- 
professional, who are working under very crowd- 
ed conditions, and most of all to the townspeople 
who provide the funds to accomplish this. I am 
grateful to the parents, Selectmen, Police, Fire 
Department, Heads of Departments, and others 
in the Town who have contributed to the educa- 
tional welfare of the pupils. 


I extend my deep appreciation for their con- 
fidence in me and in their School System.

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ATHLETIC REPORT 


I hereby submit my report of the Evening 
School Classes for the year 1970. 


Classes are held at the Memorial High 
School Tuesday and Wednesday evenings from 
7:00 P.M. to 10:00 P.M. for a period of Twenty 
(20) weeks geginning the first week of October 
and closing the Third week of March. 


This year’s enrollment of over 400 adults 
were able to participate in 27 courses composed 
of a combination of Adult Homemaking and 
Practical Arts courses. The following is a list of 
course offerings.

Evening classes are automatically cancelled 
when school is called off during the regular day 
sessions of the Billerica Public Schools. Other 
cancellations are announced by way of the local 
radio stations. 


Classes do not meet on legal holidays or dur- 
ing the regular vacation periods of the Billerica 
Public Schools unless there is a make-up class 
which must be scheduled, in which case there is 
advance notice. 


The program ends each year with a Fash- 
ion show and an exhibit of the materials made by 
the membeis of the various classes. 
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The program this year was greatly expand- 
ed and included six new and interesting courses 
for those who desired to further their skills or 
to learn new ones in the evening hours. 


A course that has been very popular and 
well attended this past year is Personal Typing 
for High School seniors. This course is under the 
supervision of the Adult Education Program and 
enables those students who cannot schedule typ- 
ing during the day to take it at night while the 
Adult classes are in session. 


A Drug Education Program was also super- 
vised by the Adult Education Department. It 
was offered at no cost and was a series of ten 
lectures offered by prominent persons closely as- 
sociated with the various areas of drug prob- 
lems. The course was most enlightening and of- 
fered an opportunity for many residents to ob- 
tain insight into the drug situation as it is seen to- 
day. 


Another big step forward in meeting the 
needs of the community was the G. E. D. course 
which is designed to prepare any person over 19 
who has not graduated from high school for the 
step toward the high school equivalency certifi- 
cation program. By taking a battery of five tests, 
a person may qualify for a state high school 
equivalency certificate which is accepted by in- 
dustry and colleges. This course prepares one for 
the tests. After many meetings with the State 
Department of Education, the G. E. D. course 
has been an integral part of the Adult Education 
Program. 


It is hoped that in the future, we will even- 
tually be able to offer subjects of an academic 
nature for high school credit. If this concept be- 
comes a reality, any resident of Billerica who has 
not graduated from high school will be able to 
take evening courses for high school credit and 
apply them towards a diploma which will be 
awarded by the Town rather than by the State. 
This plan will be welcomed by those persons who 
left school late in their educational career and 
need only a few courses to complete their high 
school requirements. We are thinking along the 
lines of courses in Math, Science, English and 
Social Studies, as well as courses that would be 
offered for intellectual pleasure, curiosity, and 
stimulation. We are in contact with the State De- 
partment of Education and other schools that 
offer the kind of program in order to evaluate the 
feasibility of such a program. 


It is gratifying to see that these adult edu- 
cation courses have been enthusiastically received 
by the public in the past. To the individual, this 
is an investment of great worth. To the com- 
munity, adult education is an extra dividend from 
it’s investment in education. On behalf of the 
School Committee and the School Administra- 
tion, a cordial invitation and warm welcome are 
extended to all Billerica citizens to take advant- 
age of the course offerings.

Permanent School 


Building Committee 


Herewith, I submit a report in behalf of the 
Permanent School Building Committee for the 
year 1970. 


During the year two new members have 
joined us, Mr. Donald W. Davis, representing the 
Board of Selectmen, and Mr. Charles L. Hallen- 
borg, representing the School Committee. Both 
new members have accepted this responsibility 
with enthusiam and have already contributed to 
the success of the Committee. 


Mr. Robert F. Loranger and Mr. Michael E. 
McLaughlin both resigned because of increased 
business responsibilities and I want to thank them 
for their dedication and cooperation over the past 
years. Both were valuable members of the Com- 
mittee. 


Our Committee has met almost weekly 
throughout the year at the School Administration 
Building. The accomplishments have been many 
and the work will continue to be extremely im- 
portant for several years to come. The Hajjar 
Elementary School consisting of thirty-one class- 
rooms and core facilities was opened in Septem- 
ber of 1970 with over 1,000 pupils attending. The 
delays in the completion of the school were many 
and gave the Committee cause for additional 
meetings and consternation. 


We are happy to report that the Hajjar Ele- 
mentary School is functioning well and is a credit 
to the Town of Billerica. A formal dedication was 


held on October 18, 1970 with members of the late 
Dr. Hajjar’s family, friends, and many Town of- 
ficials taking part. 

In the spring of 1970 at a Special Town Meet- 
ing it was voted to construct a new middle school. 
Construction of the middle school was started at 
once and is progressing on schedule from all the 
latest reports. The school is slated for completion 
in January of 1972. 

The school will provide 1,200 pupils in grade 
6, 7 and 8, and has provisions for special] classes. 

On September 30, 1970, the Committee vot- 
ed to name the Middle School for Dr. Orland S. 
Marshall, retired School Physician. Formal 
ground breaking ceremonies were held with Dr. 
Marshall taking part. 

The Committee is now concentrating its ef- 
forts to additional space on the high school level. 
In a few short years the high school will have 
3,800 - 4,000 pupils. It is the intent of the Com- 
mittee to present its needs at the Annual Town 
Meeting in March. 

We wish to thank your Body and all the De- 
partments of the Town which have cooperated 
fully with us during the year. 

I would especially thank the other members 
of the Permanent School Building Committee: 
Mr. Roger Biagiotti, Mr. Gerald Finlayson, Mr. 
Thomas Powers, and Mr. Robert Dankese for 
their loyal and dedicated service over the year.

May 5 until October. At that time, it was voted to 
resume the regular meeting schedule.

On April 1, an organizational meeting was 
held, at which time the following officers were 
elected: Mr. Kenneth Buffum, Chairman; Mr. Eu- 
gene Kritter, Vice-Chairman; Mr. Wallace Haigh, 
Secretary-Treasurer. 


In following a policy of providing an educa- 
tional facility for all levels of students in the five 
towns, the Committee approved recommendations 
submitted by Mr. Joseph Bastable, Director of 
Guidance, for the establishment of a pilot program 
geared for some of the students who are presently 
in special classes of the five towns. 


Approval was also given for the printing of a 
brochure that was developed by Mr. Bastable 
and is to be used for occupational information to 
be distributed to interested students and their 
parents. 
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During this year, periodic reports were made 
by the architect, equipment consultants, clerk of 
the works and the technical coordinator, as well 
as the Superintendent-Director, on the progress of 
the school project. 


In order to expedite the finances, Mrs. Frances 
Dugan was appointed to the position of Assistant 
Treasurer and Bookkeeper. 


On hiring school personnel, the Teaching Per- 
sonnel Subcommittee, consisting of Mr. John 
Murphy, Chairman, Mrs. Anthony Anderson, and 
Mr. Joseph Rogers , assisted Superintendent Wolk 
in reviewing qualifications of candidates for the 
various teaching positions. Also, the Non-teach- 
ing Personnel Committee, Mr. Fred Keough, 
Chairman, Mr. Eugene Kritter, Mr. Joseph Rogers 
and Mr. Roy Curseaden, have been quite active in 
interviewing candidates for the positions of Busi- 
ness Manager, Maintenance Supervisor, and other 
non-teaching personnel required. 


On May 27, 1970, the corner stone laying cere- 
mony took place. Invited guests included: Rev. 
Ellwyn Nichols, St. Anne’s Episcopal Church, 
North Billerica; Senator Ronald MacKenzie; Mr. 
Walter J. Markham, Director, Bureau of Voca- 
tional Education; Mr. John Clancy, Manager of 
Personnel, R.C.A., Burlington; State Representa- 
tive Fred Cain; Mr. John Madden, Assistant Vice 
President, Itek, Burlington; Rev. Sheldon Kelly, 
St. William’s, Tewksbury; as well as members 
of the School Committee, Superintendents of 
Schools and various town officials. It was a very 
impressive ceremony. A contest was held in the 
five towns in connection with the corner stone lay- 
ing ceremony for an article to be written by one 
of the high school students on predictions for the 
2Ist century. A number of responses were re- 
ceived. The article judged the best was written 
by Michelle Lombard of Wilmington High School, 
who was a guest at the ceremony, as were her 
parents. 


Considerable time was spent by the Com- 
mittee on reviewing the equipment requirements 
and checking bids that were submitted, as well 
as awarding of bids to responsible vendors. 


On July 15, the New England Merchants 
National Bank arranged for the sale of the second 
half of the bond issue necessary to finance the 
construction of the school. Bids were opened and 
’ the bonds were awarded to Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, 
Fenner and Smith, at 614%. 


The preliminary budget was developed by 
Mr. Rackemann, Business Manager, after inten- 
sive discussions with the Superintendent and var- 
ious teachers in order to determine what their re- 
quirements would be for the next year. Arrange- 
ments were made in the budget to institute sum- 
mer courses, as well as provisions for the evening 
school classes to start in September of 1971. 


This has been the busiest year in the existence 
of the District Committee. Activity was at a peak 
since members of the Committee were involved 
in appointments of teachers, approval of supplies 
and equipment, as well as being responsible for 
the various details that are essential for the proper 
operation of the school. We were extremely pleas- 
ed with the excellent cooperation on the part of 
members of the Advisory Committee from indus- 
try, the press, the teachers, the students and 
their parents, so that all together school got off 
to a very satisfactory start. 


As Chairman, I have found that it has been 
a great source of satisfaction to be associated 


with this project which I know will be an asset 
to the five towns, and I am most appreciative 
of the time and effort given by so many people 
to assist us in this great undertaking.

INTRODUCTION 

The year 1970 has been a most significant one. 
We have seen our project become an actuality 
with the opening of our new building on September 
14. 


FACILITIES 

Periodic meetings were held with the archi- 
tect, the Clerk of the Works and equipment con- 
sultants for the purpose of evaluating the pro- 
gress of our project and to establish priorities in 
order to insure that the school will be properly 
equipped at the time of opening. Approval was 
received by Mr. Arthur Cameron, inspector rep- 
resenting the State Department of Public Safety, 
for the opening of school in September. Since all 
of the facilities were not completed, special per- 
mission was received from the Commissioner of 
Education to operate the school on a limited basis 
for such time until we could go into a full pro- 
gram. On Monday, October 26, the interior work 
was advanced to the point where we found it was 
possible to go onto a full day schedule. As time 
went on various facilities were completed and 
phased in so that by the end of 1970, the entire 
school was substantially completed. 


The responsibility for furnishing a school of 
this type is quite complex and we were most for- 
tunate in having Mr. Anthony Bazzinotti, as Tech- 
nical Coordinator, to do the necessary research 
and develop the specifications for the equipment 
and furniture necessary for the school. We ac- 
quired five pieces of equipment for the Machine 
Shop from government surplus. Three came from 
a depot in Burlington, N.J., and the other two from 
Terre Haute, Indiana. We felt that with this equip- 
ment there would be a savings of over $24,000. 
Working closely with Mr. Bazzinotti were the 
equipment consultants and members of the various 
advisory committees who reviewed our proposals 
and made it possible to firm up the requirements 
for proper equipment in each area. 

PERSONNEL 


Both the Non-Teaching Personnel Committee 
and the Teaching Personnel Committee were ac- 
tive in developing guide lines and facilitating the 
hiring of necessary personnel for the school. 
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Notices of the vacancies were sent out to the 
Department of Education, as well as publicity 
given at the annual meeting of the Massachusetts 
Vocational Association. Also, teacher training 
classes at the Greater Lawrence Regional School, 
as well as Waltham Vocational School, were visit- 
ed and interested candidates were made aware 
of the opportunities at our school. In accordance 
with the recommendation of Mr. Walter J. Mark- 
ham, Associate Commissioner of the Division of 
Occupational Education, teachers were hired as 
of August 1, so that they would have an opportun- — 
ity to get their shops and classrooms ready for the 
incoming students. This also gave them an oppor- 
tunity to develop their courses of study. Mr. Mark- 
ham, whose department pays 50% of the teachers’ 
salaries, approved this action. All appointed mem- 
bers of the staff reported to the school building on 
August 3. A series of programs was arranged for 
orientation of all teachers. 


During the time we operated on a condensed 
schedule, arrangements were made for our teach- 
ers to visit other schools in order to benefit by 
their methods of operations and courses of study. 


STUDENTS 

Early in the year, Mr. Bastable, Director of 
Guidance, arranged for school assemblies for 
students in Grades 8 and 9 of all the five towns. 
He used the Department of Education film ‘‘World 
of Change’’, as well as special visual aids publi- 
cizing the school. Special display boards were also 
set up in public libraries of the five towns. In 
addition, a series of parents meetings were ar- 
ranged so that interested parents would have an 
opportunity to meet with Mr. Bastable and myself 
relative to opportunities at the school, as well as 
admission procedures. A total of 627 student appli- 
cations were received. We accepted approximately 
170 for Grade 9 and 170 in Grade 10, for a total 
of 340 students. On Friday, June 12, all student 
candidates were notified of the acceptance or non- 
acceptance. The criteria for acceptance was based 
on a number of factors developed by the Guidance 
Department. All students were given a personal 
interview, as well as being required to take the 
Differential Aptitude Test. Every effort was made 
to have a fair representation for each of the five 
towns. Also, a series of meetings was held with 
the special class teachers of the five towns in 
order to develop guide lines for training of special 
class students as a pilot program. There was con- 
siderable enthusiasm about this project. A special 
class teacher was hired for the admission class of 


12 students here on the opening day of school. We 
have been quite pleased with the progress of this 
group and feel it has excellent possibilities. 


As part of the educational process, students 
were taken on field trips so they could become fa- 
miliar with the way business and industry oper- 
ates. 


Culinary Arts students, as part of their train- 
ing program, started the operation of a guest 
dining room. Meals were prepared by the stu- 
dents and served to teachers, office staff and 
guests. The consensus of opinion is that the meals 
were outstanding in their quality. This operation 
has brought many favorable comments. 


SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 

The first annual parents night was held at 
our school on September 10. There was an excel- 
lent response, with over 400 parents present. Par- 
ents visited classrooms and shops, and later en- 
joyed refreshments in the cafeteria, prepared by 
the students of the Culinary Arts Department. 
Quite a number have volunteered to serve on a 
parents council, which we hope to activate early 
in 1971. 


The first student activity in the form of a 
school dance, which was held on December 18. 
It was quite sucessful and both the members of 
the faculty who served on the advisory committee, 
and those students who served on the dance com- 
mittee, were quite pleased with the results. 


On December 19, a social was held in the 
school cafeteria, during which time the members 
of the School Committee had an opportunity to 
meet with members of the staff and their hus- 
bands and wives. 


On November 23, representatives of Lane 
Motors of Bedford, and Northeastern Distribution 
Center for Volkswagen of Wilmington, made a 
presentation of a Volkswagen engine and accessory 
parts to the automotive department of our school. 


Mr. Robert Wheaton, Regional District Direc- 
tor for Ford Motor Company in the Detroit area, 
and a former resident of Woburn, was responsi- 
ble for the presentation to the school as a gift a 
1970 Ford engine, complete differential assembly, 
automatic transmission and torque converter. 


On June 22, I attended some of the meetings 
of a summer conference on Vocational education 
which was held at Westfield State College. On 
December 4 through 9, I attended the annual 


convention of the American Vocational Associa- 
tion, which was held in New Orleans. During the 
year, I was present at various hearings at the 
State House on bills pertinent to vocational tech- 
nical education and to our regional school. 


The school superintendents of the five towns 
served as an educational advisory committee and, 
as such, held meetings in March and December. 
The March meeting was attended by the five 
school superintendents, as well as Mr. Bastable 
and myself. A discussion was held relative to co- 
ordinating our regional school and the _ local 
schools, and to report on admissions. At the De- 
cember meeting, the school superintendents had 
an opportunity to tour the building and then had 
lunch, which was prepared and served by the 
students in the Culinary Arts Department. 


CONCLUSION 

This has been a most satisfactory year. Every- 
one involved in the project, students, teachers, 
members of the School Committee, advisory com- 
mittee members and others, have been most 
cooperative in helping to make our school a very 
pleasant place in which to learn and work. I feel 
that we are off to a good start and hope we can 
continue. To all of those who were responsible 
for the development of this project, I know they 
will have a sense of satisfaction in seeing the final 
results.

On each lot there shall be provided a minimum setback of fifty 
(50) feet from the street line, a minimum distance to each sideline 
of thirty (30) feet, and a rear yard distance of not less than forty (40) 
feet. There shall be a minimum distance of thirty (30) feet between 
buildings. 

9.04 Height Restrictions 

Garden apartment buildings shall not exceed three (3) stories in 
height above the top of the foundation. 

9.05 Density 

A minimum of four thousand (4,000) square feet of land area shall 
be required for each garden apartment dwelling unit. 

9.06 Parking 

There shall be one and one-half (114) parking spaces for each gar- 
den apartment dwelling unit. 

9.07 Town Sewerage Required 

Garden apartment buildings shall be serviced by an eXisting Town 
sewer, or by an extension of an existing Town sewer line in which 
case it must require prior approval of the Board of Selectmen. 

9.08 Site Plan Approval 

A. Requirement for Site Plan. 

No garden apartment shall be constructed or externally enlarged, 
except in conformity with a site plan bearing an endorsement of ap- 
proval by the Board of Appeals. Said site plan shall show, among other 
things, all existing and proposed buildings, structures, parking spaces, 
driveway openings, driveways, service areas, and other open uses, all 
facilities for sewerage, refuse and other waste disposal and for surface 
water, drainage, and all landscape features (such as walks, fences, 
walls, planting areas and greenbelts) on the lot. 

B. Procedure Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under this Section 
shall submit said plan in duplicate prepared by a Registered Land 
Surveyor or Professsional Engineer in collaboration with a 
Registered Landscape Architect, with application for approval there- 
of, directly to the Board of Appeals. The Board shall, within ten (10) 
days after receipt threof, transmit one copy of each plan to the Plan- 
ning Board, which said Board may, in its discretion, investigate the 
case and report in writing its recommendations to the Board of Appeals. 

The Board of Appeals shall not take final action on such plan 
until it has received a report thereon from the Planning Board, or until 
said Planning Board has allowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after 
receipt of such plan without submission of a report thereon, 

In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, the Board of Ap- 
peals shall conform to all requirements of procedure, applicable to a 
board of appeals when deciding requests for special permits under 
General Laws, Chapter 40Ax, as amended (ineluding the require- 
ments thereof for public notice and hearing). 

C. General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section the Board of Ap- 
peals shall assure, to a degree consistent with a reasonable use of the 
site for the purpose permitted or permissible by the regulations of 
the district in which located: 

(1) Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedestrian move- 
ment within the site, and in relation to adjacent streets, property or 
improvements. 

D. Authority of Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify or amend its 
approval of a site plan on application of the owner, lessee, or mort- 


gagee of the premises, or upon its own motion if such power is re- 
served by the Board in its original approval. All of the provisions of 
this Section applicable to approval shall, where apt, be applicable to 
such modifications or amendment. 

9.09 Building Size 

No garden apartment building shall contain more than twenty- 
four (24) dwelling units and no such unit shall contain a floor area of 
living space of less than eight hundred (800) square feet. Utility space 
and other space not used for living purposes, roofs, balconies and 
porches shall not be used in determining living space, but balconies 
and porches shall be used in determining building coverage. Each 
multiple dwelling unit shall contain cooking and bathroom facilities. 

9.10 Access Roads 

The main access road or roads to a garden apartment district shall 
enter and exit from a public way and shall be at least fifty (50) feet 
from the property lines of any adjacent lot or lots of a district other 
than a garden apartment district. Each such fifty (50) foot buffer 
strip shall be either landscaped or left in its natural state. 

9.11 Buffer Strip 

A strip not less than fifty (50) feet in width shall be maintained 
in its natural state, or landscaped, around the portion of the perime- 
ter of the lot or tract, upon which the garden apartment dwellings 
are built, that abuts any residential district. 

9.13 Architectural Design 

In order to promote harmony in architectural treatment and 
avoidence of incongruous or inappropriate character of architectural 
appearance and arrangement of buildings detrimental to the property 
values of adjoining owners or the community, no building permit 
shall be issued for any garden apartment building until plans show- 
ing the proposed location and external appearance shall have been 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen for review, comment and sug- 
gestions with the advice of the Planning Board, and the Board of Se- 
lectmen shall have made such comment and suggestions or allowed 
three weeks to elapse after such submission without action.”

The meeting was called to order at 10:30 A.M. by the 
Moderator, John E. Lecomte.

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Report of 
Board of Selectmen 


At the 1971 reorganization meeting the following of- 
ficers were elected: Chairman, Paul F. Newman, Vice- 
Chairman, Michael E. McLaughlin, and Secretary, Mr. 
Thomas H. Conway, Jr. 


Mr. John P. Fitzgerald resigned as a Selectman on 
September Ist, 1971. Mr. Gordon C. Brainerd was 
elected to the Board on November 13th, 1971. 


The year 1971 has been extremely productive. The 
Board embarked upon a program to improve street light- 
ing which was aimed at increasing the lumen output 
and increasing overall lighting in the older established 
sections of Town. In addition, the Board has attempted 
to light up the newer developments concurrent with its 
construction. The major problem, however, has been the 
increased burden placed on the electric company. Its 
resources are not able to keep up with the demand. 


The Board joined with fourteen surrounding Towns 
to form a consortium for the purpose of hiring personnel 
under the Emergency Employment Act of 1971 (EEA). 
Billerica’s per annum share of Federal funds is approxi- 
mately $90,000. As a result, the Town has hired twelve 
people at no cost other than in kind services. 


During 1971, the Board effected many repairs to the 
Town Hall. In addition, the offices of the Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, the second floor offices and Hearing Room 
and the lobby were all renovated. 


Approval was received from the State under the 
TOPICS program to study all traffic safety problems 
within the Town. Engineers have been hired by the 
State and have been on the job for about six months. 
Upon completion of the engineering, and approval by 
the Town of the plans, the State will undergo a con- 
struction phase to correct all the hazardous road con- 
ditions. The TOPICS program is fully funded by the 
Federal Government and will cost the Town absolutely 
nothing. 


The Master Drainage Plan, approved at the 1971 
Town Meeting, is currently being done by Green Engin- 
eering Affiliates, Inc. A report on their progress appears 
in this report. 


Plans are underway to hold a public sale of Tax 
Possession Property in 1972. In 1971, many hours were 
spent evaluating existing property to determine abutters 
of record, since this is a condition of sale. 


The increased demand in 1971 for sewerage precipi- 
tated the Selectmen inserting an article in the 1972 War- 
rant to embark upon a program of town wide sewerage, 
now, in lieu of the current fragmented plan. Advice re- 
ceived indicates that in the long run many millions of 
dollars will be saved. 
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In 1972, the Board hopes to continue many programs 
which have been started or are in the initial planning 
stage. For example: 


1) Refuse Disposal 

2) Continued Road Reconstruction 

3) Sewerage Expansion 

4) Greater Fire Protection 

5.) Improve the Water Distribution System 
6) Improve Road Safety 


7) Revised Flood Plain Maps 
We wish to thank all Department Heads and Town 


Officials for their cooperation during the year 1971. 
Without their help, it would be near impossible to man- 
age this growing community.

Our ranks were depleted the past year by the death 
of a valued and dedicated member of our commission, 
Livio (Hap) Buono, a tremendous worker for our town 
and a real credit to the community. Another member, 
John P. Fitzgerald, was forced to resign as he was trans- 


ferred to Oklahoma. 


The industrial progress in the town for 1971 has been 
very gratifying in spite of the economic slowdown. Mac- 
Bick Co, opened a new building and started production 
on Concord Rd. P. F. Avery moved to New Hampshire 
to locate on the coastline, as their products were too 
large to be transported over the bridges and highways of 
Mass. The Avery building in Iron Horse Park is now 
owned and occupied by the Torngren Co., a division of 
the Standard International and will employ many towns- 
people.

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torical purposes, under the provision of General Laws, 
Chapter 132A, Section 11 and Chapter 40, Section 8C, 
certain parcels of land located in North Billerica on High 
Street, about 26.17 acres more or less, shown on Plate 
No. 6 of the assessors’ maps as Parcel 49A, 46, 45 and 
44, and is waiting its disposition. This acquisition was 
voted under Article 81 in the Annual Warrant. 

The Commission itself has voted four associate mem- 
berships to assist the Commission in its work. The mem- 
bers are: William A. Gelzinis, Mrs. Theresa Naugler, 
Mrs. Margaret Ingraham, and Mrs. Margaret Ahlin. 

The Commission would like to thank all public of-

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Report of 
Veterans Service Center 


Gentlemen: 

As Billerica grows, so does your Veterans’ Service De- 
patment. More homes mean more families and more 
families mean more Veterans and their dependents. 

Unemployment has been, and is going to be, a major 
factor in the continuing rise in the Veterans’ Services 
account. When a Vet receives Unemployment Compen- 
sation, we can supplement to the amount of budget as 
allowed by the state, but as more and more Veterans 
U.C. is used up, then we must put them on full budget 
until they are able to find employment. 

Veterans eligible and able to work are required by this 
office to list three places every week that they have gone 
seeking employment and once a month bring in a signed 
card from the Unemployment Compensation office, that 
there are no jobs available there. Also, these Veterans are 
required twice a month to come to the office for personal 
interviews on their employment status. 

All medical and hospital costs continued to rise thru 
the wears 197 t 

As of December 31, 1971 this office was financially 
and medically assisting 110 families in the town of Bil- 
lerica. Financial payments for December totalled $12,790 
and as yet, medical payments for this month cannot be 
determined as all bills have not as vet been received. 

Once again, I wish to take this opportunity to publicly 
thank Mrs. Shirley Hibbard—the very efficient and co- 
operative secretary—for the wonderful work she does. As 
the saying goes, an office is only as good as its secretary 
and that is why Veterans’ Services has an excellent office.

Report of 
Town Flag Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 


The Town Flag Adoption Committee submits its 
report herewith and respectfully requests that it be 
discharged. 


The committee has voted to recommend a design, de- 
scribed below and illustrated by a photograph  ac- 
companying this report. It requests that the following 
article be included in the warrant for the Annual Meet- 
ing of March 1972: 

“ARTICLE XXX. To see if the Town will vote to 
adopt a design, recommended by the Town Flag Adop- 
tion Committee and described in its report, as the ofhcial 
flag of the Town of Billerica. Or act in relation thereto.” 

You first appointed three members to the Town Flag 
Adoption Committee October 20, 1969 (Robert E. New- 
sham, Stuart L. Potter, Sr., Mildred A. Westhaver). 
After considerable study and discussion, the committee 
asked to be enlarged. Mabel F. Buker, John D. Mason, 
Nicola Micozzi, and Charles E. Stearns were appointed 
September 14, 1970. During the next several months, the 
basic elements of a design were identified. Several tenta- 
tive combinations were exhibited for comment at the 
annual meeting of 1971. Comments received assured the 
committee that it was “on the right track”. The final 
design has profited by suggestions received at that time 
by discussions with the Flag Center of Cambridge on 
feasibility, and especially by the interpretative talent of 
Mr. Micozzi. 

The recommended design may be described as follows: 

“Of three vertical panels, a central panel is white and 
two outer panels are green (Kelly green). On the central 
panel, a gold (yellow) shield is outlined in black. On 
the shield are superimposed successively: the Washing- 
ton Oak (black), an outline map of Billerica (green), a 
scroll (gold) bearing 1655 (black) in the upper left-hand 
corner, the steeple of the First Parish Church (black and 
white), and a banner (white) inscribed BILLERICA 
Cblack).” 

(Kelly green and yellow are the designations on stand- 
ard nylon samples furnished by the Cambridge Flag 
Center. ) 

Some comment on the elements of the design may be 
added: 

Shield. In all ages, men have adopted distinguishing 
symbols and, characteristically, displayed them on a 
shield. In honor of past and present fighting men of our 
town, we have incorporated a shield in its flag. 

Washington Oak. In our town for many centuries and 
without doubt its oldest resident. 

Map. The shape of our town is distinctive. Just as we 
recognize maps of the United States and of Massachu- 
setts, we can now recognize our town on its flag. 

Scroll. The petition of 1654, approved by the General 


Court on May 30, 1655, can best claim recogntion as the 
origin of our town. 

Steeple. The first meeting house built in 1659 repre- 
sents past beginnings. The fourth meeting house built in 
1798 and restored by the townspeople in 1970 represents 
the present. The 1798 steeple, which survived the fire, is 
a commonly recognized symbol of the town. 

Billerica. There are but one Billericay in England and 
but one Billerica in the United States. Our flag will 
display the name proudly. 

Colors. Green and white are the official town colors.

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Report of Study Committee For Family Recreational Areas 


The Study Committee for Family Recreational Areas 
entered the past year enthusiastically, hoping to fulfill 
all of the goals which were set by this Committee. 


Unfortunately, the resignation of Mr. J. Fitzgerald, 
who had spent much time and effort on various projects 
that never materialized, was a setback to this Committee. 
Needing to fill the void left by Jack, much time was 
spent seeking a suitable replacement which was finally 
realized in the person of Mr. Arthur Johansen. 


Although our accomplishments did not meet our ex- 
pectations, we had what will be considered by many a 
successful year. 


The following accomplishments were realized not only 
through our efforts but also through the cooperation 
extended to us by various Town Agencies. 


As a means to evaluate the lands available in the Town 
of Billerica at a glance, a map was developed showing 
the lands presently available as recreational facilities, 
those that will be available in the near future and long 
range planning for acquisition of lands for future rec- 
reational sites. This map is on display in the lobby for 
your consideration. 


The lands upon which the Locke Junior High School 
was built were not being fully utilized. With the aid of 
the School Committee, these lands will now be developed 
to increase the athletic field facilities available to the 
children, 


The “Jones Estate” property, which was donated by a 
contractor, has been extended to the Billerica Boys’ Club, 
Inc., as a site for their facilities. 


An additional access road to Memorial Field has been 
installed during the past year. A vote of thanks should be 
extended to the contractor, who donated the land, and 
to the Tree and Public Works Department of this Town 
for their cooperation in making this possible. 


Meetings with the Permanent School Building Com- 
mittee were held and our views on recreational facilities 
for future schools were presented and appeared to be 
favorably acceptable to this Committee. Through such 
mectings, it is our desire to insure that recreational facili- 
ties will always be available to the children of Billerica. 
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An athletic playground and field on High Street is 
being developed with the cooperation of the Recreation 
Committee and Public Works Administrator, 


The Field Facilities at Memorial Field have been 
enlarged by using excess fill made available by the Town 
Selectmen. 


Our recommendations are: 
1. A full time Recreation Director. 


2. Enlargement of the Park Department, so that some 
men will be available to work with Recreational Director. 


3. A part time secretary for Recreation Director. 


4. A study of the Recreation Department to determine 
what changes need to be made so that it will be better 
able to handle the increasing needs of the community. 


5. A study to determine the areas in the town where 
playground facilities are more urgently needed. 


6. That the Planning Board be continually impressed 
with the need to set aside recreational areas in all major 
subdivisions. 


7. That long overdue legal action be completed to add 
to the towns recreational areas land presented in previous 
years to the Town Meeting by the Selectmen and which 
was so voted. 


The Family Recreation Committee stands ready at all 
times to help any group whose goals are to add to the 
recreational facilities and programs of the town. 


We request that the Committee be continued for an- 
other year.

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Report of Fire Department 


The annual report of the Fire Department for the year 
1971 is herewith submitted. 

The manual force of the Department consists of fifty- 
seven permanent men, including the Chief of the De- 
partment. 

Three stations are operating with permanent men. 
There are 1] pieces of motor apparatus, Chief's car, two 
emergency boats, two C.D. portable pumps, a C.D. fire 
truck, C.D. generator and a C.D. lighting unit. 

The men have made repairs to the building, apparatus 
and equipment whenever possible and through their ef- 
forts the Town has been saved a considerable sum of 
money. 

Four Fire Fighters have been sent this year by the 
Department for a six-week course at the Mass. Fire Train- 
ing Academy at Stowe, Mass. 

Three Fire Fighters have taken an Advanced Fire 
Fighting Training course at the Mass. Fire Training 
Academy at Stowe, Mass. 

The majority of Fire Fighters have taken a training 
course in Cardiopulmonary Resuscitation. 

The Fire Fighters Drill Team under the direction of 
Captain Arthur McCaffrey during Fire Prevention Week 
put on a demonstration at all Elementary and Junior 
High Schools, to impress upon the students the import- 
ance of Fire Prevention methods not only in the Schools 
but also at home. The Drill Team consists of Alfonse De- 
Marino, Donald Burbine, George Willis, Paul Hayes, 
Anthony Capaldo and Richard Buxton. 

In keeping with Fire Department regulations, fire 
drills were held in all Public Schools during the year. 
All places of public assembly were inspected and regu- 
lations enforced. Inspections were made before issuance 
of the following permits: oil burners, storage of oil for 
same, gasoline tanks and relocation of same. 

There were 1291 calls this year. The Fire Department 
also assisted the Police Department in many of their 
Ambulance calls.

The Building Department remained active during the 
year as the statistics will indicate. 

Considerable time was denoted to investigations of 
Zoning and Sign By-Law Violations as well as the Build- 
ing Code Violations. 

Lack of an Inspector during the late months of 1970 
and early 1971 increased the work load for the remain- 
ing months. 

The policy changes at the Board of Health reduced 
the total number of new homes started during the year. 
However, the time which these homes would have re- 
quired was directed to a successful Demolition Program. 
This Program is continuing subject to Budget Limi- 
tations. 

Some effort has been expended to remove junk cars 
and greater effort will be forthcoming as time allows. 

The Building Department has enjoyed much coopera- 
tion from most of the Town Boards and Officials. We 
also have assisted them where possible. 

The Plumbing Inspector spent much time in Surveys 
and Inspection of Plumbing Systems that were proposed 
or tied into the Town Sewer System. 53 Single Dwell- 
ings, 9 Duplex Dwellings, 2 Churches, and 10 Business 
Blocks were connected to the Town Sewer System. 

58 Cases of defective gas installations and 32 violations 
of the Plumbing Code were investigated and corrected 
for the year.

Report of Board of Health

Gentlemen: 


The Board of Health submits the following report for 
1971.

Our best wishes and thanks to Frederick G. Brown for 
his years of service to the Town of Billerica. Fred un- 
selfishly dedicated himself over the past 50 years to pro- 
moting a healthier and safer town. We are pleased that 
the Town Meeting unanimously voted him a life honor- 
ary membership on the Board. 


In March 1971, Mr. Paul R. Kelley was elected to this 
Board. During 1971, a complete reorganization of the 
Health Department has taken place. The year has seen 
the appointment of Donald C. Bassett as Director of Pub- 
lic Health and Joseph W. Walsh as Assistant Director. 
The Board is very pleased with the acquisition of both 
of these gentlemen. Mr. Bassett is a Registered Pro- 
fessional Engineer and Land Surveyor with considerable 
experience in sanitary engineering and Public Health Ad- 
ministration. Mr. Walsh is a Registered Sanitarian with 
knowledge in all phases of Public Health Administration. 
The addition of these men to the staff which includes, 
Inspector of Foods, Registered Sanitarian Mr. Robert W. 
Rimbach; Head Clerk, Mrs. Muriel Wells; Public Health 
Nurses, Miss Helen J. Harrington and Mrs. Barbara B. 
George has aided immeasurably in providing all our resi- 
dents with the service and protection they justly deserve 
and command. The Board of Health has also made con- 
siderable changes in its policy towards the erection of 
new dwellings. The evaluation of property as suitable 
for building must be supervised by an agent from this 
Board. Effective January 1, 1972, high water table deter- 
minations will only be made in the spring months. Both 
of these policies will ensure the property owner of a dry 
cellar and a functioning sewer system. The cost of health 
permits for new dwellings has been raised from $10.00 
to $35.00 and repair permits from $3.00 to $8.00, in an 
effort to defray the costs incurred in the hiring of ad- 
ditional staff. 


The Board has also taken a strict stand on encroachment 
upon flood plains and wetlands. Flood plains are the 
most economical way of controlling potential floods, the 
use of this land for building only increases the danger of 
flooding with the possible loss of life and property and 
must be prevented. The utilization of wetlands must also 
be avoided. Building on this land will likewise interfere 
with our natural watershed and drastically affect our en- 
vironmental health. 


The assistance of many town meeting representatives 
and the co-operation of many individuals and boards has 
enabled the Board of Health to undertake a new policy 
of positive action in ensuring the health and well being 
of the townspeople. We sincerely thank all who have 
supported us in our efforts.

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Report of Public Health 
Nursing Service 


In the 12-month span of 1971, the Nursing Service 
has encompassed many new families, with the wide basis 
of the tax-supported agency directed by the Board of 
[lealth. At the year’s end came Public Director Donald 
Bassett, with tremendous interest in the scope of the 
service offered from infancy to the farthest age border of 
the geriatric grouping. 

With the incidence of many homes occupied by fami- 
lies with pre-school children, the Well Child Clinic, 
moving into its fifth year, numbered many new children 
to a total of 665, who received inoculations for measles, 
mumps, diptheria, whooping cough and tetanus, as well 
as vaccination for smallpox and vaccine for polio. In the 
series of 30 clinics headed by Dr. Harriet Leach on a 
contractural basis, the services were received with grateful 
appreciation. Unemployment of the wage earner of the 
family had great impact on the resources of many families 
in the area, and need for immunization in a troubled 
economy for numbers of families, added to the clinic 
roles, in sizeable numbers. Tuberculin testing resulted in 
follow-up where needed. At the year’s end, there were 
no local patients at Middlesex County Sanitorium for 
care for Tuberculosis. 


Medicare and Medicaid are continuing programs, with 
many others not eligible for funds from these sources, 
were nevertheless on extremely limited income, with the 
service offered saving hospital days in these instances. 


Cancer, which is in first place in morbidity classifica- 
tion, cut short the lives of many wonderful persons in 
the town during the year. 


A Premature Infant program, with follow-up by way 
of home visits offered gained the grateful endorsement of 
young mothers for the supervisory assistance. 


Each autumn, Influenza vaccine is given to Public 
Works employees, Police and Fire Department members, 
and others of the municipal workers group. desiring it. 
The year was no exception, but the lesser dose or booster 
dose extending the prophylaxis found many emplovees 
taking advantage of the program. 

Paul R. Kelley came to the Board of Health as its 
chairman, with extensive background: in biochemistry, 
and greatly aiding the health department structure. Fred- 
erick G. Brown, after half a century of services, devoted 
and invaluable, retired from the board, climaxing the 
commendable record. 


The Well Child clinic enjoyed the devoted volunteer 
services of Mrs. Winona LaVigne, registrars; Mrs. Bruce 
Brace, Mrs. Shirley Schult, Mrs. Virginia Stack and Mrs. 
Virginia Johnson, whose help has meant the saving of 
countless tax dollars. 


Appreciation is expressed to Department Secretary 


Mrs. Muriel Wells, Board members, Public Health Di- 
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rector Bassett, representatives of various agencies, doctor 
and hospital, and to the many patients, their families 
whose help made the year of service one of rewarding 
days.

Report of Sanitarian 


Gentlemen: 


I again have the honor to present the report of the 
Sanitarian. 


This department has, as in previous years, taken 
samples of milk and cream at random from retail outlets 
and delivery trucks and examined them for conformance 
of State Standards. Bacterial swabs were taken from eat- 
ing and drinking utensils at those establishments serving 


food or drink. 


Complaints received in regard to quality of food and 
drink were investigated. 

The question has been raised in several instances 
during the year as to how milk is pasteurized, and | 
thought it appropriate to explain the two systems in use 
at the present time. 

The vat type, which is the most common, consists of a 
vat into which the cold or partially heated raw milk is 
run until it is filled, after which heat is applied to bring 
the milk to pasteurization temperature, 142°F., and that 
temperature is maintained until the required thiry min- 
utes has elapsed. The milk may be heated by steam or 
hot water which circulates through a pipe coil in the vat 
or through a hollow vat wall. In order to insure a uni- 
form temperature throughout the milk, some method of 
agitation is used. After the pasteurization period is over, 
an outlet valve is opened and the milk runs through 
piping to the cooler and bottler. This pasteurizer is 
“manually” operated. 

The second type is called a “High-temperature, Short- 
time.” This method is a continuous-flow pasteurizer. 
After the milk has been preheated in a regenerator its 
temperature is rapidly brought to that of pasteurization, 
at least to 160°F., and is held there by passage of the 
milk through a holding tube for a period of fifteen 
seconds, after which the milk is returned to the regener- 
ator, cooled and bottled. 

All pasteurization is done by or under the supervision 
of a licensed operator. Temperature recording charts are 
required and must be signed by the operator along with 
time and date of pasteurizing. 

I wish at this time to thank the Board of Health for the 
cooperation in assisting me to carry out my duties.

WATER TREATMENT 


Water consumption for 1971 showed an increase of 
11% over 1970. The total amount of water pumped for 
1971 was 1,087,000,000 gallons. The peak month was 
July when we pumped 130,348,000 gallons of water. 
The peak day was July 20, when we pumped 6,358,000 
gallons of water. 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


The 1971 Water Main Extension Program. 
1. Eight inch water main installed on Seven Oaks 
Road beginning near Letchworth Avenue to the 


end of Seven Oaks Road. 


2. Twelve inch water main installed on Pond Street 
from Canal Avenue, along Pond Street under the 
B & M Railroad joining the eight inch water main 
on Pond Street, thereby eliminating two (2) 
dead ends. 


3. Six inch water main installed on Birch Street be- 
tween Brown Road and Broad Street. 
4. Further extension of eight inch water main on 


Dudley Road. 
Comprehensive Water Supply Planning. 


The Town engaged engineering consultants to under- 
take a study of the water supply system. The study will 
cover the future water supply needs of the Town, and 
will make short and long-range recommendations con- 
cerning source of supply, treatment requirements, and 
necessary distribution system improvements. Recom- 
mendations will also be made to alleviate the problems 
caused by sludge discharging from the present sludge 
Jagoon into the Concord River. 


Several discussions on the preliminary findings were 
held with the consultants, and their report, with final 
recommendations, should be completed shortly. 


A program of flushing out the dead ends of the water 
mains was completed in the spring. 

There were 45 new water services installed by the 
Water Department and along with the services installed 
by developers in the various subdivisions as of December 
31, we had a total of 8725 services. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


Removed, repaired and replaced water meters, repaired 
old service connections, turned water on and off for 
summer residents, 17, broken mains were repaired, 
service leaks were repaired, 43 hydrants were repaired 
or replaced, 107 frozen services were thawed. 


MUNICIPAL SEWERAGE SYSTEM 


In 1971, Sewer Contract 5 was completed by John- 
son Bros. Construction Co., Inc., at a cost of about 
$720,000. Under this contract 3.75 miles of sewers were 
installed to serve much of the Town Center, Lowell 
Street and Mt. Pleasant Street. \ sewer was constructed 


to serve the new facilities of the Macbick Corp. 

In March of 1971, Sewer Contract 4 was awarded to 
the low bidder, Northgate Construction Corp., Wal- 
tham, Mass., in the amount of $994,357.50. Work 
under Contract 4 consists of the Riverview Avenue 
Ejector Station, the Middlesex Turnpike Pumping Sta- 
tion, about 4.0 miles of gravity sewers, and about 0.5 
mile of force main sewers; to serve much of the re- 


maining areas of North Billerica and properties abutting 


Middlesex Turnpike, from the vicinity of French Street 
to Manning Road. The Department of Housing and 
Urban Development will contribute about $327,000 in 
Federal grant funds towards the cost of work under 
Contract 4. At year’s end, work under Contract 4 was 
about 50 per cent complete. 


In November 1971, Sewer Contract 7, providing for 
the construction of about 3.4 miles of gravity sewers 
and about 0.75 mile of force main sewers, from the 
vicinity of the Macbick Corp. southerly to Nashua Road 
and the Doe Drive area, was awarded to the low bidder, 
Modern Continental Construction Co., Inc., Cambridge, 
Mass., in the amount of $512,191.45. At the same time, 
Sewer Contract 8, for constructing the Nashua Road 
Sewage Pumping Station was awarded to the low bidder, 
Seaward Construction Co., Inc., Kittery, Maine, in the 
amount of $196,300. Work under Contract 7 was about 
20 per cent completed at year’s end, Work under Con- 
tract 8 had not yet started. 


With the completion of all work presently under con- 
tract, the Town’s sewerage system will include a treat-

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ment plant, five sewage pumping stations, one sewage 
ejector station, 18.5 miles of gravity sewers, and 2.5 
miles of force main sewers. 

Planning documents have been prepared for an addi- 
tional 9 miles of sewers and two pumping stations to 
serve a major part of the Nutting Lake area. Funds 
have not yet been authorized for this project estimated 
to cost about $1,850,000. A Federal grant of about 
$400,000 is anticipated from the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to assist in financing the work. 

Funds in the amount of 1.6 million dollars were 
authorized by Town Meeting for planning and con- 
structing additions to the raw sewage treatment 
plant. Said additions were considered essential at this 
time to provide capacity to treat wastes from the North 
Billerica Co. and the Corenco Co. Additions will also 
assure capacity for continued expansions of the Town’s 
sewage collection system. Sewage flows to the present 
treatment plant are averaging shout 500,000 gallons per 
day. Design capacity is 800,000 gallons per day. 


SEWERAGE TREATMENT 


The total raw sewage flow received at the Letch- 
worth Avenue Sewage Treatment Plant for the year 1971 
was 117.1 million gallons (93% increase). This is equal 
to an average daily flow of 338 thousand gallons per day 
(110% increase). 

The Billerica Homes Sewage Treatment Plant located 
on Wyman Road received a yearly total raw sewage 


flow of 8.564 million gallons which is equal to an aver- 
age daily flow of 23 000 gallons. 


Additional sewer connections for the year 1971 are 
as follows:

Single Dwellings (53) 
Business Blocks C10) 
Churches (2) 


The flushing program of old sewer lines was continued 
this vear. THe work was done in the spring and fall. 

During 1971 Sewage Treatment Plant Operators have 
pened. courses in Waste Water Treatment, sponsored 
by the Mass. Division of Water Pollution Control, held 
at the Fitchburg Sewage Treatment Plant and _ also 
Merrimack College, North Andover. 


TREE, MOTH AND PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Tree Department notes a decrease in Dutch 
Elm Disease. Last year we removed 8] diseased Elms 
versus 55 this year. This is not an indication that Dutch 
Elm Disease is under control but rather that the Elm 
population could be dwindling. The ‘Tree Department 
also removed 94 dead or dying shade trees. 

Also, dead tree limbs were removed and brush cut 
back wherever necessary. Elms were sprayed in April; 
Poison Ivy was sprayed during the month of July; Oak 
Leaf Skeletonizer was spraved during the month of 
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May; Fall Web Worm was sprayed during the month 


of August. 


The Tree Department planted 24 shade trees through- 
out the Town in 197], 


Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of 
rass cutting on playgrounds, squares, commons, and 
football field; and cleanup of litter from these areas. 


An access road from the football field to Glad Valley 
Drive was constructed. 

Site work for a new little league field at High Street 
is nearing completion.

Master Drainage Report 


At the 1971 annual Town Meeting, funds were ap- 
proved to initiate a drainage program within the Town. 
Shortly thereafter the Board of Selectmen engaged the 
firm of Green Engineering Affliates, Inc. of Somerville, 
Massachusetts, to prepare a Master Drainage Report for 
the Town of Billerica. 

The report is to include a review of the existing storm 
drainage system with special emphasis on present trouble 
spots; review of present zoning ordinances and_ other 
tules and regulations of the township as they pertain to 


storm drainage; a recommended program for the construc- 
tion of storm drainage facilities within the Town; and 
cost estimates of the recommended program. 

The contractural agreement with Green Engineering 
Affiliates provides for a much-needed complete aerial 
survey of the Town. This will make available aerial 
photographs and contour maps of the entire Town which 
can be utilized by the Public Works Department, Plan- 
ning Board, Assessors Office and in virtually every plan- 
ning program carried out within the ‘Town. 

Some specific uses of the aerial photographs and con- 
tour maps would include: planning and construction of 
roads, sewers, water mains, drainage facilities, and public 
and private housing developments; verification of as- 
sessor's records of existing taxable structures; as a basis 
for evaluating applications for variations to township 
planning and zoning ordinances; and for recovery of 
initial costs through sale of photographs and contour 
maps to both private and business interests. 

A deficiency in the wording of Article 52, which de- 
layed the progress of the project, was corrected at the 
Special Town Meeting held on September 27, 1971 and 
work has now been reinstated on a full scale basis. 

A reproduction of the index map as furnished by Avis 
Airmap, Inc., and which now appears at the Town Hall, 
is included as a foldout at the back of this report. 

It is hoped that implementation of the recommenda- 
tions of the report, scheduled for completion this fall, 
will receive the support of the Townspeople so that the 
start of our drainage program can now become a reality. 


Report of Water Committee 


During 1971 the extension program was continued, 
the distribution system was flushed, and a study was 
made to determine what should be done to increase the 
capacity of the treatment and distribution facility. 

Water main extensions were added in the streets listed 
by the Public Works Administrator in his report using 
funds provided under article 63 of the warrant for 1971. 
A main was required on Pond Street to help reinforce 
existing mains and provide an alternate flow path to the 
area near the Oak Street and Burnham Road sections of 
town. The work was done this year to complete the in- 
stallation before the street was resurfaced. The main 
extension was installed on Seven Oaks Road along with 
other work so as to minimize the cost of resurfacing and 
maintaining this street. The system has expanded and 
the need for main extensions has grown to the point 
where the program must provide for extensions; feeder 
mains; ties and loops; reinforcing mains; and the replace- 
ment of hydrants. The extensions are needed to bring 
water to residences that do not have an adequate supply 
of water. Feeder mains are the large diameter pipes re- 
quired to take water to an area, supply takers along the 
way and bring the water to the extensions. Ties and 
loops eliminate dead ends, help increase flow in case of 
fire and provide an alternate flow path during repairs 
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in the event that a break occurs. In some areas of the 
town the use of water has increased to the capacity of 
the feeder mains. New capacity is provided by adding 
reinforcing mains. 

Many times it is necessary for us to install a main to 
satisfy an immediate need. When installations are not 
urgently needed, there is opportunity to anticipate and 
provide for the future. By planning it is possible to install 
some mains in streets when drainage or sewage is also 
being installed, or install the mains before the planned 
repaving or resurfacing of streets. This helps reduce the 
overall costs, and reduces the inconvenience to users of 
these streets. Additionally reinforcing mains can some- 
times be installed for a fraction of their costs by taking 
advantage of the development of new areas and working 
with the developer to have a larger main installed on 
those lines that can reinforce the system. The town 
secures the benefit of a large main for the cost of the 
increase in size. 

This is accomplished by having an extension program 
that is comprehensive and flexible enough to accommo- 
date each of these situations as they occur. 

During the year new regulations regarding the design 
and installation of mains and fittings were completed and 
adopted. These were done to guard against unsanitary 
practices during main installation and improve the func- 
tion of the system. 


During the flushing program, the system was flushed 
and a program was developed that can be used in the 
future with some corrections to provide for the growth in 
the system. 


The consumption of water has increased to the point 
where it is necessary for us to consider increasing the 
capacity of the present facility. This project has two 
important aspects. First is the development of plans for 
the expansion of the facility to provide for the immedi- 
ate future. Secondly, this is the third and final step in a 
plan that was developed for 1956 when the town aband- 
oned the system of wells and started taking water from 
the Concord River. It is important to look another step 
or two ahead in the future so that we will be prepared 
and also to learn how the things that we plan to do next 
tie in with the greater scheme of things for the future. 

The immediate plans for the expansion of the facility 
from 7 MGPD capacity to a 14 MGPD capacity include 
a number of problems. First the flow in the Concord 
River is such that we may not always be able to obtain 
this amount of water from the river. Facilities have been 
constructed and can be operated to augment the flow 
during periods of low flow, however these are operated 
for the benefit of others, are not under our control and 
cannot be relied upon to satisfy our needs. During the 
drought of 1957 the flow was as low as 9 MGPD. If 
these conditions were to occur in the future, we could 
not draw the full 9 MGPD because the town has com- 
pleted a sewage treatment plant and some flow is re- 
quired to dilute the treated sewage discharged into the 
river by this system. 
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Before the system can be expanded it is necessary to 
determine where the additions are to be placed. Origi- 
nally when the site was selected, it was believed that the 
town would have outgrown and abandoned the public 
works garage at the site of the old water works building, 
and when the expansion to 14 MGPD was needed, the 
garage would be torn down and the space used for 
expansion. The expansion would be accomplished by 
almost doubling the size of the present pretreatment 
plant and filter plant with additions to the northwest 
sides of these existing structures. At present the town is 
very dependent upon the garage and the space is needed 
for expansion. 


When the capacity is increased, the amount of sludge 
produced will also increase. The present lagoon is not 
adequate and a new sludge disposal system must be con- 
structed. 

Finally, and not necessarily the least important, is the 
problem of finances. Expansion to provide for new in- 
dustries qualifies for Federal assistance. There may not 
be enough new industry to qualify us for assistance, in 
which case we will have to carry the full burden our- 
selves. 

Looking next to the plans for the future beyond this 
next expansion, we find that water use will have in- 
creased to the point where we will need to develop an- 
other source of water. 

Many of the neighboring communities are in a similar 
situation. This does not distinguish them or us from other 
communities with increasing populations and increasing 
water consumptioin. The problem is of large enough 
scope that the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers has been 
authorized to study conditions and prepare recommenda- 
tions. Their Northeastern United States Water Supply 
Study considers the problem in this area. This study has 
been in progress since 1966 and results are now available. 

Reporting to you on what the committee has learned 
from this study and the work of others including the 
North Middlesex Area Commission, we find that the 
future source of water for Billerica and others in this 
area is the Merrimack River. These plans all involve 
taking water from the Merrimack in the vicinity of the 
Lowell water treatment plant intake. This location has 
been selected because it is above the industrial and 
domestic waste problems of Lowell and Lawrence, and 
is a convenient location. From this point on, the plans 
have variety. One plan includes a 35 MGPD plant to 
service the Lowell, Lawrence, Northern Middlesex and 
Northern Essex Counties Area. One plan includes a 50 
MGPD treatment plant for a larger service area than 
described above. Another plan includes a 230 MGPD 
treatment plant initially and increasing to 500 MGPD 
by the year 2020, to provide additional water for the 
Metropolitan Boston System. Their use of water is in- 
creasing at a rate that will empty the Quabbin Reservoir 
by 1983 or 1984 under the present conditions. 


To summarize the situation, it appears that in the 
future the town will be consuming water taken from the 


Merrimack River, and the system will be one that is 
installed and operated by the Town, or in cooperation 
with others. If we should chose to participate with others, 
the final details will depend upon the attitudes and con- 
ditions of the other communities that are willing and 
able to join with us in a project of this magnitude.

Report of Sewerage and 


Drainage Committee 
INTRODUCTION 


The Billerica Sewerage and Drainage Committee was 
formed to investigate the causes of the existing sewerage 
and drainage problems in Billerica, and present directions 
that the town might follow to prevent future occurrences. 
From these investigations, the committee is to report to 
the town meeting and to recommend changes to those 
procedures that it has found to be ineffective. 


The committee was formally organized on January 5, 
1971. These meetings are open to the public. 

There are three major parts to this report: A. The facts 
that have been gathered to date. B. The areas that re- 
quire further investigation; and C. The action that the 
committee has taken and its recommendations. 


Roe FACTS TO DATE 

The Sewerage and Drainage Committee has compiled 
facts that have been gathered from investigations con- 
ducted by its members, and also from discussions with 
the following: The State Board of Health, the Local 
Board of Health, The engineering firm of Fay, Spofford 
and Thorndike, Greene Engineering, The Conservation 
Committee, The Building Inspector, The Public Works 
Administrator and Town Engineer, The Planning Board, 
and the United States Department of Agriculture. 


1. At present, approximately 30% of the homes that 
could connect to the Billerica sewer line have actually 
done so. It is not widely known to the town residences 
that the $125.00 tie-in fee has been removed. This fee 
was eliminated to encourage the homeowner to make the 
connection. 


2. The lack of a town-wide drainage system has caused 
certain local streams and lowlands to be flooded by sur- 
face water after every rain or thaw. The committee 
examined by ficld investigation the following problem 
areas: 

a. Nashua Road at Rangeway. - Impounded Drainage, 

interrupted natural flow of water. 


b. Salem Road - Impounded Drainage, interrupted 
natural flow of water. 


c. Angela Lane, Francesca Way - Dumping of Sub- 
Division water regardless of its destination. 


d. Jon-Mar Road - Incompletion of Storm Drain to 
Brook. 


e. Grandview Road to Wyman Road at Rte. 3A - In- 


sufhicient handling of surface run-off. 


f. Baldwin Road at Kensington - Improper mainten- 
ance of Storm Drain. 


g. Shedd Road, (River Pine area) - Impounded Drain- 


age, interrupted natural flow of water. 


h. Mt. Pleasant St. at railroad bridge - Impounded 


Drainage, interrupted natural flow of water. 


We recognize there are numerous other areas involved 
and did not have the time to investigate them. Upon 
completion of the Master Drainage report by Greene 
Engineering, the town will proceed to formulate a pro- 
gram in the proper sequence to correct the problem areas 
as outlined in the Greene Engineering report. 


3. In the majority of drainage areas, serious sewerage 
problems do exist. On-site investigations revealed that 
improper drainage and interrupting of the natural flow 
of water had created leaching field problems. It can be 
generally stated that the problem also appears from the re- 
sults of poor soil, high ground water and improper con- 
struction of the leaching fields at many of the homes. 


B. AREAS FOR INVESTIGATION 


Investigate the rules and procedures which govern the 
safe and sanitary disposal of sewerage and surface water. 
The areas explored were: 


1. The Sanitary Code. The committee has investigated 
the rules and procedures used to enforce the State and 
local sanitary codes. The Billerica Board of Health re- 
quested this committee to draft a set of rules and regu- 
lations that covered Disposal fields and Sewer regula- 
tions. We completed our recommendations and _pre- 
sented them to the Board of Health on November 9, 
1O71. 


2. Update the Master Plan. The committee recom- 
mends the updating of the Master Plan. A Master Plan 
is important to the proper development of our town. 
Only by such a plan, developed and followed, could 
Billerica grow in an orderly manner. Please bear in mind, 
such a Master Plan could have been initiated sooner if 
the Boards and Committees involved cooperated in filling 
out the questionnaire and returning it in the allotted 
time. Due to this delay, and lack of their concern, pos- 
sible Federal assistance was lost, and the growth of Bil- 
lerica has continued without proper planning. 


3. Embark on a “Crash” program to sewer the entire 
town. Initial reports indicate that this will cost from 20 
to 22 million dollars. It is our recommendation that such 
a crash program be formulated as soon as possible and at 
the same time explore all State and Federal aid to take 
this course of action. 
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4. Upon acceptance of a “Crash” program, the Plan- 
ning Board should require Builders, Contractors and 
Ce s to install and cap sewer pipes in the streets 
of all new developments. When the town sewer is ex- 
tended to serve the area containing the development, it 
is a simple matter to connect to the pipes already in the 
streets. The advantages to the town residences would be: 


a. No expense of excavating and repaving the streets. 
b. The contractor supplies the pipe. 


c. Town residents are not inconvenienced by dust and 
the hazards of open ditches. 


d. No heavy trucking and trafhe delay. 
e. No land taking and legal expenses. 
f. No liabilities. 

g. No engineering costs for layouts. 

h. No additional taxes. 


5. Coordination. The coordination between the various 
boards and departments to date has slowly improved with 
the investigations and information this Sewerage and 
Drainage Committee has presented to them. Our investi- 
gation shows that the various boards need to cooperate 
and communicate much more than they are in order to 
insure that the overall interests of the town be their first 
consideration. 


C. RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Sewerage and Drainage Committee, through its 
investigations, would recommend the following changes 
be made: 


1. Planning Board Procedures. All residents within a 
Sub-Division be notified by Registered Mail when Bond 
release money on streets is to be released in lieu of news- 
paper notification. Presently the homeowner is unaware 
of Planning Board procedure and their policy regarding 
Bond release on streets, being a new resident of the town. 


a. The Sub-Division residents are the only ones who 
are aware of the problems within their Sub- 
Division. 

b. By this procedure, the Planning Board is fully 
aware of all conditions before releaking Bonds. 


c. Responsibility is placed where it belongs and not on 
the town. 


d. If such a procedure as we have outlined is followed 
and when the town does accept the street or streets, 
their conditions will not warrant taxpayers’ money 
to bring the street to an accepted state. 


2. Town Engineering Facilities. This committee, 
through its investigations, has concluded that many of 
the problem areas stem from the fact that the town is 
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without engineering facilities. The proper growth of our 
town requires and demands the engineering services of 
a Town Engineering Department. A full time engineer- 
ing department will perform the following: 


a. Reduce outside consultant time. 


b. Perform engineering duties as required by the Plan- 
ning Board. 


c. Centralize a filing system that is accessible to all 
boards and town residents. 


d. Avoid duplication. 
e. Full time services. 
f. Cost savings and efficiency. 


The Engineering Department represents the control- 
ling factor in the growth of the town by administering 
the Master Plan, the Sewerage and Drainage instal- 
lations, Water installations, Sidewalk layouts and _ all 
services required by the town. It is in our opinion if 
these recommendations are followed, the Town of Bil 
lerica will benefit in the years to come. 


3, Availability of United States Department of Agri- 
culture services to the Town of Billerica. 


a. The committee or boards or persons submitting the 
article should determine whether or not United 
States Department of Agriculture funds or inform- 
ation is available prior to presenting it to the Execu- 
tive Secretary. 


b. The Finance Committee, being the recommending 


committee on all articles, should inquire to see if — 


available funds or services from the United States 
Department of Agriculture can possibly be applied 
to the Article submitted. 


CONCLUSION 


By now, all of you have read this report. Whether you 
agree or disagree is your own conclusion. But in fairness 
to the town, if the implementation of any of these recom- 
mendations or facts as outlined in this report are not 
adhered to, then we are wasting our time and your time 
and the taxpayers money in trying to create a better 


community.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


© 1 submit herewith my fourteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools in the Town of Billerica. 
Many problems still face education. Costs are high and 
getting higher. The young people are still dropping out, 
unschooled and unskilled and disenchanted with our 


offerings. Many parents are dissatisfied and more than 


ever inclined to vote no on a school bond issue or on a 
budget. Teachers have turned activists. Board members 
have been publicly humiliated. 

These problems—and many more—are true and they 
are real and they are very much with us and they must 
be dealt with. But although the schools at this time in 
history are afflicted by many problems and inadequacies, 
I would argue that we in education do not have a mon- 
opoly on shortfalls. Furthermore, it seems to me that we 
would do well not to become obsessed with the notion of 
despair. 

I take, as I have always taken, the optimistic view, the 
view that the bottle is half full, not half empty, because 
I believe the optimist is a better reformer than the pessi- 
mist, that the man who believes in the ultimate goodness 
in man has the most opportunity for success in improving 
the lot of man. 

This is a time in history for improving man’s lot in our 
land and that sweeping new forces and reforms in edu- 
cation are called for. 

We need not make new promises: Indeed, we should 
not. We have promised enough. We have promised that 
education would lead the poor and oppressed of this 
nation out of their centuries-old deprivations. We have 
promised good schools, good teachers, and good education 
programs for the dark ghettos and the rural wasteland of 
America. We have promised the children of these places 
that they would be as free as any to learn and to grow 
and to be the best that they could be. If they chose, they 
could go to college. 

We have promised that education would be equal in 
quality for all, that it would lead to jobs for all, that it 
would give a measure of personal success and health and 
upward access to all. 

The belief is held that the educational system can pro- 
vide not only equal educational opportunity but also 
equal results in learning achievement. It can't. 


The people should know that a norm is a norm and 
no matter how high it is, half the boys and girls in the 
land are below it. That is not failure: it is arithmetic. 
So, rather than make new promises, we must look to the 
task before us realistically, honestly and serenely with a 
sense of urgency. We must work together to fulfill the 
promises that have been made. 

What are we doing here in Billerica? 

The expanding of educational offerings in the Billerica 
High School to include experiences in the various tech- 
niques of data processing has not only proven valuable 
as an educational aid in providing experiences for the 


enrichment of the educational program but also enhane- 
ing the opportunities for the development of marketable 
skills in key punch operating and programming. 

Teacher and student schedules were developed with 
this equipment. Report cards were made available to the 
high school. Approval from the State Department of 
Education has been given for keeping attendance 
through data processing. Payrolls and accounting is also 
kept. 

We have had many major innovations in our secondary 
schools this year. 


This past September we established our middle schools 
housing grades six, seven and eight. Locke Middle 
School was able to begin immediately in its program and 
members of the staff were involved in a preparation pro- 
gram this past summer. Because of double sessions the 
Marshall Middle School was on a curtailed schedule. 
Members of the staff at Marshall are looking forward to 
occupying their own building in the near future. 


We were fortunate to be awarded a Title III Federal 
Grant for Innovative Educational Practices for the Hu- 
manities Course at Locke Middle School. We were one 
of the few proposals funded throughout the State and 
Mr. Richard Todd and his colleagues are to be com- 
mended. 


Our high school became a four year plan this past 
year and we now have grades nine, ten, eleven and 
twelve in the organization. We have grades 12-11 in 
Billerica. Memorial High School and grades 9-10 in 
Howe Building. In addition we also adopted a house 
plan and appointed four housemasters. We have organ- 
ized each class as a school within a school. Housemasters 
and guidance personnel will be assigned to each class for

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a four-year period. Such organization is important today 
and will be essential as we grow to class sizes of 950 
pupils in the near future. 


Recently educational specifications for a third building 
on the present site were submitted and we urge the ap- 
proval of this building by the Town. 


The eight Elementary Schools include grades one 
through five and house 4,766 children in 159 classrooms. 


A new Social Studies Program was initiated in Sep- 
tember 1971, in the upper elementary grades and ex- 
pansion of this program to include the lower grades is 


planned for 1972. 


Revision of the Mathematics Program in the elemen- 
tary grades is presently being considered with pilot pro- 
grams now being carried on at all levels. 


The Science Curriculum is also being carefully scruti- 
nized, Evaluation of the E.S.S. Program that was piloted 
in the Billerica Elementary Schools as part of a National 
Science Foundation Grant has been completed. Plans for 
a new Science Program to begin in 1972 are in process. 


The Language Arts Program that was started in the 
1969-70 school year is meeting with great success. 


A Learning Disabilities Program which began in Sep- 
tember 1969 as classes for Perceptually Handicapped 
children has grown to include six teachers working on a 
tutorial basis with approximately one hundred fifty chil- 
dren. These children have been approved by the Special 
Education Department of the Massachusetts Department 
of Education as being perceptually handicapped. Future 
plans call for earlier identification of these children. 


Relative to the upkeep of our physical plant, some 
major work was done during the year. We painted both 
High School gyms which have not been done for 17 
years and likewise the-three shop areas, plus all the out- 
side metal trim. We relined and rebricked two element- 
ary school boilers. The condensate pump and the boiler 
room ceiling as well as eight new toilets were replaced at 
the Talbot School. The Parker School received a new 
coat of paint inside in the classrooms and corridors. Ex- 
tensive hot top and new drapes were added to the Vining 
School. These are but a few of the major areas that were 
covered during the 1971 budget year in our preventative 
maintenance schedules. 


Conclusion 

To the members of the School Committee, my sincere 
appreciation for your cooperation during the past vear. 

To Mrs. Holbrook (Beatrice Dole) my sincere wish 
for happiness in your retirement after 45 years of giving 
her time, energy, and ability to the educational system 
and my personal thanks for all the help you gave me 
since I arrived in Billerica. To the selectmen, and the 
heads of municipal departments, my appreciation for 
your cooperation. To the administrative staff, directors, 
principals, teachers, and all other employees of the Bil- 
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lerica Public Schools, my sincere thanks for your co- 
operation in meeting the educational needs of our

On April 1, 1971, an organizational meeting was held, 





Shawsheen Valley Regional Technical High School 
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at which time the following oflicers were elected: Mr. 
Kenneth Buffum, Chairman; Mr. Eugene Kritter, Vice- 
Chairman; Mr. Wallace Haigh, Secretary-Treasurer. 


Dedication of the school took place on March 28, 1971. 
Guest speakers included: Carroll P. Sheehan, Comm. of 
Commerce and Development; Walter J. Markham, For- 
mer Assoc. Comm. of Occup. Education; Ghernot Knox, 
Asst. Director, Div. of Occup. Education; Senator Ron- 
ald C. MacKenzie; J. Edward Ferrarone, Associated In- 
dustries of Mass. 


Members of the staff, as well as many of the parents, 
cooperated to make this event a very successful one. An 
estimated 5,000 people attended the dedication and open 
house. 


In order to utilize this school to its maximum, the 
School Committee had approved two entering classes in 
September 1970, Grades 9 and 10, so that the year 1971 
saw 340 students enrolled in 12 different courses. Also, 


a new entering 9th grade class increased enrollment to 
548. 


In addition, a course in Distributive Ed (merchandis- 
ing) was approved by the Committee and the Division of 
Occupational Education, and started on September 1, 
1971. A federal grant in the amount of $12,758 was 
received to pay for the initial cost of establishing this 
course. 


Approval for a 6 week summer school course was gi- 
ven. This was the start of an extended school year for 
students who were interested in getting additional credit 
so they could complete their requirements early in the 
senior year. 


Evening school classes were approved. An Evening 
School Coordinator, Mr. John Childs, was appointed, and 


classes started the first-week in October. 


In order to assist those students who applied for the 
regular day school, but could not be accepted because of 
the limited facilities, a special supplementary program 
was voted. Some 80 students from the five towns were 
enrolled in this program. 


In January, the School Committee recognized the in- 
house teachers association as a collective bargaining group 
for teaching personnel. This action was also approved by 
the State Labor Relations Commission. Meetings were 
held with the negotiating subcommittee of the teachers 
association and a 2 year contract was drawn up and 
approved by all parties concerned. 


Approval was given for the establishment of a break- 
fast program for students. 


Because of the large number of students who could 
not be accepted into the regular program, the School 
Committee has taken action to enlarge the facilities. This 
has been done through the Long Range Planning Sub- 
committee and the appointment of a Phase II Coordi- 
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nator, Mr. Joseph Bastable was temporarily appointed to 
this position, to work in conjunction with the Superin- 
tendent-Director, with the responsibility for developing 
curricula, building layout and all other facets of the ad- 
dition to the school to meet the continuing needs of the 
District for vocational technical facilities. 


The Committee approved the following activities for 
students: 


Establishment of a Junior Achievement Program. 


Driver education courses. Two cars were donated by 
Burlington Dodge, and accepted for use by the driver ed 
instructors. 


Athletics: Basketball, track, intramural hockey, cheer- 
leading group. 


School colors, as recommended by students and faculty, 
were approved as purple and white. A ram was chosen as 
the school mascot. A number of faculty advisers for vari- 
ous student activities were appointed. 


Mr. Joseph Gorman was appointed as Assistant Direc- 
tor, and Mr. Robert Brooks was appointed as Business 
Manager. 


It has been heartening to see how the regional school 
has been so well received and, in appreciating the needs 
of the people, we of the School Committee, pledge our- 
selves to make available the facilities in every way pos- 
sible for the benefit of all the people of the five towns 
in the region.

Report of 
Superintendent-Director 


The year 1971 saw Shawsheen Tech still in the throes 
of many adjustments common to all new schools. The 
physical facilities were yet to be completed in some areas, 
students and teachers were adjusting to new environ- 
ments and the utilization of new equipment. I feel that 
all members of the staff and students are to be compli- 
mented for enduring the many inconveniences until all 
the adjustments were made. 


FACILITIES 

As the year progressed, the following areas were com- 
pleted and made available for use: guest dining room, 
gymnasium and auditorium and TV studio. Also, the 
outdoor track and tennis courts were completed and used 
by the students as part of the physical ed program. The 
baseball area, football and soccer fields have been seeded 
and expected to be finished for use in the Spring of 1972. 


DEDICATION 

Formal dedication of the school took place in March of 
this year. Good weather, coupled with enthusiastic inter- 
est, resulted in a record crowd of over 5,000 people turn- 
ing out for the event. The formal exercises took place in 


the cafeteria. The dedication was televised, making it 


possible for an additional 200 persons to see and hear 
the ceremony in the Auditorium. The members of the 
Parents Council were most helpful in supervising the 
parking area, and many of our own students served as 
guides for the visitors who toured the building. 
ENROLLMENT 

A new ninth grade, the second entering class, was ad- 
mitted in September of 1971. This, in addition to the 


students in Grades 10 and 11, saw the enrollment in- 
crease to 548 students. The school also saw the addition 
of a 13th course in Distributive Education, using equip- 
ment made possible by a federal grant. 

An experimental program was started in October, with 
promise of federal funding, providing training for 80 
additional students from the five towns. Arrangements 
were made for these students to take their academic 
work at their regular school and participate in a shop or 
lab program at Shawsheen Tech each afternoon from 2:30 
to 5:00 P.M., with transportation provided by our school. 
This supplementary program will be evaluated in the 
Spring of 1972 to determine further action. 

A special 6-week summer program was conducted dur- 
ing July and August of 1971 under the supervision of 
Mr. Donald Ayer, Coordinator. Approximately 180 stu- 
dents were enrolled. Commissioner of Education Sullivan 
was particularly interested in this program since it was 
the first in the State to have his approval as part of a 
regular school curriculum, considered as an example of 
an extended school year. This summer course proved 
very successful and it is anticipated it will be expanded 
the following vear. 

The first week in October saw the opening of the fist 
adult evening class under the supervision of John Childs, 
Coordinator. Adults were enrolled in two groups. 

1. Those working at a particular trade wishing to 
improve or update their skills and 

2. Preparatory courses for those wishing to acquire a 
new skill. 

By the end of the year 1971, approximately 570 adults 
were enrolled in 25 different courses. 

In looking ahead to the Fall of 1972, it is anticipated 
that enrollment in the various programs will be as fol- 
lows: 

Peay ochool A caeere nee 740 students 
Summer program .................. 300 students 
Supplementary ...... 180 students 
Evening school ......... 700 students 

It is expected that we will be serving approximately 

1920 persons in the following school year. 


PILOT PROGRAM 

An experimental program for training of special class 
students in a vocational environment showed good prog- 
ress upon completion of its first year in June of 1971. 
The following September, an additional 12 students were 
added to this program. This project was chosen by the 
Mass. Department of Education as one of the three out- 
standing programs in the State of Massachusetts for the 
training of handicapped students. 


BREAKFAST PROGRA\I 

Because of the long bus ride to school, a number of 
students expressed interest in having breakfast in the 
school cafeteria. Accordingly, arrangements were made to 
serve a nutritious breakfast each morning from 7:30 to 
7:55 at a cost of 15¢ per student. At present, approxi 
mately 100 students enjoy breakfast each morning in our 
cafeteria. 
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SCHOOL OPERATION 

The ninth grade exploratory program was reviewed 
and revised. The first school year, 9th grade students 
participated in four shops or labs, changing every eight 
weeks. In September of 1971, the program was modified, 
permitting students to engage in five occupational areas, 
changing every six weeks. In addition, for better ef- 
ficiency, students in the following departments were 
scheduled on a week-in, week-out arrangement, whereby 
they spent alternate weeks in shop and class. Affected 
were automotive, auto body, carpentry, machine shop, 
metal fab and culinary arts. 

Teachers engaged in a professional improvement day 
each month in order to update and improve quality of 
education. Emphasis has been placed on individualized 
instruction particularly in the academic area. Members 
of the staff visited other vocational schools in order to 
compare methods of instruction. 

It is anticipated that the school will go into computer- 
izing of report cards some time in the near future. 

An important part of the educational process at Shaw- 
sheen Tech are visits to industry and business. The year 
1971 saw a number of these field trips take place, includ- 
ing visits to General Motors Plant, Framingham; West- 
ern Electric, Andover; Grossman, Braintree; John Han- 
cock, Boston; Boston Navy Yard; Hotel and Restaurant 
Show, Boston; Itek; and many others. 

At the conclusion of the first year, outstanding students 
of the Automotive Department were awarded tool kits 


which were donated by Burlington Motor Parts and SK 
Tools. 


SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 

A Junior Achievement Program was started at our 
school and sponsored by Purity Supreme and Honeywell. 
This activity encompasses 40 students who meet once a 
week and form their own businesses under the super- 
vision of personnel from the two sponsoring companies. 
The initial response has been gratifying and it is expected 
that this activity will grow. Class officers were elected 
for Grades 9, 10 and 11, and students also voted on 
representatives to form a student council. A ski club was 
formed and the participating members went on various 
ski trips accompanied by faculty members, which proved 
to be quite successful. A hockey club has also been in 
operation, and covers some 40 to 50 students. This has 
developed into an intramural sport, with considerable 
enthusiasm on the part of students. 

Three students in Grade 10, Jeffrey Lloyd, Robert 
Lacey and Richard Johnson, received US. Savings 
Bonds as prizes for their entry ina VEW contest on “The 
Voice of Democracy”. 

Maureen Olson, one of our students who is a school 
reporter, was the winner of the Lowell Sun's “Most 
Valuable Staffer Award”. 

Many of our students engaged in civic enterprises, in- 
cluding “Walk for Development”, sponsoring the Red 
Cross bloodmobile, and other activities. 

The driver ed course at school has proved very suc- 
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cessful, with students being trained in two cars donated 
by Burlington Dodge. 

Carpentry students cooperated with the officials of 
Tewksbury in rebuilding the town bandstand, and the 
auto body students repaired the body of a dump truck 
for the Burlington Public Works Department. 

The school was invited to participate in the Route 128 
industrial exhibit, which was held at the Burlington Mall 
during the summer. The school has cooperated with the 
elderly from Tewksbury and Billerica by sponsoring a 
luncheon which was held in the school. 

Also, the Parents Council has been quite active in 
various projects that would be of benefit to the school 
and the students. 

Looking ahead, the year 1972 will see the start of our 
first senior class. We anticipate that those seniors who are 
proficient academically will have an opportunity to go on 
to further education. I have had assurance from Presi- 
dent Houlihan of Middlesex Community College that 
qualified seniors will be accepted into that school upon 
recommendation. 

I attended conferences relative to new programs and 
educational procedures. These included the Mass. Ad- 
visory Council on Education, National Conference on 
Vocational Education at Providence, sponsored by 
H.E.W., Mass. Association of Vocational Administrators 
in Fitchburg, annual conference of School Committee 
Members and Administrators in Hyannis, and the annual 
convention of the American Vocational Association in 
Portland, Oregon. 

It has been most apparent that, in order to have a suc 
cessful school program it requires the cooperation of 
many individuals, including students, teachers, custodi- 
ans, office staff, administration, parents, and School Com- 
mittee members. I feel we have been extremely fortunate 
in having a very healthy relationship with all these 
individuals involved so that we can take pride in that we 
do have a very vibrant and enthusiastic operation which 
we hope will continue to grow and succeed.

ten (10) acres in area and shall have not less than 300 
feet of frontage. 

9.02 Lot Coverage and Density Restrictions 

There shall be required 5,400 square feet of land 
area for each apartment dwelling unit, with forty (40%) 
percent of the total land area landscaped or retained in its 
natural condition. 

9.03 Setback, Yard and Landscaped Spaces for 

Apartment Districts. 

A. In an Apartment District no dwelling shall be 
placed or erected nearer than one hundred (100) feet 
from the nearest exterior line of any public way, or 
nearer than forty (40) feet to a side line of the lot, or 
nearer than fifty (50) feet to the rear line thereof. 

B. Except for any and all driveways, the area be- 
tween the exterior line of each public way and the ap 
plicable minimum building setback distance therefrom 
shall be kept open and in law, or landscaping, unparked 
on or not built upon. The area between the side lines 
of a lot and lines five (5) feet from and parallel thereto 
and the area between the rear line of a lot and a line 
five (5) feet from and parallel thereto shall be kept 
open and in lawn or landscaping, unparked on and not 
built upon. 

C. No part of a building in any Apartment District 
shall be placed or erected closer than twenty (20) feet 
from any part of any other building on the same lot, 
provided, however, that any building may be connected 
by a covered walkway, corridor, or breezeway to any 
other building so long as at least seventy-five (75%) 
percent of the perimeter of each building so connected to 
another building be accessible. 

9.04 Height Restrictions 

Apartment buildings shall not exceed two (2) stories 
in height above the top of the foundation. 

9.05 Parking 

There shall be one and one half (1%) parking spaces 
for each apartment dwelling unit. 

9.06 Building Size 

No apartment building shall contain less than four 
(4) dwelling units and no such unit shall contain a floor 
area of living space of less than eight hundred (800) nor 
more than twelve hundred (1,200) square feet.. Utility 
space and other space not used for living purposes, roofs, 
balconies and porches shall not be used in determining 
living space but balconies and porches shall be used in 
determining building coverage. Each multiple dwelling 
unit shall contain cooking and bathroom facilities. 

9.07 Access Road. 

The main access roads or roads to an Apartment Dis- 
trict shall enter and exit from a public way and all 
access roads shall be built in accordance with design 
standards and specifications of the subdivision rules and 
regulations of the Town of Billerica. 

9.08 Buffer Strip 

A strip not less than fifty (50) feet in width shall be 
maintained in its natural state, or landscaped, around the 
portion of the perimeter of the lot or tract, upon which 
the apartment dwellings are built, that abuts any resi- 
dential district. 

9.09 ‘Town Sewer Required 

Apartment buildings shall be serviced by an existing 
town sewer with the provision that any and all costs 
connected with tying into the town sewer system shall 
be borne by the applicant. 


9.10 Site and Development Plan Approval 

A. Requirement for Site and Development Plans 

No apartments shall be constructed except in con- 
formity with site and development plans bearing an 
endorsement of approval by the Building Inspector. Said 
plans shall show, among other things, all parking spaces, 
driveway openings, driveways, service areas, and other 
open uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and other 
waste disposal and for surface water, drainage, all Jand- 
scape features (such as walks, fences, walls, planting 
areas and greenbelts) on the lot, and the proposed loca- 
tion and external appearances of all existing and pro- 
posed buildings. 

B. Procedure for Approval 

Any person desiring approval of site and development 
plans under this Section shall submit said plans in tripli- 
cate prepared by a Registered Land Surveyor or Profes- 
sional Engineer in collaboration with a Registered Land- 
scape Architect, with application for approval thereof, 
two copies to the Building Inspector, and one to the 
Planning Board for the Board’s review, comment and sug- 
gestions, if any. The Building Inspector shall not take 
final action on such plans until he has received a report 
thereon from the Planning Board, or until said Planning 
Board has allowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after 
receipt of such plan without submission of a report 
thereon, such final action to be taken on or before the 
thirtieth day following the final date allowed for the sub- 
mission of the Planning Board report. 

C. Planning Board Review 

In reviewing plans under this Section the Planning 
Board shall consider, to a degree consistent with a 
reasonable use of the site for the purposes permitted or 
permissible by the regulations of the district in which 
located, not less than the following: 

(1) Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedes- 
trian movement within the site, and in relation to adja- 
cent streets, property or improvements. 

(2) Adequacy of the methods of drainage for surface 
water. 

(3) The promotion of harmony in architectural treat- 
ment and avoidance of incongruous or inappropriate 
character of architectural appearance and arrangement of 
buildings detrimental to the property values of adjoin- 
ing owners or the community. 

D. Authority of the Building Inspector 

The Building Inspector shall have the power to modify 
_ or amend his approval of an endorsed site and develop- 
ment plan upon application of the original applicant 
hereunder or his successor, or successors, provided, how- 
ever, that in every case, all provisions of paragraph 9.0 
through 9.10 inclusive of this section remain applicable, 
including but not limited to the approval procedures 
hereunder; or act in relation thereto.

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On the Items that were passed the following action 
was taken: 


Item 2. Town Engineer. Original motion to adopt 
figures as they appear in the book. A second motion 
was made to add the figure of $3,000.00 to each step. 
(In connection with this motion it was suggested that 
the Town Engineer take care of the Engineering Services 
for the Planning Board and Account No. 188 of Article 
6, under Planning Board, could be eliminated.) A third 
motion was made to add the figure of $2,000.00 to each 
step. It was moved and voted that on all articles the 
highest figure moved would be acted on first. The 
motion to add the figure of $3,000.00 to each step was 
lost. The motion to add the figure of $2,000.00 to each 
step was so voted, as decided by the Moderator. His 
decision was questioned and the motion was put to a 
rising vote with 119 votes in the affirmative and 35 votes 
in the negative, and the motion carried.

Item 23. Fire Chief, Police Chief. At Mr. Lecomte’s 


request unanimous approval was given, for Robert Hentz 
to serve as Moderator-on any articles on which Mr. 
Lecomte felt he should not officiate. Mr. Lecomte made 
the request because of his business association with Mr. 
Dangora, Attorney for the Fire Department, to avoid any 
question of conflict of interest. A motion was made to 
adopt figures under. Item 23 as they appear in the book. 
Attorney Dangora spoke in favor of salary increases for 
the Fire Department and said they were requesting a 
raise of ten per cent across the board. Following dis- 
cussion, the previous question was moved and voted with 
123 votes in the affirmative and 36 votes in the negative.

(Under Article 5 there was considerable discussion 
over the salaries of Town Clerk and Collector of Taxes 
due to the unique situation of one person now holding 
both positions.) A motion was made that Article 5 be 
accepted as written in the book. A motion was made 
to fix the compensation of the two jobs at $12,000.00; 
$6,000.00 for the Town Clerk and $6,000.00 for the 
Collector of Taxes. (The Town Clerk explained how he 
planned to handle the two jobs and said he would 
relinquish one job at the end of the term.) A motion for 
the previous question was made and this motion was 
lost. A motion was made that Item 2 and, Item 4 of this 
article be deferred until the first order of business at the 
next meeting of this body. The Finance Committee to 
investigate and bring in recommendations and_ their 
reasons for their recommendations on these two items. 
The previous question was moved and, voted on. whether 
or not to defer these two items under Article 5. The 
motion to defer Items 2 and 4 under Article 5 to the 
first order of business at the next meeting of this body 
was lost.

This decision was 
doubted and the motion was put to a rising vote with 
107 votes in the affirmative and 4] votes in the negative 
and the motion was carried. The motion to meet Thurs- 
day night at 7:30 p.m. was declared carried by the 
Moderator. This decision was doubted and put to a 
rising vote with 101 votes in the affirmative and 36 votes 
in the negative and the motion was carried.

And further moved; that the Board of Selectmen is 
authorized to acquire all necessary land and easements 
thereto by gift, purchase or eminent domain and to 
apply for, accept and expend any Federal and State aid 
for these projects, provided that the amount of the 
borrowing for each project hereunder shall be reduced 
by the amount of Federal and State aid received for 
that project. 


A motion was made that Article 49 be dismissed. 
Following discussion, the previous question was moved 


and voted. 
The motion that the sum of $5,525,000.00 be ap- 


propriated, as stated above was unanimously lost. A

APRIL 8, 1972 
The meeting was called to order at 10:30 A.M. with 
155 Town Meeting Members present. 
Article 10, 9, 11, 31, 32, 33 and 34 were reported 
on in numerical order. Article 90 will be reported on 


in numerical order. 


ARTICLE 52. A motion was made that Article 52 
be passed as written. This was followed by an amend- 
ment to adopt Article 52 with the exception of Item 13, 
Deputy Fire Chief and Item 14, Captain (Police) 
which two items would be deleted. After discussion, 
the previous question was moved and voted. The mo- 
tion to adopt Article 53, with Items 13, Deputy Fire 
Chief and Item 14, Captain (Police) deleted, was so 
voted.

This was declared voted by the Moderator on a

This was declared voted by the Moderator on a 
majority vote. 


Moved to adjourn till Thursday, April 13, 1972. 


APRIL 13, 1972 
A count for a quorum showed 140 Town Meeting 
Members present.

Instal- 
lation of any sewer line extension, if approved by the 
Board of Selectmen, will be the financial responsi- 
bility of the developer, and will be installed in ac- 
cordance with the specifications provided by the 
Sewerage Commission. Said extension will be so laid 
out that any residence it passes will be able to be 
serviced by the line. 


9.08 Site Plan Approval 

CA) Requirement For Site Plan 

No garden apartment shall be constructed or ex- 
ternally enlarged, except in conformity with a site 
plan bearing an endorsement of approval by the 
Board of Appeals. Said site plan shall show, among 
other things, all existing and proposed buildings, all 
existing structures, parking spaces, driveway open- 
ings, driveways, service areas, and other open uses, 
all facilities for sewerage, refuse and other waste 
disposal and for surface water, drainage, and all land- 
scaping features such as walks, fences, walls, plant- 
ing areas and greenbelts on the lot. 

CB) Procedure Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under 
this Section shall submit said plan in triplicate pre- 
pared by a Registered Land Surveyor or Professional 
Engineer in collaboration with a Registered Land- 
scape Architect, with application for approval there- 
of, directly to the Board of Appeals. ‘The Board shall, 
within ten (10) days after receipt thereof, transmit 
one copy of each plan to the Planning Board and to 
the Board of Health, which said Boards may, in 
their discretion, investigate the case and report in 
writing their recommendations to the Board of Ap- 
peals. 

The Board of Appeals shall not take final action on 
such plan until it has received a report thereon from 
the Planning Board and Board of Health, or until 
said Planning Board and Board of Health have al- 
lowed thirty-five (35) days to elapse after receipt of 
such plan without submission of a report thereon. 
No Buildings or access facilities shall be placed on 
any portion of the land determined by the Board of 
Health to be unsuitable for such construction. 

In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, the 
Board of Appeals shall conform to all requirements 
of procedure applicable to all Boards of Appeals 
when deciding requests for special permits under 
General Laws Chapter 40A as amended Cincluding 
the requirements thereof for public notice and hear- 
ing.) 

CC) General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section, the 
Board of Appeals shall assure to a degree consistent 
with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes 
permitted or permissible by regulations of the district 
in which located. 

(1) Convenience and safety of vehicular and pedes- 
trian movement within the site, and in relation to 
adjacent streets, property or improvements. 


(D) Authority of the Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify or 
amend its approval of a site plan on application of 
the owner, lessee, or mortgagee of the premises, or 
upon its own motion if such power is reserved by 
the Board in its original approval. All of the pro- 
visions of this Section applicable to approval shall, 
where apt, be applicable to such modifications or 
amendment, including the requirements of notice 
and public hearing. The Board of Appeals may not 
vary the provisions of this By-Law. 

9.09 Building Size 

No garden apartment building shall contain more 
than ten (10) dwelling units and no such unit shall 
contain a floor area of living space of less than eight 
hundred (800) square feet. Utility space and other 
space not used for living purposes, roofs, balconies. 
and porches shall not be used in determining living 
space, but balconies and porches shall be used in de- 
termining building coverage. Each multiple dwell- 
ing unit shall contain cooking and bathroom facili- 
ties. Each apartment unit shall have a maximum of 
two bedrooms. 


9.10 Access Roads 

There shall be at least one access road into the Gar- 
den Apartment District from a public way for each 
250 units or portion thereof constructed in such dis- 
trict. The access roads shall be separated by at least 
150 feet between center lines of the road. All access 
roads shall be built in accordance with design speci- 
fications of the Subdivision Rules and Regulations 
of the Town of Billerica. 


A strip not less than one hundred (100) feet in 
width shall be maintained in its natural state, or 
landscaped, around the portion of the perimeter of 
the lot or tract, upon which the garden apartment 
dwellings are built, that abuts any residential dis- 
trict or public way. No structure or road may be 
placed on this Buffer Strip. The Buffer Strip shall 
not be used in making the calculations required 
under Paragraph 9.02. 

9.12 Architectural Design 

In order to promote harmony in architectural treat- 
ment and voidance of incongruous or inappropriate 
character or architectural appearance and arrange- 
ment of buildings detrimental to the property values 
of adjoining owners or the community, no building 
permit shall be issued for any garden apartment 
building until plans showing the proposed location 
and external appearance shall have been submitted 
to the Board of Selectmen and the Zoning Board of 
Appeals for review, comment and suggestions with 
the advice of the Planning Board and the Board of 
Selectmen and the Zoning Board of Appeals shall 
have made such comment and suggestions or allowed 
three (3) weeks to elapse after such submission with- 
out action. No building permit shall be issued for 
any building whose architectural appearance and an 
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arrangement of buildings in relation to other build- 
ings in the district shall be determined by the Board 
of Appeals to be detrimental to the property value 
of adjoining owners or the community; or act in 
relation thereto.

Report of the Action Taken at the 
Special Town Meeting on June 19, 1972 


The Town Meeting Members joined in singing of the 
National Anthem led by Arthur L. Doyle, accompanied 
by Miss Helen Harrington. 

Invocation was offered by Rev. John Lawlor of St. 
Mary’s Church. 

The following were appointed tellers and sworn in 
by the Town Clerk: Marcello Olivieri, Shirley Brannen 
and Arthur Hallenborg. 

A count for a quorum showed 179 Town Meeting 
Members present. The meeting was called to order at 
8:10 P.M. 

Unanimous consent was given to the Moderator to 
waive the reading of Town Warrant and the return of 
service and to refer the article by number. 


ARTICLE 1. VOTED that the Town ratify and 
confirm in all respects the action taken under Article 31 
of the Warrant for the 1972 Annual Town Meeting, 
whereby the Town appropriated $2,500,000.00 for the 
construction of sewers, sewerage systems and sewage 
treatment and disposal facilities, authorized the issue of 
$2,500,000.00 sewer bonds, and authorized the Select- 
men to contract for and expend State and Federal grants 
for the project to reduce the amount of borrowing. 

This was voted with 180 in the affirmative and 2 in 
the negative. 


ARTICLE 2. VOTED unanimously to ratify, con- 
firm and validate in all respects all actions taken under 
every article and all business transacted at the 1972 An- 
nual Town Meeting, whereby there was a failure to 
comply in all respects with the provisions of Section 10 
of Chapter 39 of the General Laws, requiring that the 
Warrant shall state the time and place of holding the 
meeting. 


ARTICLE 3. VOTED unanimously that the Town 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the Legis- 
lature to pass an act to ratify, confirm and validate in all 
respects all actions taken under every article and all busi- 
ness transacted at the 1972 Annual Town Meeting, 
whereby there was a failure to comply in all respects 
with the provisions of Section 10 of Chapter 39 of the 
General Laws, requiring that the Warrant shall state 
the time and place of holding the meeting. 

A motion was made to act on Article 20, 21 and 22 
at this time. After discussion, the previous question was 
voted unanimously. The motion to vote on Articles 20, 


21 and 22 was lost. 
ARTICLE 4. Moved that the sum of $4,580,000.00 


be appropriated for the purpose of increasing the cap- 
acity of the present water treatment plant to a nominal 
14 million gallons per day capacity, improvements to the 
facility for treating and handling the by-products of the 
treatment plant, to clean and line existing water dis- 


tribution mains, to install new water distribution mains 
of 8 inches diameter or larger, control gates, valves and 
other devices to improve the distribution system, for 
surveys to define the boundaries of land takings required 
for the construction of an augmentation reservoir, for the 
cost of appraisals and subsurface soil investigations of 
the land to be used for said augmentation reservoir. 


Further voted: that the Board of Selectmen is author- 
ized to acquire all necessary land and easements thereto 
by gift, or purchase; and to apply for, accept and expend 
any Federal and State aid for these projects, provided 
that the amount of the borrowing for each project here- 
under shall be reduced by the amount of Federal and 
State aid received for the project. To raise this sum, 
$80,000.00 be raised in the general tax levy, and the 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen is author- 
ized to borrow $4,500,000.00 under: section 8 (4) of 
chapter 44 of the General Laws as amended. 


After discussion, the motion to raise and appropriate 


$4,580,000.00 was lost. 


ARTICLE 5. A motion was made to raise and ap- 
propriate $2,500.00 and this was followed by a motion 
that the article be dismissed, and this was so voted. 


ARTICLE 6. A motion was made and seconded that 
$40,000.00 be appropriated as stated in article and this 
was so voted with 181 in the affirmative and one in the 
negative. 


ARTICLE 7. A motion was made and seconded that 
the sum of $19,400.00 be raised and appropriated as 
stated in article, and this was so voted with 126 in the 
afhrmative and 34 in the negative. 


ARTICLE 8. VOTED unanimously that the Town 
raise and appropriate the sum of $2,600.00 for the audio- 
visual aid for training techniques including a safety pro- 
gram for the Town of Billerica. 


ARTICLE 9. A motion was made that Article 9 be 
accepted as written. After discussion, the previous ques- 
tion was voted. 


The motion to accept Article 9 as written was so 
voted with 140 in the affirmative and 12 in the negative. 


ARTICLE 10. A motion was made to appoint a 
committee to act pursuant of Article 10 and make recom- 
mendations at next Annual Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 11. VOTED to expand the scope of the 
Fire Station Study and Building Committee established 
with Article 41 of the 1972 Annual Town Meeting for 
the purpose of further town wide study and preparation 
for future new stations or additions to be located in areas 
of sufficient need.

ARTICLE 12. VOTED that the sum of $13,072.01 
be raised and appropriated under this article, and this 
was voted with 162 in the affirmative and 1 in the nega- 
tive. 


ARTICLE 13. A motion was made and seconded 
that the sum of $42,500.00 be raised and appropriated. 
This was followed that Article 13 be dismissed. Follow- 
ing discussion, the previous question was moved and so 
voted. The motion to raise and appropriate $42,500.00 
was lost. 


ARTICLE 14. VOTED unanimously to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $426.00 for this article. 


ARTICLES 15 through 19. No action. 
A motion was made by Bruce Brace to take Articles 21, 
20 and 22 in this sequence and this was so voted. 


ARTICLE 21. Moved that $1,317,882.00 be appro- 
priated for constructing, original equipping and furnish- 
ing a Free Public Library on land located on or near 
Concord Road and Blanchard Avenue, and acquired by 
the Town from Roland Caron and Brian Wolfenden 
under Articles 11 and 12 of the 1970 Annual Town 
meeting, that to raise this appropriation, $39,882.00 be 
raised and appropriated and included in the 1972 levy, 
and that the Treasurer, with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, is authorized to borrow. $1,278,000.00 
under General Laws, c. 44 s 7 (3), and that the Select- 
men be authorized to accept or contract for, and expend 
State and Federal Grants for the project, provided that 
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the total authorized borrowing shall be reduced by the 
amount of any Federal Construction Aid; and that the 
Billerica Library Building Committee be authorized to 
take all other necessary action to carry out this motion. 


After which, a motion was made to dismiss this ar- 
ticle. After discussion, the previous question was moved 
and so voted. The motion as stated above was then put 
and lost with 100 voting in the affirmative and 98 in 
the negative, not the necessary two-thirds vote. A motion 
to reconsider this article was lost. 


ARTICLE 20. A motion was made that the sum of 
$100.00 be raised and appropriated for the committee’s 
expenses, and this was so voted. 


ARTICLE 22. Voted unanimously to dismiss this 


article. 


ARTICLE 23. Voted that the Board of Health or 
Board of Selectmen be authorized to petition the State 
Legislature to exempt the position of Director of Public 
Health from the provisions of Civil Service Law. 


ARTICLE 24. Voted to dismiss Article 24. 


ARTICLE 25. Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,000.00 for this article.

Report of 
Board of Selectmen 


At the 1972 Reorganizational Meeting, the following 
officers were elected. Chairman, Paul F. Newman; Vice- 
Chairman, Thomas F. Cooney; Secretary, Thomas H. 
Conway, Jr. In addition, Gordon C. Brainerd was ap- 
pointed as the Board of Selectman Representative on 
the Northern Middlesex Area Commission; George S. 
Gracie, Jr. was already a member of the Permanent 
School Building Committee and remains in that capacity. 


Mr. Thomas F. Cooney and Mr. George S. Gracie, Jr. 
were elected to the Board of Selectmen at the Annual 


Town Meeting for a period of three years. 


In 1972 the Board established a comprehensive pro- 
gram of providing services to the Town. Some of its 
accomplishments are as follows: 


1) Reconstructed many roads and corrected numerous 
drainage problems. 


2.) Established combined monthly meetings with all 
Boards and Departments to foster a greater con- 
tinuity of efforts. 

3) Sewerage Program: 

a) Obtained Federal and State Grants of 
$1,280,000. for the expansion of the treat- 
ment plant. Total program is estimated at 
$1,600,000. The difference of $320,000 will 
be mostly borne by Industrial contributions. 

b) Completed construction in North Billerica, 
Nuttings Lake, and the Deer Run Section, 
This phase included two pumping stations. 

c) Started plans for the continued construction 
of the Nuttings Lake area, and the Salem 
Road area. 

d) Negotiated the sewering of part of the Tower 
Farms Development, and the Ranlett Grove 
Development at no cost to the Town. 

e) Updated the Master Sewerage Plan. 

4) Continued pursuing and planning for the improve- 
ments to the Water Distribution System. 

5.) Continued final planning and details to implement 
the TOPICS Program, which is basically the re- 
design of traffic flow with the Center. 

6) Pursued and obtained Federal Funds for traffic 
lights at various dangerous locations. 

7) Held a sale on Tax Possession Property, disposing 


of approximately 30 parcels to abutters of record. 


Under the Emergency Employment Act CEEA) Pro- 
gram, the Town hired upwards of 19 personnel, broken 
down as follows: Police Department—2; Selectmen—1; 
Veterans Services—l1; Cemetery Department—2; Public 
Works (all Departments)—13;. Plans have been made 
to include certain positions in the budget for 1973. The 
future of this program is in doubt due to funding 
problems. 
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Community Teamwork, Inc., has decided to withdraw 
from the distribution of surplus foods in Billerica. Since 
between 500 and 700 families are dependent on these 
foods for existence, plans are being made by the Board 
to assume the responsibility. 

The Board received the Town’s first check under the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Act. Research has been started 
as to how the Town may best benefit from these funds. 
Meetings will be conducted early in 1973 to resolve this 
matter. 

The rapid growth of the community and the demand 
for increased street lighting in the older sections is evi- 
dent by the increased cost of the 1972 Street Lighting 
Account. It is anticipated that this will continue to 
increase in the coming years. Present plans call for the 
replacement of all the older lights with much larger 
ones. 

Consistent with State Legislation the Board has re- 
districted the Town into 13 precincts versus six precincts. 
This goes into effect on January 1, 1973. 

In 1972 the Board continued renovating the Town 
Hall, a project which started early in 1971. If the 1973 
program is approved, the Town Hall will have been 
completely renovated. 

The Board plans to continue the level of effort evident 
in 1972, since constant growth demands same. 

We wish to thank all Department Heads and ‘Town 
Officials for their cooperation during the year 1972. 
Without their help, it would be near impossible to 
manage this growing community.

ANNUAL REPORT - 1972 


The Conservation Commission met jointly with the 
Forest Committee and called meetings as required. The 
Commission met with state and local boards and 
Committees, in Boston, Chelmsford and Hawthorne, 


Mass. 


The Commission held nine hearings relative to the 
Wetlands Protection Act, Chapter 131, Section 40. 
These duties were taken over from the Board of Select- 
men. There were no hearings held under the amended 
Chapter 784 of 1972, repeals Section 27A of Chapter 
130, which combines the Hatch Act and the Jones Act 
into one comprehensive piece of legislation for the pro- 
tection of the wetlands. It was approved on July 18, 
1972 and became effective on October 16, 1972. This 


law will govern all private parties and all governmental 
agencies and authorities. 


Two new members were appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen to replace Howard J. Ralston and Joseph 
Gallant, the latter a Town Forest Committee member. 
The new members are William A. Gelzinis and Nicola 
Micozzi. 


The Commission would like to thank Henry Wagner 
of Andover, Massachusetts, for his gift of stationery, 
Chapter 40, Section 86. 


The Commission would like to thank all public off- 
cials, town meeting members and conservation-minded 
people for their support. It would like to remind the 
townspeople that under Chapter 40, Section 86, they 
can make tax deductible gifts of property, both real and 
personal, in the name of the town through the Conserva- 
tion Commission.

Report of Bennett 
Public Library Association 


Gentlemen: 

We are happy to report that all services provided by 
the Bennett Public Library increased over the previous 
year. Circulation up 22%, children’s story hour crowded, 
inter-library loan usage up, books retired up, books cata- 
logued and added to the collection up, etc., etc. The 
staff alone could not have accomplished these increases, 
but with the Federal subsidy program supplying us with 
two people, the U. of Mass. student assistance program, 
two Girl Scouts earning their Library Aide Badges and 
the several interested people who. volunteered their time 
and energies it was accomplished. For all of this assis- 
tance we are greatly appreciative. More volunteers can 
be used: if you are interested in giving a little of your 
time to help at the library, Mrs. Hadley our Librarian 
can find a good use for your talents. 

In order to make up for our lack of space in the 
Library we utilized the Eastern Regional Bookmobile 
Service. In fact, of the thirty-three Libraries serviced, we 
borrowed the most and had the largest circulation. 

Mrs. Eleanor Baybutt, after ten years of devoted 
service with the Library retired on October 31. She will 
be missed. She left with the best wishes of the Staff and 
Board members. 

Three of the staff members are attending classes Cat 
their own expense) in library related subjects at North- 
eastern in Burlington. The courses taken will increase 
the efhiciency of their work and upon successful comple- 
tion of the courses the Board hopes to at least partially 
reimburse them for their expenses. 

The Board of Directors held their regular meetings 
and several special meetings carrying out the business 
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of the Library and meeting the desires of the Library 
users. We have arranged for the maintenance and re- 
pairs to the building. The fuel tanks were relocated to 
the front of the building so that fuel may be delivered 
without the necessity of running the fuel truck across 
the lawn area. 

In our last report we commented on the possibility of 
arranging to have the Eastern Regional Library Service 
provide a bookmobile for service throughout the Town, 
this did not materialize. We went one better by success- 
fully bidding upon one of the two Bookmobiles made 
available by the State. The Association now owns a 
Bookmobile. The Board expects to put this in Townwide 
operation shortly after the middle of the year if the 
Finance Commitee and the Town Meeting Members 
provide the necessary funding as requested in our budget. 
We are grateful to Mr. Edgar Williams for loaning us 
one of his men to bring the Bookmobile from Charles- 
town to Billerica and also for winterizing same. We are 
also grateful to the Police and Fire Departments for 
aiding in finding and supplying a temporary place of 
storage — the North Billerica Fire Station. 

The Board has received two complaints from library 
staff members; first they felt that the custodial service 
was not satisfactory and secondly they feel “unhappy 
with the inequalities in the pay scale” in relation to 
Town employee rates. We have changed our custodial 
service and feel this will give more satisfaction. Our 
budget for the coming eighteen months includes requests 
in the salary account to bring the staff pay scale up to 
comparable positions within the Towns wage structure. 
It is the staff’s desire that the Finance Committee and 
Town Meeting Members act favorably upon our recom- 
mendations. 

The Association and Board of Directors are apprehen- 
sive as to what effect the proposed traffic flow system 
will have upon the use of the Library. The plans appear 
to make no provision for parking within close proximity 
of the Library — consideration should be given this pro- 
blem before the plans are finalized. 

We wish to acknowledge, with thanks, the various — 
town departments for their many considerations and the 
various organizations and individuals for their gifts and 
help. 

We wish to remind the Townspeople that we wel- 
come and encourage them to join the Association, and | 
become an active part of the decisions necessary for — 
the Associations proper planning and functioning. The © 
yearly dues are one dollar, which is used to help defray — 
general expenses. ) 

The Library Staff, headed by Mrs. Hadley, has 
worked hard in performing their duties efficiently in the 
face of rapidly expanding use and they deserve com- 
mendation. Our thanks also to the departing members 
of the Board of Directors who gave so freely of their 
time.

Report of Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission serves as 
the comprehensive regional planning agency for nine 
communities in the Northern Middlesex area, including 
Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pep- 
perell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford. 


Organization 

The towns are represented by a selectman, a planning 
board member, and an alternate named by the select- 
men. A city councillor, a planning board member and an 
alternate named by the city manager represent the city. 
Together these delegates form the Commission which 
usually meets monthly at its offices at 117 Perry Street, 
Lowell (phone 454-8021). 

The Commission retains a professional staff of about 
six (depending upon funding levels) and occasionally 
consultants to assist in the formulation of regional plan 
recommendations and the maintenance of other Com- 
mission services. 


Comprehensive Regional Planning 

As regional planners it is the Commission’s primary 
obligation to recommend plans, policies, programs and 
projects which will serve the regional interest. It is 
essential that the Commission’s recommendations be 
comprehensive and reflect a full understanding of social, 
physical, and economic inter-relationships in this region 
and among other regions. Comprehensive plans recog- 
nize the dependence and impact of one concern (for 
example sewer facilities) on another (for example in 
dustrial growth). 

Thus much of the Commission’s work is of a research 
nature—determining the characteristics of the area, de- 
fining the extent and nature of problems, and analyzing 
alternative solutions. Over the years reports have been 
issued on topics such as solid waste, zoning policies, 
community and regional data, public transportation, 
open space and recreation, housing, criminal justice, eco- 
nomic growth, sewer and waste facilities. During 1972 
reports on Capital Improvements, Programming, Housing 
Problems, Preliminary Land Use, Incomes and Poverty, 
Recreation Core, and Short Range Sewer, Water and 
Open Space Programming were added. Most NMAC 
reports are available in local libraries. All may be in- 
spected at NMAC’s ofhices where a fairly extensive plan 
ning library is maintained. 


Planning Advisory Council 

The plan and policy options which will best serve our 
region are choices which the Commission must make. 
Clearly, then, it is important that the Commission be 
locally representative. To be sure, there are State and 
Federal views which must be weighed in when selecting 
alternatives, but in the final analysis the locally based 
Commission sets the course. The Commission has acted 
to assure that it has a full view of local opinion by 
creating the Northern Middlesex Area Planning Advis- 


ory Council consisting of over one hundred individuals 
representing groups which have expressed interest in the 
future development of the region. The Council is in 
turn divided into five functional sub-committees for 
housing, environment, economic development, human 
resources and transportation. The Council and its sub 
committees are asked to review and comment upon re- 
gional issues and to advise the Commission as to the 
appropriateness, feasibility and scope of plan proposals. 


Clearinghouse 

In addition to its technical planning and research 
functions, the Commission also serves as a “clearing- 
house” for most grant programs available to local com- 
munities and state and private agencies under U. S. 
Office of Budget and Management Circular A-95. In this 
role it is the Commission’s task to review proposed proj- 
ects to determine that they ‘are designed to meet docu- 
mented needs, that they are invironmentally sound, and 
that they are not inconsistent with area-wide plans. 
Although the A-95 review is advisory in nature, it is 
intended to result in wise investments of federal dollars 
and is, therefore, relied upon extensively by funding 
agencies. 

During 1972 project referrals affecting the town of 
Billerica included a proposed library expansion, and an 
expansion of sewer treatment plant facilities. 

Also, projects of region wide interest reviewed in 1972 
included several Community Teamwork service projects 
directed to elderly and disadvantaged persons throughout 
the region, water and sewer ties to the Greater Lowell 
Vocational Technical School, emergency call boxes on 
Route 495 and statewide recreational plans. 


Certification 

Along similar lines the Commission serves to maintain 
local and Commonwealth eligibility for certain federal 
grant programs where there are specific technical “area 
wide planning prerequisites’. These include federal 
sewer and water capital grant programs, open space 
acquisition, economic development and related public 
works projects, and highway and public transportation 
facilities. NMAC must be “certified” as meeting the 
areawide planning requirements before a grant applicant 
is eligible for funding. 

Some projects falling under these specific areawide 
planning requirements of immediate concern to Billerica 
are improved water supply facilities and continued sew- 
er expansion, widening Route 3. 


Technical Assistance 

Further, the Commission provides technical assistance 
to local boards and agencies to the extent time will al- 
low. Most local boards and agencies rely on NMAC for 
census and other data, and there have -been numerous 
requests for assistance in program formulation, grant 
application possibilities and preparation, evaluation of 
site plans, possible environmental impact, and the like. 
Special bulletins were issued on revenue sharing, drain 
design, and local planning organization. A newsletter is 


published monthly. 
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Budget 
In 1972, the Commission assessed the Town of Bil- 
lerica $8,324.52 for its share of the NMAC budget. This 
amount together with funds paid by the other eight 
members, the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and the Commonwealth enabled a 1972 
budget of approximately $106,000.00. 


Prospects 
The Commission has much work ahead of it during 
the coming years. Detailing of plans for local imple- 
mentation heads the agenda. The Commission will be 
participating with the Army Corps of Engineers in waste 


water studies leading to satisfaction of stringent Federal - 


water quality mandates set by Congress in 1972. Exten- 
sive efforts to provide regional solid waste disposal facili- 
ties, public transportation, and major trafhe improve- 
ments are scheduled. Housing and land use programs are 
now being readied which include specific objectives and 
measures for local consideration and action. Formulation 
of an economic development strategy is also expected. 
The Commission is grateful for the support it has re- 
ceived in 1972 and in past years from the member com- 
munities, their citizens and officials. Intermunicipal co- 
operation is an increasingly necessary element of res- 
ponsive effective local government. The Commission 
strongly believes this cooperation ought to be voluntary 
and an extension of local government so long as the re- 
sult is a responsible and adequate response to regional 
problems and needs. In future months and years the 
Commission will be looking more and more to its mem- 
ber communities for manifestation of that support 
through municipal actions to implement regional plans.

Herewith, I submit a report in behalf of the Perma- 
nent School Building Committee for the year 1972. 

We are happy to report the completion and opening 
of the Dr. Orland S. Marshall Middle School in Sep- 
tember of 1972. The school with 1500 pupils in grades 
6, 7 and 8 is a welcome addition to the Billerica Schools. 
A formal dedication was held and members of Dr. Mar- 
shall’s family and friends were present. 

Much of the year was given to the furnishing of the 
Marshall Middle School and organizing the educational 
equipment. 

In addition to the Marshall Middle School the edu- 
cational specifications for the High School addition and 
renovations to the present Memorial and Howe Build- 
ings were designed and accepted by the School Build- 
ing Assistance Bureau of the Massachusetts Department 
of Education. 

Mr. Charles Cole of the architectural firm of Cole 
and Carberry of Lexington, Massachusetts was retained 
for this project. 

Plans were developed from the educational specifica- 
tions and were also approved by the S.B.A.B. which al- 
lows Billerica to receive 65% reimbursement on con- 
struction costs and interest. 

A Special Town Meeting in early 1973 was held and 
it was voted to spend ten million, three hundred thou- 
stand dollars to construct an addition to the High School 
complex as well as renovations to Memorial and Howe 
Buildings. 

During the year two new members have joined our 
Committee. Mr. Richard Roberts is serving as the repre- 
sentative fom the Finance Committee and Mr. George 
Gracie is representing the Board of Selectmen. 

I would personally like to thank Mr. Donald Davis 
and Mr. Pat Mulhern, former members, for the many 
hours of devoted attention given to Committee work 
over the past few years. Their contributions were of 
great value. 

Above all I want to especially thank the following 
members of my Committee: Mr. Robert Dankese, Mr.

Thomas Powers for the tremendous effort they have 
put forth to assist in the School Building Program.

The Annual Report of the Fire Department for the 
Year 1972 is herewith submitted. 

The manual force of the Department consists of fifty- 
nine men, including the Chief of the Department. 

Three stations are operating with permanent men. 
There are eleven pieces of motor apparatus, Chief’s car, 
two emergency boats, a C.D. fire truck, C.D. generator 
and lighting unit. 

The men have made repairs to the building, apparatus 
and equipment whenever possible and through their ef- 
forts the Town has been saved a considerable sum of 
‘money. 

Members of the Department have been sent this year 
to the Massachusetts Fire Training Academy at Stow, 
Mass. 

Lieutenant Mason as Fire Prevention Officer, held 
fire drills and inspections throughout the year in all 
Public Schools. 

All places of public assembly were inspected and 
regulations enforced. Inspections were made before is- 
suance of the following permits: oil burners, storage of 
oil for same, gasoline tanks and relocation of same. 

There were 12,131 calls this year. The Fire Depart- 
ment also assisted the Police Department in many of 
their ambulance calls. 

I wish to thank the Heads of all Departments for their 
cooperation thoughout the year. I would like to thank 
especially the members of the Fire Department for their 
cooperation and the manner in which they carried out 
their duties during the year.

Report of 


Civil Defense Department 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Billerica, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

All of the necessary program papers required by the 
United States Department of Civil Defense have been 
submitted for the year 1972 and all have been, approved. 

Billerica is entitled to receive matching funds under 
all existing Civil Defense programs. This past year, 
matching funds were received for administrative ex- 
penses and salaries of Civil Defense. 

Training courses were conducted this year in fire fight- 
ing and first aid as well as continuous training programs 
by our Auxiliary Police, Auxiliary Fire Department and 
Underwater Rescue diving team. 

This past year Civil Defense assisted four major emer- 
gencies, the fire at the Chelmsford Training School, the 
Billerica flood, Chelmsford’s tornado and the gas plant 
explosion in Tewksbury. The following is a report of 
action taken by Billerica Civil Defense at just one of 
these emergencies. 

Now that some time has passed, we can look coolly 
with retrospect at what occurred during the disastrous 
propane tank explosion of February 9th, 1972 in ‘Tewks- 
bury, Mass. This seems like a good time to say a few 
words about the little known actions taken by your local 
Civil Defense teams during this emergency. 

Before the explosion, your Civil Defense Auxiliary 
Fire Department was at the scene of the fire with fifteen 
volunteers and an Auxiliary lighting unit fully prepared 
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to lend assistance where needed. Fortunately, at the 
time of the explosion, the volunteer fire unit was located 
far enough from the fire so that none of them received 
any injuries. 


Immediately after the explosion, they helped to attend 
to the injured and assisted with their evacuation. Almost 
all of the Civil Defense Auxiliary Fire and Auxiliary 
Police have received Red Cross approved first aid certifi- 
cates acquired at classes given by your local Civil Defense. 


After the explosion, it became apparent that more 
help was needed. A call was issued for our local Auxili- 
ary Police and in a matter of minutes about 30 uni- 
formed volunteers reported at our Civil Defense Opera- 
tions Center. From here, these men were assigned to 
relieve all of the regular Police officers in the area of 
trafhe duties so that they could be free to perform more 
critical duties. Along with their duties of traffic control, 
these men who were in radio contact with our Civil 
Defense Operation Center were able to give us a situa- 
tion report. With the information received from this 
source an over all picture of what was happening, what 
was needed, and how to accomplish these needs was 
readily available 


When word came that evacuation of the neighborhood 
residents was necessary, both the Auxiliary Fire and 
Police were at the scene with proper direction through 
an established chain of command. They accomplished the 
task of evacuating about 1000 people in an efficient and 
professional like manner holding hysteria down to a 
minimum. 


Soon it became apparent that these evacuees would 
have to be housed because of the severe cold weather 
conditions. Shelter Managers were called by Civil De- 
fense and the Memorial High School was opened as a 
public shelter. Preparations were made to feed and 
provide the families that were there with cots and 
blankets. Registration forms were in the process of being 
filled out so that their families and their relatives could 
be notified of the safety and location of their loved ones. 


Plans were also being made in case they were to have 
an extended shelter stay. It was fortunate that the fire 
was extinguished rapidly and these people could all re- 
turn to their homes the same night, but if they did 
have to stay, it is good to know that something was being 
done for them by their own local government without 
any outside help. 


Gentlemen, it has been a pleasure to serve as your 
agent in matters of Civil Defense and it gives me great 
pride to report that the men serving as volunteers in my

better help serve your board as coordinator of all local 
resources and make available to him any emergency 
funds and equipment that are necessary to correct the 
situation.

The Plumbing Inspector, in addition to issuing the 
above number of Plumbing and Gas Permits, spent 
much time in processing 228 applications received for 
tie-in to the Town Sewerage System. Of these, 38 are 
in the Tower Farm Extension of the Sewerage System 
and at present 14 are in service. In the Ranlett Grove 
section of the Sewer System, 24 tie-ins will be put into 
service upon completion of the Nashua Road Pumping 
Station. 

For the past year, 145 single family dwellings, 21 two- 
family dwellings, two apartment ‘blocks (ten apart- 
ments), and 12 business establishments were put into 
service to the Town Sewerage System. Much time has

been spent on surveying and inspecting these systems 
before and during installations. 


Sixty-two cases of defective gas installations and thirty- 
seven violations of the Plumbing Code were investigated 
and corrected during the year of 1972. 


Building continues strong in Billerica. All types of 
construction are affected. Many homes are being ex- 
panded with family rooms and bedrooms. 


Fortunately for the Tax Base, Commercial Building 
shows the greatest up-swing in activity. 


Swimming pools, both above ground and in ground, 
are an enforcement problem. Many people seem to dis- 
regard the Permit requirements and also the Zoning 
requirements. Court cases are pending at this time re- 
garding this type of violation. 


The signs have been surveyed and tougher enforce- 
ment of this aspect of the Zoning and Sign By-Law is 
in progress, 

The demands of the Demolition Program seems end- 
less. Each survey of the Town produces newly dis- 
covered as well as older but overlooked structures which 
are a danger to children, to Public Health, as well as a 
fire danger, to the community. For the protection of 
Health and Safety more will be required here. 


The increase in fees, which the Town Meeting ap- 
proved, will more than double the income of the De- 
partment. This will bring us closer to being self sustain- 
ing and provide funds which will be more than enough 
to provide increased income to the Inspectors without 
increasing the Tax load. 


A system of cross checking of Permits by the Inspec- 
tors has resulted in greater detection of un-authorized 
work being performed by home owners. 


Junk cars are ever increasing and new By-Laws deal- 
ing with this area will be submitted at a future Town 
Meeting. The new Mass. Title Law for cars makes 
disposal more difficult. 


The Dept. of Gommunity Affairs continues to offer 
Training and Education to the Building Inspectors with 
the aim of providing uniform enforcement and under- 


standing of the on coming State Building Code in 1975. 


To this end attendance at these sessions is mandatory 
for Inspectors but is time consuming. 


The entire record keeping activity of the Department 
will require changes to meet the demands of the new 
code. Some activity in this direction has been started 
with the help of a man provided by EEA funds.

Report of Board of Health 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Billerica, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Board of Health in 1972 has continued to con- 
duct itself as one of the most forward looking Boards 
in the Town of Billerica. March saw the election of Dr. 
Simon Bagdigian. His presence has provided additional 
strength and capability to the existing membership. 


The Board, Paul R. Kelley, Chairman; John C. Gher- 
son, Vice-Chairman; and Simon Bagdigian, Secretary. 
Staff Donald C. Bassett, Director, Joseph W. Walsh, 
Asst. Director; Robert W. Rimbach, R. S. Sanitarian; 
Helen J. Harrington and Barbara B. George, Public 
Health Nurses; and Muriel Wells, Clerk, have worked 
together to promote an ambitious program to protect the 
health and safety of the people. Its efforts have been 
dedicated to the following areas: 

1. Modifying its policies and regulations in order to 

prevent many of the problems which have arisen 
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due to improper controls on the development of 
the Town. 

2. Aiding in the solution of existing sewerage and 
drainage problems. 

3. Expanding its clinic facilities to further service 
the peoples health needs. 

4. Surveying and controlling the quality of our food 
service establishments. 

5. Improving the quality of life by protecting the 


environment. 


Some of our specific accomplishments are found as 

follows: 

1. We require that: 

a. certified plot plants locating the actual position 
of sanitary systems on all residential and 
commercial properties be submitted. 

b. All sub divisions and individual lots be scrut- 
inized to insure that the drainage from these 
properties will not injure adjacent properties. 

c. All subdivisions must be sewered if they come 
within 200 feet of a municipal sewer. 

2. Development of wetland or flood plains has been 
prohibited. 

3. A special clinic for measles vaccination was held 
to insure the health of our infants. 

4. A Flu vaccine clinic for Town Employees was 
held this year. Plans are currently underway to 
expand this activity to our elderly. 

5. Our weekly well child clinics were held to pro- 
mote the health of our pre school children. ‘This 
exercise of preventative medicine has provided 
many savings and comforts to our townspeople. 

6. A joint meeting of all the Boards of Health 
bordering the Concord and Shawsheen Rivers was 
called by the Billerica Board of Health to consider 
the problems of pollution of these rivers.

Report of 
Planning Board 


Herewith is the annual report of the Planning Board 
for the year ending December 31, 1972. 

Although the Planning Board consists of seven mem- 
bers as voted at the annual Town Meeting in March 
1970, it has not functioned properly from lack of quo- 
rums, mixed feelings, and absenteeism up until the 
middle of this year. As you know, our newest member 
Arthur Doyle, elected in March 1972, was challenged to 
a recount and was not able to sit on the Board for a few 
months. Even so, Mr. Doyle was present at all the meet- 
ings since elected and the Board welcomes him on board. 

During the fall season, the Board has listened to indi- 
viduals and groups of people having serious problems in 
their areas. This has been a difficult year because many 
sub-divisions are completed enough for people to move 
into and yet much more work is needed to comply with 
Planning Board Standards. The Board has and con- 
tinues to make every effort to correct any discrepencies 
from our rules and regulations. 

Again, the Planning Board, through Mrs. Margaret 
Ahlin, is attempting to acquire Federal Funds for up- 
dating the Master Plan. The completion of question- 
naires required by the Government prior to issuing funds 
has been a tiring project. Since these questionnaires need 
be submitted only once, the Board believes it will be 
successful in its goal. 

The Town Clerk notified the Chairman of the Board 
of the resignation of Mr. Gerald Finnegan and the 
Board has notified the Selectmen of this vacancy. 

Roger Biagiotti, Jr., Secretary of the Board, retains 
his appointment as the Board’s representative to the Per- 
manent School Building Committee. 

We regret the resignation of Mrs. Nancy Johnson. 
Her capable services came to light many times in keep- 
ing all members of the Board informed of important mat- 
ters coming up. Her precise records of meeting minutes 
gained the Board’s complete confidence. Fortunately, 
she is still working for the Town, in a position where 
more hours are available to her. 

Richard Brown continues to aid the Board by his com- 
plete knowledge of sections of the Town where prob- 


lems have been resolved or prevented by some of his 
recommendations. 


The services of our part-time engineer Mr. Raymond 
J. Garcia, have been terminated. Town Engineer Ralph 
Bacon now performs these services and his sincerity and 
fairness along with his full time capacity is proving 
beneficial to the Board and to the Town. 

The Planning Board would like to thank Mrs. Nancy 
Johnson and wish her good luck in her new position. 
Also Mr. Raymond Garcia for his guidance and sug- 
gestions on sub-division planning. 


The Board has noticed a marked reduction in new 
sub-divisions but it is still working diligently to see that 
the old subdivisions already on the books are conform- 
ing under the seven-year law. 


Your Planning Board is an elected advisory body de- 
signed for your protection during the planning and 
growth of your Town. We believe that now and in the 
future, you will see greater foresight in planning, a 
zoning Master Plan to better guide us, more precise 
rules and regulations, and prompt resolutions to prob- 
lems brought before us. 

The Board wishes to thank all the Town Boards for 
their co-operation and support thus far, and pray it will 
continue for the betterment and happiness of all our 
townspeople.

Report of Public Health 
Nursing Service 


During the year 1972 many families in the town-wide 
area made use of: the facilities offered in the Public 
Health Nursing Service program. New families early in 
their residency here joined the large number of the clinic 
rosters over the years. 


The Well Child program, largest of the several offered, 
will move into its seventh year in May 1973, and is an 
important service for the administration of vaccines for 
measles, diphtheria, whooping cough, mumps, polio and 
physical examinations in the pre-school requirements list. 
The vaccines are supplied by the State Department of 
Public Health to the Health Department as they are 
to the medical profession, free of charge. Tubercular 
testing starts at the Well Child clinic level. Within the 
past several months, vaccination for small pox has been 
discontinued, no longer a requirement for entrance to 
school. However, since there are families traveling with 
the military, vaccination is a measure of assurance as 
these groups go to countries outside the United States 
Dr. Harriet Leach is the clinic director assisted by the 
department nurses. 


An appropriation voted in the annual town meeting 
provides the funding for the clinic program, so greatly 
appreciated and especially among families who have felt 
the impact of employment cut-backs. 


The dreaded disease cancer, moved to the top of the 
list among the terminal illnesses service in the nursing 
program. Assistance in this type of illness is needed 
when evaluation of disease results in transfer of the 
patient to other care from the general hospital. With 
resources exhausted the help given from the department 
is an important factor. 


Innoculations for influenza have become an annual 
program, with municipal workers receiving the needed 
doses, averting days lost from employment. 


In the final count for the year, total visits numbered 
3991, with 38 clinics conducted in the area of Well 
Child for 638 children. Home visits were in the areas 
of medical and surgical follow-up, tuberculosis follow-up, 
industrial program, allergy, premature infant program, 
communicable disease control, insulin maintenance, and 
pre-school detail. 


Appreciation is expressed to doctors, hospitals, out- 
patient services, social service agencies, health authorities, 
and to Secretary Mrs. Muriel Wells, who is appoint- 
ment assistant; to Mrs. Winona LaVigne, clinical regis- 
trar and secretary, and clinic assistants Mrs. Virginia 
Stack, Mrs. Shirley Schultz, and Mrs. Virginia Johnson, 
whose many, many hours of volunteer service have very 
materially aided the clinic program. Appreciation is ex- 
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pressed to parents and members of many families who 
became known to the health services during the year, 
making 1972 a memorable year of service.

Report of Sanitarian

Dear Mr. Chairman: 


I again have the honor to present the annual report of 
the Sanitarian. 


Inspections were made of food handling establish- 
ments for compliance of Article X of the Mass. State 
Sanitary Code. Establishments that had not rectified 
violations within thirty days were issued orders for com- 


pliance by the Health Department. 


Bacterial swabs were taken monthly of eating and 
drinking utensils at those establishments serving food or 
drink. The code requires that bacterial swabs shall not 
exceed 100 colonies per utensil. This past year we have 
noted a sharp increase in conformance of this regulation 
due to the continued education of the food handlers in 
regard to proper bactericidal treatment of utensils. 


Milk and cream samples taken at random from deli- 
very trucks and retail outlets were examined for confor- 
mance of State standards. 


Complaints relative to condition of product and general 
nuisance were investigated with proper action instituted. 


I wish to thank you and the members of your board, 
the Board of Selectmen and other Town Officials for 
their continued cooperation in assisting me to carry out 
my duties.

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PUBLIC WORKS 


WATER TREATMENT 

Total water consumption for 1972 showed a decrease 
of 1% over 1971. The total amount of water pumped 
for 1972 was 1,072,000,000 gallons. The peak month 
was August when we pumped 109,017,000 gallons of 
water. The peak day was May 29, when we pumped 
5,694,000 gallons of water. A ban on the use of outside 
water from the hours of 4-10 p.m. daily until further 
notice as of June 1, 1972, plus the unusually wet and 
cool annual weather temporarily kept the Water Treat- 
ment Plant from exceeding its daily capacity of 6.72 
MGPD. 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


The 1972 Water Main Extension Program. 

1. Eight inch water main installed on High Street 
near Village Lane to Town Farm Lane closing 
a, loop. 

2. Twelve inch water main installed on Floyd Street 
from Salem Road to Railroad tracks to improve 
distribution. 

3. Replaced the existing two inch water main with 
an eight inch water main on Chestnut Street 
from Pond Street to Broadleaf Road. 

4. Replaced the existing two inch water main with 
an eight inch water main on Allandale Avenue 
from Pinehurst Avenue to Beaumont Avenue. 

5. Replaced existing two inch main with a six inch 
water main on Autumn Street. 


There were 29 new water services installed by the 
Water Department and along with 308 services installed 
by developers in the various subdivisions as of December 
31, we had a total of 9,062 services.

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GENERAL MAINTENANCE 

Removed, repaired, and replaced water meters, repaired 
old service connections, turned water on and off for 
summer residents, 27 broken water mains were repaired, 
service leaks were repaired, 35 hydrants were repaired, 
or replaced, and 18 frozen services were thawed. 


MUNICIPAL SEWERAGE SYSTEM 

During 1972 large gains were made in Billerica’s pro- 
gram of continued expansion of the sewerage system, 
with the virtual completion of three contracts. 


Contract No. 4, by Northgate Construction Corpora- 
tion of Waltham, Mass., added about 4.0 miles of collect- 
ing sewers in North Billerica and along Middlesex ‘Turn- 
pike, the Middlesex Turnpike Sewage Pumping Station, 
the Riverview Avenue Sewage Ejector Station, and the 
necessary force main sewers from these pumping facilities. 


Contract No. 7, by the Modern Continental Construc- 
tion Co., Inc., of Cambridge, Mass., added about 3.6 
miles of gravity sewers and about 0.75 miles of force 
main sewers in the area adjacent to the Concord River 
between Route 3 and Nashua Road, and in the Ranlett 
Lane, Stag Drive — Doe Drive areas. 


Contract No. 8, by Seaward Construction Co., Inc., 
of Kittery, Maine, provides for the Nashua Road Sewage 
Pumping Station; this station should be placed in service 
in early 1973. 


During the coming year it is expected that a consider- 
able amount of additional construction will be let out to 
bid. Contract No. 6, for which planning documents 
have been prepared, provides for about nine miles of col- 
lecting sewers, and two pumping stations, in a part of the 
Nuttings Lake area. A Federal grant request of $568,000 
has been approved by the U. S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, and authorization to ad- 
vertise for bids is expected shortly. In addition, ground 
surveys are underway in another large portion of the 
Nuttings Lake area. 


Documents have been prepared for a major expansion 
of the sewage treatment works (Contract No. 9), and 
are now under rev:ew by State and Federal regula- 
tory agencies. This contract will double the capacity of 
the plant from the present 0.8 million gallons per day 
to 1.6 million gallons per day. This work should be 
underway in the spring of 1973. 


Contract No. 10 provides a sewage pumping station 
on Salem Road at the junction of Floyd Street, and 
Contract No. 11 includes about 1.3 miles of gravity 
collecting sewers and 0.2 miles of force main sewers. 
The gravity sewers are in Salem Road from the railroad 
track to Pond Street, in Floyd Street from Salem Road 
to the railroad track, in Middlesex Turnpike between 
the railroad right-of-way and Concord Road, in Stearns 
Road, and in Concord Road from the railroad right-of- 
way to Middlesex Turnpike. The sewer in Salem Road 
will provide service to the new Purity Supreme facility 
now under construction in the area. 


Sewers also continue to be installed in housing develop- 
ments in the Town, at the expense of the developers. 
Some of\ the more active private developments include 
Tower Farm, Heritage Heights, Ranlett Grove and the 
Riverhurst Road area. 

In addition to the construction either completed, or in 
the planning stages, as noted above, at year’s end work 
was nearly complete on an updated master plan for 
sewering all remaining areas of the Town. This com- 
prehensive study will provide a valuable blueprint for 
all future extensions of the sewerage system in Billerica, 
both public and private. 

The Public Works Department wishes to express its 
sincere appreciation to the many residents who have 
accepted with utmost patience and understanding the 
delays and inconveniences which have occurred in con- 
nection with the sewer construction activities during the 
past year. 


SEWERAGE TREATMENT 

The Billerica Homes Sewage Treament Plant located 
on Wyman Road received a yearly total raw sewage 
flow of nine million gallons which is equal to an average 
daily flow of 25,000 gallons. 

Additional sewer connections for the year 1972 are 
as follows: 
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The flushing program of old and new sewer lines was 
continued through the year. This program reduces the 
possibility of sewer blockages. 

During 1972, the Wastewater Treatment Operators 
continued their educational courses. 


TREE, MOTH, AND PARK DEPARMENT 

The Tree Department notes an increase in Dutch 
Elm Disease with 65 trees removed this year compared to 
55 for last year. The Tree Department also removed 130 
dead or dying shade trees. 

Brush was cut wherever necessary. Oak Leak Skele- 
tonizer was sprayed in June and August. This year 
should end the current period of maximum infestation 
and we should not have a severe reoccurance for approxi- 
mately another seven years. Poison ivy was sprayed 
during the months of June and July. 

The Tree Department did not plant any shade trees 
this year because of the lack of funds, but did help the 
Garden Club plant two flowering trees in the Common. 

Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of 
grass cutting on playgrounds, squares, commons, and 
football field; and cleanup of litter from these areas. 
This year the High School football games were played 
at the Memorial Field. Next year the games will be 
played at the Marshall School. 

The addition of fencing and paving of the parking 
area will make the new Little League Field at High 
Street available for use in 1973.

A section of Allen Road will be reconstructed when 
sufficient funds are available to cover a construc- 
tion contract bid and possible land taking damages 
caused by the straightening and widening of the 
proposed new road.

Report of Water Committee 


The following is a report of the Water Committee for 
the year 1972. 


During the year water mains were installed on Floyd 
Street, High Street, Chestnut Street, and Allendale 
Avenue as described by the Public Works Administrator 
in his report. The contract bid price of this work is 
$55,236.50 exclusive of engineering. The bid is based 
upon unit prices and the actual cost will not be estab- 
lished until after the clean-up work is completed in the 
Spring. 

The Autumn Street installation was completed by the 
Water Department using materials purchased with 
money transferred from the reserve fund by the Finance 
Committee. 


The main on a section of Sumac Street was relocated 
to bring it deep enough to prevent freezing during the 
Winter and the hydrant was added. at the end to permit 
flushing. ‘The main was relaid by ‘the present developer 
and the connection to the hydrant was completed by the 
Water Department. There are a number of other loca- 
tions where the main has not been placed at sufficient 
depth. On most of these, the street has been surfaced 
and relaying the main will be expensive because of the 
cost of also reconstructing the street. The work on 
Sumac Street- was accomplished before the street was 
surfaced, most of the material from the original installa- 
tion was salvaged so that the work was accomplished at 
a minimum cost. 


A twelve-inch diameter water main was installed on 
Tower Farm Road between Boston Road and Poe Road. 
This was done under an agreement with the developer 
whereby the town would pay the difference in cost be- 
tween the main size required for the development and 
the larger main that was installed to reinforce the mains 
serving the eastern part of the town. The difference in 
cost was $5,471.60. At present there is a gap of approxi- 
mately 1,400 feet on Tower Farm Road between Poe 
Road and Acre Road that must be installed before this. 
loop is complete. The estimate of the cost to the town 
to complete this section is $7,661.00. Even though the 
loop between Boston Road and Allen Road has not been 
completed, we are enjoying some benefits because a 


smaller main has been installed on Poe Road and Whit- 
tier Road connecting the twelve-inch main on Tower 
Farm Road with the main on Allen Road. This and the 
recently completed main installations on Handel Road 
and Bear Hill Road will help to bring relief to the East 
Billerica area. 

Approximately 400 feet of 16” main has been installed 
on Rangeway Road near Westgate Road. The 16” main 
was installed to provide for the future with the Town 
paying the difference in cost. Additional work is plan- 
ned in this area and we will supply the figures to you 
when the cost has been determined. 

We have examined the water main crossing at the 
High Street Railroad overpass and it has been estab- 
lished that this should be replaced using a larger main. 
The details of design and construction must be estab- 
lished and an agreement made with the Boston and 
Maine Railroad Company before this work can be done. 

Looking to the future, the most important item is an 
increase in the treatment plant capacity and certain 
improvements in the distribution system as reported to 
you previously. We estimate that an effective water ban 
reduces the peak consumption by approximately one 
million gallons per day. Water consumption has been 
increasing at approximately 10% per year. Our present 
treatment plant capacity is seven million gallons per day, 
accounting for water used cleaning the filters. We are 
able to supply water to the distribution system at a rate 
of 6.72 million gallons per day. If we continue to grow 
at the 10% rate, we estimate that, with adherence to 
the restrictions of the water ban, the maximum projected 
use will not reach 6.72 MGPD until after the summer of 
1973. Since water consumption normally declines after 
July, we should have no further problems in 1973. The 
next probable time of trouble occurs in May of 1974 
when the peak use will have normally increased to

period of maximum consumption. April 1974 is the 
time when we will either have available an increase in 
capacity or institute additional restrictions so that we 
can continue with the present system. 

In the Water Extension Program, we have a backlog 
of work. At the Town Meeting we plan to present a 
program which we hope is within the $80,000 annual 


target figure of recent years.

Report of 
Engineering Department 


The following is a report of the activities of the En- 
gineering Department for the year. 

During the period from |] January to 23 June, the work 
in the department was handled by Messrs. Bento and 
Carlson under the direction of Mr. Leahy, Public Works 
Administrator. During the period the following was 
done: 

1. Made comprehensive inspections, researched and 
compiled data for the street acceptance program for the 
1972 Annual Town Meeting. 

2. Worked with Green Engineering to provide accu- 
rately scaled map of Town for future drainage report. 

3. Provided coded maps for highway office on snow 
removal routing, school bus routes, and street acceptance. 

4. Worked with Town Counsel to procure plans and 
data for taking of drain and sewer easements. 

5. Provided street number layouts of various areas for 
use by the Fire Department. 

6. Provided engineering services on the reconstruction 
of Bridge St., construction of High St. playground, re- 
location of utility poles, and a number of drainage prob- 
lems. 

Mr. Bacon joined the staff on the 23rd of June. Dur- 
ing the period commencing on 23 June, the engineering 
department continued to provide engineering support on 
various public works projects, investigate various prob- 
lems, interfaced with other consulting engineers work- 
ing in the Town, worked on the development of a 
facility to provide the type of engineering services re- 
quired, and commencing in September, inspections and 
other services for the Planning Board. The engineering 
support on various projects included the investigation of 
complaints, the design of additions to the drainage sys- 
tem, field engineering and inspection of drains installed 
by contractors, location of utilities for the sewer con- 
tractors and others, prepared rough plans and bills of 
materials for work that was done by town crews. 

The complaints or citizens requests for assistance in- 
cluded routine requests for house number assignments, 
assistance in the location of property and street lines to 
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secure land court titles, street and oft-street drainage, 
street improvement, street signs, location. of trees to de- 
termine if on town property and if the:town is responsible 
for the removal, inquiries from industry for water and 
sewer service, low water pressure, discolored water, 
search of records and conditions relating to accidents to 
provide facts for legal disputes. We never verified the 
amounts with a count but we believe that the drainage 
complaints exceeded all others. Some of the problems 
could be solved by maintenance or a small addition to 
the present system that could be accommodated in the 
yearly budget. Some of the larger problems were not 
solved. Drainage was a severe problem this year for two 
reasons. Prior to the recent urbanization of the town, 
there existed a drainage system of natural drainage 
courses and man-made drainage elements that drained the 
several densely populated areas and surrounding country- 
side. Because much of the area was open space devoted 
to agriculture or unused land, the drainage was not as 
critical as in a residential area. Also the growing plants 
and tilled soil tended to retain moisture and reduce the 
runoff due to rainfall. With urbanization, we introduced 
homes into the previously open spaces which now need 
adequate drainage throughout the entire year. Also, the 
character of the surface has been changed. For the most 
part, this change has increased the amount of water run- 
off from a rain storm. If the increased needs are not pro- 
vided for, trouble occurs. The conditions are worse when 
the rain fall is greater and the water table is higher than 
normal. This year, the rainfall was excessive for all but 
about two months of the year and the water table was 
abnormally high throughout the year. 


When the demand for water increased in the late 
spring, we had a large number of complaints of dis- 
colored water. The water mains were flushed and these 
complaints diminished. 


In the area of interfacing with ‘consulting engineers, 


we located utilities and made improvements in the drain- 


age in conjunction with the installation of sewer lines, 
provided information on the existing drainage system to 
the consultants working on the drainage master plan, 
utilities location, services regarding drainage and house 
service location data for the consulting engineer and 
contractor on the water main expansion program, the lo- 
cation of utilities and establishment of original layout 
through title search was provided for the road re- 
construction in the Center through the Topics program. 


In the area of developing an engineering office, we 
have re-arranged the existing area and acquired addition- 
al furnishings to provide three members of the staff with 
a drafting area and an area for the completion of calcu- 
lations and the preparation of specifications, reports, etc. 
This was accomplished without displacing anyone from 
the other offices in the building that were originally de- 
signed to be occupied by the engineering department. 
We have been allowed to use a portion of the carbon 
storage room in the water treatment building where we 
have started a materials analysis laboratory. A bench 
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mark program was initiated, and data is being accumu- 
lated to develop a system of bench marks thorughout the 
Town. The equipment has been acquired and a facility 
has been developed for the determination of storm drain 
pipe size for the preparation of new designs or the evalu- 
ation of existing designs. A continuing program has 
been developed for the accumulation of information on 
street layouts, drainage, natural water courses, easements 
and similar items. 


In this first year, there may be some interest in how 
the new engineering department has interfaced with the 
other departments. Reporting to you on a personal basis, 
I have worked with the water department previously as 
a water committee member. This year, we worked more 
closely on a number of occasions including the relocation 
of a main to a greater depth to prevent freezing and the 
attempt to repair and the ultimate replacement of the old 
main on Autumn Street. We worked very closely with 
members of the highway department on a number of oc- 
casions including the interval of work on the continu- 
ation of construction of Fardon Street, the drainage prob- 
lem on a piped section of Stearns Brook, and we called 
upon the tree department to remove trees and overhang- 
ing branches to clear a roadway or provide working 
space for excavating machinery. On each of these oc- 
casions, we received excellent cooperation from members 
of the other departments. Frequently, they did what was 
required under difficult circumstances which commands 
admiration and respect in any situation. 


Finally, because of the provisional nature of my ap- 
pointment, there is the problem of continuity of office. 
I have tried to keep a detailed record of my day to day 
activities so that there will be a record for use in the 
future.

Report of Sewerage and 
Drainage Committee 


I. Introduction: 

The Billerica Sewerage and Drainage Committee has 
continued this year to investigate the causes of the exist- 
ing Sewerage and Drainage problems in Billerica. 

The Committee was formally organized on January 5, 
1971 and consists of seven active members, hereafter 
referred to as the Committee. The Committee has held 
regular public meetings whereby problem areas have been 
brought to public attention. 

This report will cover the status of the Master Sewer 
Plan, the Master Drainage Program, possible modifica- 
tions to the Planning Boards Rules and Regulations, 
State Grant and Aid Programs for Drainage projects and 
Recommendations for future Committee involvement. 


Il. Summary and Recommendations: 
The Committee, through its investigations, would 
recommend that the following changes be made: 


1. Drainage - For the Town to consider more full 
time qualified members to the Town Engineering Staff 
to service the ever increasing demands of a growing 
community. The Committee is of the opinion that the 
Sewerage and Drainage problems that have presented 
themselves in Billerica have been due to the inability 
and lack of Engineering facilities. 


2. Planning Board Procedures - The Committee 
recommends that the Rules and Regulations of the Plan- 
ning Board be looked into and strengthened and en- 
forced. This Committee also recommends that the Plan- 
ning Board adopt a regulation for Dry Sewer Construc- 
tion which would require Builders, Contractors and 
Developers to install and cap sewer pipes in the streets 
of all new developments. When the Town sewer is ex- 
tended to serve the area containing the development, it 
is a simple matter to connect to the pipes already in the 
streets. 


3. Continuance - It is felt that the Town Meeting 
Membership should extend the Sewerage and Drainage 
Committee for the next year in order to oversee the 
orderly implementation of the Master Drainage Plan 
and to assist the new Sewer Commission in any way 
possible. Also, the Committee can act as a Chair for the 
combined meetings of the Boards and Committees. It 
will be noted that this combined effort was suggested in 
our last year’s annual report and that the majority of 
recommendations in the Sewerage and Drainage Com- 
mittee Annual Report of 1972 have been implemented. 
These meetings have been applauded by the Boards and 
Committees in town as an effective means of communi- 
cation and cooperation between elected officials. 

4. Sewerage - The Committee strongly recommends 
an accelerated public sewering of practically all the 
streets in Billerica. The Committee feels that because of 
economics, some outlying, isolated homes cannot be in- 
cluded. The recent 3 phase, 15 year proposal of the 


town’s consultants is a means of achieving this acceler- 
ated sewering program. The need for this public works 
undertaking is real and further delay will prolong the 
hardships and increase.the costs. 


5. Chapter 91 Projects - C. 91 and C. 131 of the Gen- 
eral Laws of the Commonwealth provide local aid for 
stream clearance and flood control projects. The Board 
of Selectmen should petition the Public Works Com- 
mission for assistance in any eligible project covered by 
the above laws. 


Ill. Master Sewerage Plan: 

The Committee was invited by the Board of Select- 
men to participate in a meeting with the consultants, 
Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, to discuss the Master 
Sewerage Program. 

The consultants presented an updated report and 
plans outlining a fifteen (15) year - three (3) phase 
plan whereby greater than 90% of the town would be 
sewered. The approximate cost for this accellerated sew- 
erage program is $37,000,000.00. This figure will be 
substantially less when the town receives anticipated 
Federal and State Grants. It will be noted that in the 
past six (6) years the town has authorized 9.6 million 
dollars for its sewerage facilities. During this same six 
(6) year period, the town received 1.25 million dollars 
in Federal and State Grants. Through our investigations 
and public hearings, the Committee has found a serious 
need for public sewers in most of the Town of Billerica 
as outlined on the Master Sewerage Plan. 


IV. Master Drainage Plan: 
There exists a widespread lack of drainage and prop- 
erly working drainage systems throughout the Town. 


The status of the Master Drainage Plan is as follows: 


Maps have been completed for the eastern one-half of 
the Town. The eastern one-fourth has been checked with 
a North-South line and three East-West lines and found 
to be correct. Two major basins have been defined and 
sub-basins of basins exterior to the Town have been 
identified. Street maps based on photographs taken May 
11, 1971 are being updated. 


With the assistance of the Town Engineer, a list has 
been compiled identifying the present drainage prob- 
lems. These consist of sixty (60) locations. Approxi- 
mately twenty (20) of the locations were on the Com- 
mittee’s list last year. For these there has been no so- 
lution as yet. Many of these problems will be alleviated 
when the Master Drainage Plan is finished and imple- 
mented. Unfortunately, the time used investigating these 
problems is causing part of the delay in procuring in- 
formation necessary to complete the Master Plan. 

With the Town going ahead with the extensive Sew- 
erage and Drainage systems, thought should be given to 
the technical manpower which will be needed by the 
Town Engineer to insure proper installation. Past experi- 
ence with developers and construction companies shows 
the saving to a Town when a project is properly in- 
spected from beginning to end. 


V. Planning Board Procedures: 

Each year in our Annual Report to you, we have tried 
to bring to your attention our recommendations and 
also to report on problem areas. Again this year, problem 
areas have occurred which we feel were again, the res- 
ponsibility of the Planning Board, who because of a split 
Board, helped create the problems in a sub-division on 
Ironwood Street. The sidewalks were not completed, 
drainage manholes were more than the maximum dis- 
tance, no drainage manholes at intersecting streets, head- 
walls were constructed out of loose fieldstone at the end 
of street drains which were pouring out water onto pri- 
vate property into a low area on this property, creating 
a reservoir of water which is approximately 8’-0” deep, 
lying there stagnant without any proper plan of release. 
The situation is a dangerous health hazard and safety 
hazard in the area. The Committee feels that this situ- 
ation did occur because of the ineffectiveness of the 
Planning Board to do their job because of internal prob- 
lems within the Board. The Town of Billerica again, 
will have to go to the aid of the residents and the Tax- 
payers will pay for what the Planning Board did not do. 
The Committee has met with the Planning Board to 
discuss their Rules and Regulations pertaining to Per- 
formance Bond, Street Acceptance and Notification to 
residents of a sub-division of Final Bond Release to their 
Developer. ‘This Committee is of the opinion that the 
Planning Board has acted contrary to the best interests 
of the town and that suggestions and recommendations 
from outside sources such as our Committee go un- 
heeded. Bear in mind, our recommendations suggested 
to the Planning Board resulted from long hours of in- 
vestigations and discussions with residents of the town. 
If these negative attitudes persist indefinitely, the Town 
suffers, taxes rise and there is nothing more we can do. 


VI. Town Engineering Facilities; 


The Committee through its investigations has con- 
cluded that many of the problem areas stem from the 
fact that the Town is without qualified engineering 
personnel. ‘The proper growth of our Town requires and 
demands the engineering services of a Town Engineer- 
ing Department. A full time qualified engineering de- 
partment will perform the following: 

a. Reduce outside consultant time. 

b. Perform engineering duties as required by the 

Planning Board. 

c. Centralize a filing system that is accessible to all 

boards and town residents. 

d. Avoid duplication. 

e. Full time services. 

f. Cost savings and efhiciency. 

g. Put the Town of Billerica into a planned program 

of growth and control. 


The Engineering Department represents the control- 
ling factor in the growth of the Town by administering 
the Master Plan, the Sewerage and Drainage instal- 
lations, Water installations, Sidewalk layouts and all 
services required by the ‘Town. It is in our opinion that 
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these recommendations should be formulated at once 
with a qualified engineering department, then the 
Town of Billerica will avoid these problems in the years 
to come. 


Our recommendations of last year did not materialize, 
so therefore we would like to elaborate on what the 
Committee feels are minimum staffing requirements of 
the engineering department. 


— Qualifications — 

Town Engineer: A Bachelor of Science in Civil En- 
gineering or a Registered Civil Engineer and a Regis- 
tered Land Surveyor. Overall supervision of Engineer- 
ing Department and all Municipal projects. Coordinate 
all levels of planning consisting of sewage, Sub-Divisions, 
Buildings, Drainage and Street and Sidewalk layouts. 


Asst. Town Engineer: A graduate engineer with a 
Bachelor of Science in Civil Engineering or a Registered 
Engineer. This position should have flexibility. Registra- 
tion as a Professional Structural Engineer could benefit 
the Town. 

1. Would cover all ‘Town Municipal Buildings as to 
design and planning. 

2. Aid the Building Inspector in overall discussions on 
large Commercial and Industrial projects being proposed 
or built in the Town. 

3. Design and formulate for construction, various 
small projects for the Town of Billerica. 

4. Have a background in Surveying and work as part 
of Surveying Team. 

Jr. Engineer: Enrolled in a College studying Civil 
Engineering and Land Surveying. 

1. Work as Rod Man in Surveying Team. 

2. Do drafting as instructed by the Town Engineer 
or Assistant Town Engineer. 

3. Filing, Printing of Prints as required. 

4. Set up Central Filing System. 


Engineering Aide: Position to be filled by someone 
who has started or intends to start evening school with 
his aim at achieving a Bachelor of Science in Engineer- 
ing. Duties consist of aiding all engineering personnel 
with various assignments they are engaged in, such as 
Surveying, Drafting, Street Numbering, Street Layouts, 
Water Main locations and Sewer tie-in locations for the 
Water and Sewer Department and to help the Jr. En- 
gineer in the centralized filing of various material with- 
in the Engineering Department which will be available 
to the various boards, committees and town residents.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I submit herewith my fifteenth and final report as 
Superintendent of Schools in the Town of Billerica. 

My fifteen_years in Billerica have been very happy and 
rewarding. I have accomplished the goals that I set for 
myself. The people in town can be very proud of their 
school system. We are recognized at the State level and 
in surrounding communities for the excellent educational 
programs here in Billerica. 


This stage in our school system could not have been 
accomplished by me alone. 


I am proud of my team and their accomplishments 
and want to take this opportunity to thank them. 


1. The School Committees who have had faith in 
my administration and who have given their full 
support to recommendations so that the students of 
Billerica could enjoy the best education possible. 

2. My sincere thanks and appreciation for the loyalty 
and professional attitude of my two assistants, Mr. 
Flaherty and Mr. Goodrow. A school system must 
have strong leaders and these two men are tops 
in their field. 

3. The coordinators and supervisors have worked 
closely with the central administration and have 
been a vital link in our program. 

4. The citizens of the town for providing the educa- 
tional facilities necessary for developing sound 
educational practices. Also for providing the finan- 
cial backing to staff the schools with competent 
instructors and with the educational materials so 
vital today. 

5. ‘The Permanent Building Committee, for the ex- 
cellent schools. 

6. The administrators who have been very loyal and 
who have worked hard and conscientiously to 
help. We could not have passed through over- 
crowded conditions, double sessions etc., without 
their full support. 

7. The teachers who have given freely of their free 
time to work on curriculum and also to imple- 
ment all new programs brought to them. 

8. The nurses, clerks, custodians, maintenance and 
cafeteria workers for their faithful performance of 
their jobs. 

9. Lester Shaughnessey, without whose help, we 
would have been unable to solve bus problems 
that we encountered during these fifteen years. 

10. The many town officials, the police, the fire depart- 
ment and the many other persons who were will- 
ing to give help whenever needed. 


During the 1971-72 school year, Billerica Memorial 
High school participated in an intensive self-evaluation 
of its standards in preparation for the reception of an 
oficial evaluating team of educators from the New Eng- 
land Association of Schools and Colleges which is the 
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accrediting agency for the New England area. Students, 
parents, and staff were involved in this effort for one 
full year using the Fourth Edition of the. Evaluation 
Criteria which is the measuring instrument that public 
secondary schools are required to use in the evaluation 
process at least once every ten years if continued member- 
ship is to be granted, by the accrediting agency, to this 
high school. 

On October 2, 3, 4, 5, the evaluating committee of the 
New England Gsmnnietan studied our philosophy and 
objectives, school and community, program of studies, 
guidance services, educational media services, school staff, 
record keeping, administration, school plant, school- 
community relations, financial support, and general 
school atmosphere. The evaluating committee recom- 
mended to the New England Commission that Memorial 
High be granted continued membership in good stand- 
ing until June 1974, at which time it is expected that 
plans for new educational facilities, recently voted by 
the town, will be nearing completion. The evaluating 
committee was pleased with the educational plans 
developed, and soon to be implemented, for the purpose 
of enhancing educational opportunities for the children 
of Billerica. | 


The eight Elementary Schools includes grades one 
through five and houses 4,801 children in 159 classrooms, 


The new Social Science Program “Concepts and 
Inguiry,” which was initiated in 1971 was expanded 
this year to include the second and third grades. ‘This 
program leads the student to understand specific con- 
cepts through inquiry and problem-solving techniques. 
It interweaves concepts inherent in history, geography, 
economics, political science, sociology, anthropology, reli- 
gion, philosophy. This program was developed by the 


Educational Research Council of America, was class-

room tested by 10,000 teachers and 250,000 pupils and 
was designed to meet the need for a balanced and unified 


curriculum in elementary social science. 


Pilot programs in Mathematics during 1970-1971 re- 
sulted in the selection of a new mathematics program for 
the 1972-73 school year. A mathematics committee con- 
sisting of the Elementary Curriculum Coordinator, 
principals and teachers reviewed many programs and 
chose the Laidlaw Mathematics Series for adoption in 
September 1972. 


A science committee consisting of the Elementary 
Curriculum Coordinator, principals and teachers studied 
many programs before recommending for adoption 
“Concepts in Science”. This new program which began 
in the upper elementary grades in September, 1972 will 
be expanded to the lower elementary for 1973. This 
program involves children in all aspects of life and 
physical sciences from biology and chemistry to geology 
and oceanography, with a special emphasis on environ- 
mental and space science. 


Individualized Instruction is presently being con- 
sidered for implementation in the elementary schools. 
Visitations to other school systems are being made by 
our elementary school administrators to observe individu- 
alized programs in operation and to formulate plans for 
developing an individualized program in our schools. 


A town wide search was made for space to house the 
mandatory kindergarten program for September 1973. 
As a result of this, a modified kindergarten progam will 
begin in September 1973 enabling each child to attend 


classes one half of the school year. 


During the past year, our schools have undergone 
some major face-liftings. 
Some of these items are as follows: 


Ditson School has had its two oil burners replaced. 
A new ceiling and lights in Room 3, six classrooms were 
repainted and shades were replaced in nine rooms. The 
complete exterior of the building was redone during 
the summer. A new lawn was put in at the Ditson plus 
the area now has exterior night lights as well as shrubs. 
All new electric panel was installed on the stage area. 
Our Preventative Maintenance program continued at 
the High School with the entire Science Floor being 
redone. The two boilers at the High School were com- 
pletely insulated. The Pollard School was completely 
redone outside. The Kennedy School had its eaves re- 
stained. The Vining School had its exterior painted 
and new stage curtains installed. The Parker School 
had its exterior woodwork painted as well as some plan- 
ned maintenance replacement of shades and drapes in- 
side. The Hot Top at the Parker and Administration 
Building was repaired and replaced. The Dutile Planned 
interiance painting program got underway with five 
rooms being wainscotted. The Talbot School had exten- 
sive painting done in the halls and cafeteria as well as 
repairs to its roof. 


These are but a few of the major repairs that helped 
to retain your schools in top physical condition. Under 
our Planned Maintenance program we are attempting 
to stay on top of and ahead of any major problems that 
could occur. All of our facilities are inspected each year 
by the State and they have been very pleased with the 
upkeep of the buildings. This is a tribute to the tax- 
payers of Billerica who support our school system. 


I am delighted to report the overwhelming acceptance 
of the new addition to Billerica Memorial High School 
and renovations to the Howe Building by the voting of 
$10,300,000 to complete this program. This will provide 
an additional 114 teaching stations which will give us 
the necessary space to house another 1,800 pupils on 
this site. 


In tune with the construction period, we will devote 
much time and effort over the next three years develop- 
ing our curriculum needs in grades 9-12. A recent evalua- 
tion by the New England Secondary Schools and Col- 
leges will assist us greatly as we move to up date the 
method and content of our high school education pro- 
gram. The administration and staff have indicated a 
strong willingness to move in this endeavor and it will 
be our responsibility to provide them with the tools to 
reach the new objectives. 

In closing I wish to again take this opportunity to 
thank the School Committee, all members of the school 
department, and the citizens of Billerica for their 
patience and cooperation during the past 15 years.

On March 28, 1972, an organizational meeting was 
held at which time the following officers were elected: 


_ Wallace Haigh, Chairman; Eugene Kritter, Vice-Chair- 


_ man; Kenneth Buffum, Secretary-Treasurer. 


In order to develop the guidelines for the operation 


_ of the school, from time to time various items such as 


job descriptions, dress codes for students, rules for con- 
duct on buses, teachers contract and other related mat- 
ters are added to the school policy book. In response to 
requests by H. L. Paul, R.N., School Nurse, changes in 
the school policy were accepted, that up grade the 
health services offered to students and staff at Shawsheen 
Tech. 


In accordance with the recently passed legislation, the 
school committee met with the elected members of the 
Student Advisory Committee to discuss matters of 
mutual interest. It is felt that this is a move in establish- 
ing communications between students and school com- 
mittee. One of the items approved by the school commit- 
tee was the modified dress code as submitted by the Stu- 
dent Advisory Committee and recommended by the 
Superintendent-Director. 


Approval was voted to continue the summer school 
program which moved to step two with students going 
four hours per day over a period of six weeks receiving 
credit toward requirements for graduation. Authorization 
was given by the committee to establish a program for 
seniors from the five towns who are interested in acquir- 
ing a skill to attend our school for halfday sessions where 
spaces are available. 


School Committee members approved a proposed 
House Building Project. This will enable students from 
Technical Drafting, Carpentry, Metal Fabrication and 
Electrical to experience the actual construction of a 
dwelling. In addition, the profits from this enterprise 
will go into a student scholarship fund. 


Practice teachers from Lowell State and Salem State 
Colleges have been using our facilities in order to meet 
the training requirements. 


Mr. Joseph Bastable was assigned in September, 1971, 
the responsibility of developing plans and specifications 
of building an addition to the school. He researched 
this matter by examining the percentage of area students 
now applying for admissions and forecasting a potential 
increase of applicants for our school. 


Mr. Bastable met with school administrators, repre- 
sentatives of the five towns and the Department of Edu- 
cation to discuss the projected addition and to solicit 
advice and counsel. He developed a questionnaire that 
sample opinions from teachers and students about what 
new programs should be offered, completed a survey of 
manpower needs from business and industries in the 
area, used statistics from state and federal sources, and 
established an Advisory Committee of area professional 
men and women in the curriculum areas indicated in 
demand by the surveys of needs. 


As a result of the preliminary work, additional speci- 
fications were developed which call for increasing the 
building capacity from 700 to 1,400 and adding the fol- 
lowing programs: Air Conditioning and Refrigeration, 
Equipment Repair, Electro-Mechanical Technology, 
Cosmetology and Beauty Culture, Diesels & Heavy Duty 
Equipment Repair, Graphic Arts, Allied Health, Child 
Care, Masonry, Photography, Plant Maintenance, 
Plumbing, and Small Engine Repair. 


In addition, the Division of Occupational Education 
has been requested to assist in approval of an Area Vo- 
cational Coordinator who will help each of the five 
towns in the district to develop occupational skill pro- 
grams that will not duplicate those at Shawsheen Tech, 
but will supplement and complement them. 


At this point the educational specifications have been 
approved by the School Building Assistance Bureau. An 
architect has started to develop preliminary drawings. It 
is anticipated that with approval from the five towns, 
the addition will be ready in September, 1975. The 
committee voted to retain Korslund, LeNormand & 
Quann as architects. 


Arrangements were made for Dr. Ronald Saris, Re- 
search Division, Department of Education, to engage in 
a special project that would provide information helpful 
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in planning the new addition to the school. This project 
is to be funded by the federal government at no cost to 
the school district. 


The School Committee voted that the afternoon Oc- 
cupation Skill Program be increased by one hundred 
twenty-five students in September. This will be the sec- 
ond year of the program in which some fifty odd stu- 
dents in Grade 10 are in the second year of this program. 


The committee approved appointments of coaches in 
the following areas: track, winter and spring cross 
country, football, hockey, basketball and soccer. In order 
to round out the staff of the school, the committee ap- 
pointed an AV/TV Instructor and Placement Counselor. 


A contract was awarded for the purchase and erection 
of portable steel frame bleachers on the football field. 
Approval was given for an additional hot food station 
thereby making it possible to establish a third serving 
line in order to adequately serve all students in the 
school. 


The Committee approved the continuation of the 
evening school program established last October. It is 
expected that this program would be increased to meet 
the needs of the adults in the community. 


School Committee members met with the representa- 
tives of the Teachers Association and concluded a con- 
tract with the organization that is effective until June, 
1974. 


The Committee received $16,210 in federal funds in 
payment of the introduction of a multi-media system 
used in the Driver Education Program. 


The Educational Goals report as requested by the De- 
partment of Education has been developed in conjunc- 
tion with the Superintendent-Director. 


Bids for a three-year contract to provide bus service 
effective July 1, 1973, were awarded to the Shawsheen 
Valley Transportation Association. 


A building committee was established consisting of 
Wallace Haigh, Chairman; Kenneth Buffum, ‘Charles 
Freni and Joseph Rogers to meet with Mr. Bastable and 
the architects to develop plans for the new addition to 
the school. 


It is essential to realize that the facilities of this school 
should be utilized to the maximum extent. This has 
been apparent to members of the School Committee who 
have made every effort to approve programs that will 
benefit the youth and adults of the community, 


The complete acceptance of this school has not only 
shown the dire need for this type of education, but has 
proven to the school community that the opportunity 
should be expanded or extended to give more people the 
benefit of occupational skill training. 
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Report of 
Superintendent-Director 


1972 saw Shawsheen Tech in the second year of oper- 
ation. In September, approximately 425 students applied 
for admission to Grade 9, however we were only able 
to accommodate 185. In order to fully utilize our facil- 
ties we were able to absorb another 125 in the afternoon 


‘sessions known as the Occupational Skill Program. As of 


October 1, we had reached our full capacity, having 680 
regular day school students, and approximately 180 stu- 
dents in the afternoon program. Because of this con- 
tinued interest in our school, it was felt necessary to take 
prompt steps to initiate the expansion program known as 
Phase II. 

Mr. Bastable, who had been Director of Vocational 
Guidance, has been developing this expansion program 
with the hope that the addition to the school will be 
ready for occupancy in September of 1975, making it 
possible to double the capacity of the school to approxi- 
mately 1,400 students. 


Courses now offered 

Our present curriculum is as follows: Auto Body, 
Automotive, Carpentry, Chemical Laboratory Tech- 
nician, Culinary Arts, Distributive Education, Electrical, 
Electronics, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication and 
Welding, Secretarial Science, Technical Drafting, Tech- 
nical Illustration and Commercial Art. 

Since state and federal regulations require fifty per 
cent of the school time be devoted to shop and fifty per 
cent to academic and related subjects, the following has 


been developed: 


MATH: 

Grade 9: 2 sections, General Math and Algebra 

Grade 10: 3 sections, Applied, Algebra I, Geometry 

Grade 11: 4 sections, Business Math, Algebra I, 
Algebra I, Geometry 

Grade 12: 5 sections, Business Math, Algebra I, 
Algebra II, Geometry, Advanced Math 
including Trigonometry 


SOCIAL STUDIES: 

Grade 9: Civics, Concerned with state and local gov- 
ernment, political parties and elections, the 
court system and the Supreme Court. 

Grade 11: United States History, 1860 to present 

Grade 12: Consumers’ education, the citizen and his 
rights, minority groups, current issues and 
problems, etc. 


ENGLISH: 

Grade 9: Linguistics and literature 

Grade 10: Word mastery, sentence strength and 
punctuation. 

Grade 11: Community and the World, newspaper, 
vocabulary, literature. 

Grade 12: Corrective English, group leadership, pub- 
lic speaking and discussion groups. 


A new physics program has been approved and is a 
requirement for all seniors. Physical Science for all 
tenth grade students, which includes study of matter, 
atomic structure, energy, light, sound, space travel, earth 
sciences environment, conservation of natural resources. 


In addition, students engage in a physical education 
program in the well-equipped gymnasium. Students also 
have outdoor facilities which include a football field, 
paved running track, baseball diamond, soccer field and 
four tennis courts. Those students who have difficulty in 
reading are assigned to the Reading Lab for special 
assistance. 


In completing our faculty, we have added an instruc- 
tor for AV/TV and a Student Placement Counselor, and 
also an instructional aide in the Reading Lab. 


Occupational Skill Program 


This is the second year of our afternoon program 
which is called the Occupational Skill Program. The 
purpose is to make available vocational education to 
those students for whom there is no room in the regular 
day program. At present we have approximately fifty 
students in grade 10 and one hundred twenty in grade 9. 
These students take their academic studies in their local 
high school and then are transported by bus to Shaw- 
sheen Tech to take various shop training programs from 


2:30 to 5 P.M. each day. 


Extended School Year 


In order to obtain maximum utilization of the facili- 
ties here at Shawsheen Tech we instituted a six week 
summer program which was part of the regular school 
program, and was termed Extended School Year. I be- 
lieve we were the first school in the Commonwealth to 
have received approval from the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation to formally institute this type of program. In the 
summer of 1972, we advanced into the second step of 
this program. For a period of six weeks students attended 
school on voluntary basis from eight in the morning 
until one in the afternoon. Three hours were devoted 
to shop and one hour to English and Math. In addition, 
where the shop facilities permitted, students were en- 
rolled from the five towns. These were in many cases, 
seniors who were not going to college and were interested 
in acquiring an occupational skill, as well as undergradu- 
ate students who were interested in some of the shop 
areas from the standpoint of exploratory experience. 
Because of the innovative characteristics of this program, 
Mr. Ayer, Summer School Coordinator and I have been 
working closely with Mr. Passios and Mr. Kyros of the 
state Department of Education in evaluating this pro- 
gram in order to insure its success. 


It is hoped that for Step Three in the summer of 
1973, the full six hour school program will be adopted 
so that full credit can be given to our students, enabling 
them to fulfill their requirements for graduation and 
permitting them to leave school sometime in the spring. 


Pilot Program 


We are entering the third year of a special pilot pro- 
gram for the training of twenty-eight students who have 
reading difficulties and have been in special classes in 
previous schools. The Division of Occupational Educa- 
tion is very much interested in our project and we feel 
that considerable progress has been made in helping 
these students. The key to this program is integration. 
Every effort is made to combine these students with 
regular day school students in order for them to realize 
they can and should be like the other students in every 
way possible. 


Career Education 


We have been working with school administrators and 
industrial arts teachers in promoting occupational skill 
programs in the local high schools. These programs, once 
approved, will be funded by the Division of Occu- 
pational Education. This will make it possible for many 
students to acquire entry level skills for entry into the 
job market. In order to expedite this program it is ex- 
pected that an Area Vocational Coordinator will be 
authorized in the near future. 


Evening School 

The start of 1972 witnessed the activation of our 
Evening School Program. Close to six hundred adults 
had registered in twenty-three courses requiring thirty- 
three teachers. Initially, classes were conducted on Mon- 
day and Wednesday evenings from 7-10 P.M. Due to 
the heavy demand in certain areas, the school was also 
opened on Tuesday and Thursday evening. October 
saw the start of the second year of the Evening School 
Program. In addition to the regular courses, opportunities 
were offered in physical fitness programs for men and 
women. 

A special innovative program in vocational guidance 
was initiated. This was called Project Explore and gave 
an opportunity for adults to be tested by the Division 
of Employment Security and to be counselled in order 
to help the adult find what areas he or she is best suited 
for. Opportunity to get “hands on” experience in four 
different areas was made possible. Some eighteen adults 
signed up for this course and it proved quite helpful to 
a number of them in order to help them “find them- 
selves”. 

School Activities 


The second annual Open House was held on May 17. 
All shops were in operation and the parents had an op- 
portunity to see the school as it is in function during a 
normal school day. A parents visiting night was held 
shortly after the issuance of the first report card. This 
gave the parents an opportunity to meet the teachers, 
as well as to discuss any problems. 

The first Regional Art Festival was held in our gym- 
nasium, on May 19 and 20. The special display boards 
were made by our carpentry students. Over 2,000 people 
from the five towns visited the festival. The quality of 
the paintings, sculptures and drawings, showed how 
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much creativity the students who did them had. It is 
hoped that this Regional Art Festival will become a 
yearly event. 

The Driver Education Program is a very successful 
operation in our school. We have received federal funds 
for the multi-media system, which is used for the class- 
room part of this program. In addition, Fred F. Cain, 
Inc. CChrysler-Plymouth of Wilmington) cooperated in 
loaning us two 1973 Plymouth cars for the behind the 
wheel instruction. 


Student Activities 


This is the first year that we have embarked on a full 
athletic program which includes varsity football, basket- 
ball, track and hockey. Intramurally soccer, lacrosse and 
tennis are also in operation. 


The football field was used for the first time this year 
and stands were erected to hold one thousand spectators. 
It is expected in the following spring that our carpentry 
shop will be involved in building a press box and a re- 
freshment stand in order to complete the football facili- 
ties. 

Various clubs were started as part of our extra curricu- 
lar program. Students are presently enrolled in the fol- 
lowing activities: Yearbook, Dramatics, Photography, Ski 
Club, Chess, Cheerleading, Television, Gymnastics and 
Distributive Education Club of America. 


On June 8, a special athletic award assembly was 
held. During that time letters and trophies were awarded 
to the athletes. 


Robert Pease, a student in our Commercial Art De- 
partment, was honored by having his drawing accepted 
for the cover of the 1971 Billerica Town Report. 

This fall saw the continuance of the Junior Achieve- 
ment Program. Student business organizations are spon- 
sored by Purity Supreme and Raytheon. The adults 
from these two companies worked with the students 
from our school in making products and ‘selling them. 
This gave the students experience in the world of busi- 
ness which was found to be most valuable. 


We are engaging in a project entailed in the building 
of a split level ranch. The plans were developed. by the 
Technical Drafting Department. Construction is to be 
done by the students in the carpentry shop and the 
electrical installations are going to be done by the elec- 
trical shop and Metal Fabrication will install the warm 
air ducts. The planning has been done this year. It is 
expected that next year we will see the construction and 
completion of this House Building Project. 


Project Interface 


In conjunction with the Middlesex Community Col- 
lege, we are involved in a federally funded project. The 
purpose of the study is to determine how best the region- 
al technical school and the community college can work 
together without duplicating courses of study or offer- 
ings. 
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The Division of Occupational Education is extremely

interested in this project since it is hoped that it will 


develop a logical solution and establish guidelines for 


relationship between the community colleges and the 


regional technical schools. 


Professional Workshop 


Shawsheen Tech was the site of summer workshops 
for teachers, sponsored by the Division of Occupational 
Education. These one week seminars were for electronics 
teachers and for those academic teachers that are in a 
vocational high school. Because of the success of this, we 
anticipate that we will again have these workshops next 
year. 


Public Relations 


Due to the publicity received locally as well as nation- 
ally, through the medium of School Management Maga- 
zine (June 1972), we have had a variety of visitors. 


Many of these are in the field of vocational education — 
in the state and are interested in the operation of our 


school. We have also had visitors from a team of edu- 
cators from the Province of Manitoba in Canada, Ten- 
nessee, West Virginia, and a group from Madrid, Spain. 


On April 28 and 29, Shawsheen Technical High 
School was host for the annual convention of the Massa- 
chusetts Vocational Association. Reports from the of- 
ficers of the association related that it was a very success- 
ful convention. It was highlighted by a luncheon as 


well as a dinner that was prepared and served by the | 


students of the Culinary Arts Department. Dr. Joseph 
Cronin, Secretary of Education for Massachusetts was 
one of the guest speakers. 


On Sunday, May 21, we participated in the Walk for 
Development. This charitable activity used our facilities 
for a station on the tour and luncheon was available in 
the school cafeteria. 


A number of organizations used our facilities for 


luncheons or dinner meetings. This included the Garden 


Club Federation of Massachusetts, Campfire Girls, Lions | 


Clubs, Rotary Clubs and many others. 


Conclusion 


The importance of this type of educational facility is 
reflected in the very heavy demand by people of all ages 
to benefit from this kind of instruction. We have come 
to the realization that it is necessary to utilize the facili- 
ties to its maximum in order to: benefit as many people 
as, possible. We feel that the ‘success of the operation of 
the school is due to the dedication of the faculty and to 
the excellence of the student body who, combined, make 
this school one of the outstanding ones of its kind in 
this part of the country.

Report of 


Historical Society 


BILLERICA 
1655-1971 


Billerica, named for a town in Essex County, Eng- 
land, was the Shawshin wilderness in 1636 when first 
mentioned as a potential site for a new plantation. 

On November 2, 1637 the General Court granted 
Lieutenant Governor Dudley one thousand acres and 
Governor John Winthrop twelve hundred acres. Two 
great rocks called the Two Brothers (because of their 
children’s marriage), were to part their land. The two 
rocks still lie on the east bank of the Concord River, in 
Bedford a short distance south of the Billerica line. 

On June 2, 1641 Shawshin was granted to Cambridge, 
provided they make it a village of ten families, settled 
within three years. This was a time of hardship and 
financial embarassment, however, and Cambridge was 
not ready to granple with the difficulties of a new settle- 
ment so far in the wilderness. The sale of the Dudley 
Farm in 1652 resulted in the settlement there of several 
families, chiefly from Woburn. The “then inhabitants 
of Shawshin” were recognized as a town, and the name 
Billerica confirmed, in May, 1655. 

Most of the land was wilderness, but newcomers were 
accepted with care and granted homesteads. Town rec- 
ords and Jonathan Danforth’s maps suggest an initial con- 
ception of house-lots in a central “township”, with farm- 
steads outlying. But, if so, the plan was soon abandoned, 
for the earliest grants lie both on and off the township, 
along the road (now 3A) from the Churches Farm (and 
Shawshin’s House?) to the Fordway Bridge. A strip of 
land running through the center was set aside “as a 
common forever’, but today only a small part of it sur- 
vives. 

By 1658 there were twenty-five families, who had 
built a meeting house with Samuel Whiting as their 
first minister. Mr. Whiting preached here for fifty-six 
years. The meeting-house was thirty feet long and 
twenty-four feet wide with a thatched roof and plain 
benches for seats. It served for forty years. A marker is 
on the common where it stood. 

Farming was hard work and men, women, and chil- 
dren all did their share. By 1660 the number of families 
had increased to forty. “Roads” (really blazed trails 
through the woods) led to Woburn, Concord, Chelms- 
ford, and Andover. There were no fences, so care of 
cattle and swine was difficult. Fox Hill was one com- 
mon range for cattle; another lay beyond North Billerica. 
They had a herdsman to care for the cattle and if any 
refused to take their turn on the Sabbath, he was fined 
five shillings. The first bridge was at the Fordway in 
North Billerica, probably built in 1657 or 1658 as records 
show that it was in use by 1659. 

The Shawshin wilderness was a favorite territory for 
the red men. There were small encampments on the 





Churches Farm and on Indian Hill, north of Nuttings 
Pond. In 1675 came the threat of King Philip's War. His 
war parties destroyed many neighboring towns but never 
attacked Shawshin. The town had built a fort and 
designated garrison houses just in case. Families fled 
from their own homes to the garrisons or to the greater 
security of lower towns. They organized a company with 
Jonathan Danforth lieutenant. Billerica had fifty families 
in 1675. In 1676 King Philip was killed and families 
returned to their homes. Mr. Whiting could preach 
without guns stacked at the church. 

Then came the long French and Indian Wars. In 
1692, on August Ist, Billerica was attacked and five 
persons killed. Again on August 5, 1695, fifteen persons 
were killed or captured. Both attacks occurred in the 
northerly part of the town. 

In the beginning in New England only members of 
the church could vote or hold office. In this early period 
Martha Carrier, a former Billerica resident, was ac- 
cused of witchcraft in Salem. Several Billerica neighbors 
testified that they had been “bewitched” by her. She was 
hung in Salem. Town meetings were held once a week 
and a fine imposed for not attending. In 1670 Joseph 
Thompson was chosen school master and ordered to 
teach reading and writing to those who wished it. 

The early town was a community of subsistence farm- 
ers, most of whom practised a specialty craft on the side. 
Industry took the form of saw and grist mills, scattered 
on brook sites throughout the town. The dam site at 
North Billerica, below the Fordway, was recognized 
early and a “mill lot” reserved, but it was probably not 
developed until grant of the rights to Christopher Os- 
good in 1708. The story of its development is not well 
known, but in addition to saw and grist mills, there was 
a fulling mill to finish cloth still woven in individual 
homes. In the center of town, tanneries grew up along 
the brook south of the common about 1750. 

The last important division of common land was also 
made in 1708, opening up large areas west of the Con- 
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cord River, northeast of the town in modern Tewksbury, 
south of the town in modern Bedford to settlement. It is 
probably not accident that many of the newcomers in 
the first two areas were “weavers”. The population at 
least doubled, increased distances from town and church 
emphasized a reordering in the community and led to 
petitions for secession. Parts of Bedford (1729), Tewks- 
bury (1734), Wilmington (1737), Carlisle (1760, finally 
1780) were separated from their parent town of Billerica. 

In 1763, Henry Cumings came as fourth minister, 4 
dominating figure for the next sixty years. He bought 
the older house now owned by the Historical Society 
(Clara E. Sexton Memorial), probably adding the hand- 
some pedimented doorway and panelling in the south 
room at that time. 

Before the Revolution, a Billerica man, Thomas Dit- 
son was tarred and feathered in Boston by British sol- 
diers. They claimed he had tried to make a British 
soldier desert. We remember him still as “Yankee 
Doodle”. On April 19, 1775, John Hancock and Samuel 
Adams took refuge on Amos Wyman’s farm, at the 
southernmost tip of Billerica. Billerica men were at Lex- 
ington, but most met the British at Merrimam’s Corner 
(Concord) and took part in the running fight back 
toward Boston. The first soldier to fall at Bunker Hill 
was Asa Pollard. A stone on Pollard Street marks the site 
of his birthplace. 

After the war, there came a period of prosperity and 
expansion. New and larger homes were built, including 
several around the Common. In 1797, the fourth and 
largest meeting house was dedicated. In 1780, the town 
was divided into squadrons, each having a school and its 
own school committee. The women teachers were called 
Dames. 

The first stage coach passed through Billerica in 1795. 
As many as twelve to sixteen stages daily, later on, but 
not on Sundays! This was still the time of teaming, in 
large wagons drawn by four, six or eight horses. It called 
for taverns on the roads and the Manning Manse, built 
in 1696 on Chelmsford Road, was one. It called for better 
roads. 

The Middlesex Canal was opened to trafic in 1802, 
the first important canal in America. It was twenty-seven 
miles long, thirty feet wide, and three feet deep. It was 
navigable to the Charles River in 1803 and drew its 
water from the Concord River at “Billerica Mills” (now 
North Billerica), the community which had grown up 
around the mill dam. It was built chiefly for freight, 
but a packet boat for passengers was run daily at a speed 
of four miles per hour. The fare from Lowell to Boston 
was fifty cents. The canal cost $1,642,000.00 and was 
never profitable. It was always in need of repairs and 
alterations. In 1851 the charter was surrendered, and in 
1852 the Canal was sold in sections, mostly to abutters. 
The Proprietors claimed the railroad had been permitted 
to damage their chartered rights. 

The Middlesex Turnpike was built in 1805, extending 
from Tyngsborough to the “Foot of the Rocks” at Meno- 
tomy (Arlington). Its charter was repealed in 1841. In

1835 the Boston and Lowell Railroad was opened with 
four trains daily. 

In 1811, Francis Faulkner came from Acton and 
founded the second woolen mill in New England east of 
the dam at North Billerica. As the Billerica Company, 
the Faulkner Mills are still in operation. The larger Tal- 
bot Mills, built in 1853, on the west side of the dam (Os- 
good’s original rights, but purchased in 1852 from the 
Middlesex Canal Company), are not. 

The first social library in Billerica, instituted in 1772, 
was one of the earliest in Massachusetts. A second was 
incorporated in 1807. In 1880, these and other collections 
were united by the Bennett Public Library Association, 
for which Mrs. Joshua Bennett had erected at her own 
expense the building still in use. Her daughters gave 
two thousand dollars to furnish and purchase books, and 
other members of the family have been generous through 
the years. The library is still administered by the private 
association, with substantial public support through the 
town meeting. 

Ebenezer Pemberton came to Billerica in 1794 and, 
for more than twenty years, maintained a private acad- 
emy for boys. The Billerica Academy opened its doors. 
in 1820, but closed sixteen years later. Dr. Zadock 
Howe, for forty-five years physician in Billerica, willed 
his entire fortune to establish the Howe School in 1852. 
The first building stands north of the center, in use as. 
administration building in the larger public school sys- 
tem which has long since absorbed both private and 
public antecedents. 

Thus, Billerica is another “typical” New England: 
town. In a community originally based on subsistence 
farming, “home-based” industry developed in the 18th 
century, centralized mills in the 19th. Since 1950, the 
larger mills have been replaced by smaller, more diversi- 
fied industry, the larger farms by suburban development. 
The Shawshin wilderness has been settled.

3. I. CONDOMINIUM RESIDENTIAL PLANNED UNIT 

DEVELOPMENT: 

There shall be created hereby a zoning district for single 
family residential units in a cluster concept subject to the follow- 
ing Definitions, Permitted Uses, General Site and Filing Re- 
quirements, Dimensional and Density Requirements, Street and 
Parking Requirements. 

II. DEFINITIONS 

A. MAJOR STRUCTURE: 

1. Any single family dwelling whether attached to an- 
other structure or not, or any community club house 
building. 

B. MINOR STRUCTURES: 

1. Any service building, whether or not appurtenant 
to a major structure such as a garage Or storage shed, or any 
building or shed forming part of any recreational facility. 

2. Patios, private patios, terraces, fences, walls, swim- 
ming pools, racket courts, man-made culverts or drainage 
facilities shall not be considered structures under this Sec- 
tion of the Zoning By-Law. 
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3. Private Patios: That area consisting of not less than 
eight feet in width and eight feet in length contiguous to a 
major structure and devoted exclusively to the use of the 
occupant of the said major structure and whether or not 
developed with brick, above ground, planking, wood deck- 
ing, patio block, or other suitable material. No private 
patio shall be permanently covered so as to give the appear- 
ance of a porch or family room. 

C. OPEN SPACE: All areas upon which no structure is to 
be constructed. 

D. RECREATIONAL OPEN SPACE: All areas of Open 
Space less all paved areas of Major Streets and Minor Streets 
and Parking Facilities. 

E. MAJOR STREETS: Shall be those streets which pri- 
marily provide access to Minor Streets, collect traffic from 
Minor Streets, and provide access from public ways into and 
out of the development. 

F, MINOR STREETS: Shall be those streets which pri- 
marily provide access to the structures and do not collect 
traffic from other Minor Streets and which are accessible 
from Major Streets. 

G. CLUSTER: A grouping of continguous attached major 
structures together with such minor structures as are to be 
used exclusively by the occupants of the major structures in 
the cluster. 

H. DEVELOPMENT: The entire project including all 
structures, major and minor streets, open space and recrea- 
tional space. 

III. PERMITTED USES: The following uses shall be per- 
mitted: Single family residence and incidental thereto, garaging 
of private passenger automobiles, recreational and entertainment 
club facilities for the exclusive use of the residents of the plan- 
ned development and incidental to the development main- 
tenance facilities, including storage of maintenance equipment, 
for the general maintenance of the planned development. 

IV. GENERAL SITE AND FILING REQUIREMENT: For 
single family residential development in a cluster concept, the 
following shall apply: 

1. The tract of a single or consolidated ownership at 
the time of application shall be at least 50 acres in size and 
subject to approval by the Planning Board under the Sub- 
division Control Law, provided, however, that only those 
dimensional and density requirements hereinafter set forth 
shall be applicable to the CONDOMINIUM-RESIDENTIAL 
DISTRICT. 

2. A site plan for the entire tract at a scale of 1” — 40° 
shall be prepared by a land surveyor or registered profes- 
sional engineer. The site plan shall be submitted to the 
Planning Board and shall show at least the following: 

a. The location and acreage of areas to be devoted 
to specific uses; 

b. Two-foot finished contours on the tract and 
within 50 feet thereof; 

c. Existing and proposed street, parking, drainage, 
and utility systems; 

d. Proposed residential density of development in 
terms of dwelling units per acre. 

3. A separate plan at a scale of 1” — 40’ showing the 
location of parks, open spaces, and other public or commun- 
ity uses shall be submitted. 

4. A physical fitness and natural resources map ata 
scale of 1” = 40’ shall be submitted showing water bodies, 
streams, wetlands, vistas, slope areas, geological features, 
unique vegetation, historic features, and others that may be 
important to the site. Cluster development plan shall re- 
flect the presence of these features. 

5. Open Spaces shall be of a size, shape and character 
which are reasonably suitable for the following purposes: 

a. Recreation land, including private patios. 

b. Grassed or landscaped areas between cluster of 
housing which shall include plantings which will 
retain the individual identity of each cluster.

7. There shall be devoted to structures, patios, private 
patios, fences, walls, swimming pools, tennis courts, and other 
man-made recreational facilities, and paved areas of any 
type, no more than 50% of the entire development tract. 

8. No structure shall be erected less than 40 feet from 
any perimeter boundary line abutting the development 
tract. 

9. No structure shall be erected less than 30 feet from 
any Major or Minor Street. 

10. There shall be at least 20 feet between any group- 
ing of any structures not forming part of the same cluster, 
VI. STREETS AND PARKING REQUIREMENTS: For 


Single family residential development in a cluster concept, the 
following shall apply: 


1. There shall be provided for use of each major struc- 
ture at least one covered facility suitable for parking an 
automobile and an additional paved off street parking fa- 
cility capable of providing parking for one additional auto- 
mobile. 

2. There shall be provided for the use in common by 
all occupants and guests of dwelling occupants one addi- 
tional paved parking facility, per seven (7) major struc- 
tures, which said major structure is intended for use as a 
dwelling. 

3. There shall be provided for each square foot of 
major structure used for common recreational purposes at 
least .75 square feet of additional paved parking facilities. 

4. A paved parking space shall consist of any area at 
least 8’6” by 18’. 

5. All development streets whether Major or Minor 
shall be layed out, designed and constructed in accordance 
with rules and regulations of the Town of Billerica pertain- 
ing to new Subdivisions. 

6. No minor streets shall create intersecting ways with 
other minor streets, except upon application, review and 
hearing before the Board of Appeals.

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Report of Action Taken on the Articles of 
the Warrant of Town Meeting of April 7, 1973 


The Town Clerk F. Lillian Turner was assisted in the 
election by the Assistant Town Clerk, Myrtie D. Smith. 

All duly elected Chairmen and Clerks were sworn in 
by the Town Clerk or Assistant Town Clerk.

Commander Ovie Gallet. The assembly joined in sing- 
ing the National Anthem led by Arthur Doyle who 
was accompanied on the piano by Carolyn Geissler. 

There was a moment of silence in memory of Irving 
Folk, a member of the School Committee who had re- 
cently passed away quite suddenly. 

The election of Town Meeting Representatives was 
then completed. 

The meeting was called to order at 11:30 A.M. by 
the Moderator Raymond F. McColough. 

Police officers were notified that anyone not sworn in 
by the opening of the meeting would not be allowed in 
the hall. 

Marcello Olivieri, Ralph Bacon and Marie Kyricos 
were appointed Tellers by the Moderator-and sworn in 
by him. 

A count for a quorum showed there to be 181 
members present, more than the necessary quorum. 

Permission was asked for the press and department 
heads to sit on the stage. Voted unanimously.

Freeling McDewell reported that the 200th Anniver- 
sary Committee for American Revolution report will 
come before Article 56. 

Lawrence DeBenedictis reported for the Map Com- 
mittee and the report was accepted by the Moderator to 
be filed with the Town Clerk. 

The Town Meeting Members were informed that the 
By-Laws Committee for Up-Dating the Town By-Laws 
under Article 84 of the 1972 Annual Town Meeting 
was never formed. The new Town Clerk was asked if 


she would be willing to appoint this Committee and 


have it report back at the next Annual Town Meeting 
in 1974. She agreed to carry out the wishes of the 
Town Meeting Representatives. 

Robert Cady reported for the Billerica Sewerage and 
Drainage Committee, and stated that the report was in 
the Town Report. It was voted unanimously to have the 
committee continue for one year, and to accept the 
report. 

There was no report on the Drug Action Committee 
at this time. 

All were told by the Moderator to give reports to the 
Town Clerk who had not done so.

Further moved that the Board of Selectmen is 
authorized to acquire all necessary land and easements 
thereto by purchase, gift, or eminent domain, and to 
apply for, accept and expend any Federal and State aid 
for these projects, provided that the amount of borrow- 
ing for each project here under shall be reduced by 
the amount of Federal and State aid received for the 
project. 


ARTICLE 49. Voted that the sum of $4,950,000.00 
be appropriated for the following purposes: for the 
design and construction of watermains of eight inches 
or larger, additions and improvements to the existing 
water filtration plant, appurtenant work and cleaning 
and cement lining of a portion of the existing mains, all

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PERMITS REQUIRED 

A permit is required for the erection of all 
signs except those specifically exempt from 
this By-Law. 

Application for a sign permit shall be made 
in writing to the Building Inspector stating 
the proposed sign location by street and num- 
ber, the names and addresses of the owner 
and the sign contractor or erector. The Build- 
ing Inspector may require the submission of 
plans and other information pertinent to con- 
struction and installation. 

A permit shall not be issued to any person 
until a proper certificate of public liability 
insurance satisfactory to the Building Inspec- 
tor is in force. 

A fee shall be paid to the Town for each 
sign permit and collected by the Building 
Inspector in accordance with a schedule 
established by the Selectmen. 

The permit number shall be clearly indi- 
cated on the sign. 

No permit shall be required to refinish an 
existing sign or change the display on a 
changeable letter sign. 

No permit is required for signs conforming 
to the Zoning Laws in a Residential Zone. 
APPEAL 

A person aggrieved by any decision of the 
Building Inspector may appeal to the Board 
of Appeals. 

ENFORCEMENT 

The Building Inspector. is charged with the 
enforcement of this By-Law. 

Whoever violates any provision of this By- 
Law shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred ($100) dollars for each of- 
fense. Each day that such violation continues 
shall constitute a separate offense. (Chapter 
93, Sec. 33 of the General Laws). 

The Building Inspector shall require the 
proper erection and maintenance of all signs. 
The Building Inspector may order the re- 
moval of any sign that is not properly main- 
tained. 

Signs erected before the adoption of this 
By-Law shall not be rebuilt or relocated ex- 
cept in conformance with this By-Law. 

Signs erected before the adoption of this 
By-Law that do not conform to the provisions 
of this By-Law shall be made to so conform 
within three (3) years of the effective date 
of this By-Law. 

INSTALLATION 

No sign shall be erected which obstructs any 
fire escape, door, ventilator, or other open- 
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ing, or prevents free access to all parts of a 
roof, 

Electric Signs. 

Flashing signs are prohibited. 

Red or green lights that would create a traffic 
hazard are prohibited. 

No sign may be illuminated between 1:00 
A.M. and 6:00 A.M. 

No exposed, uninsulated parts of any elec- 
trical sign shall be closer than nine (9) feet 
to the ground. 

No sign is permitted that in any way creates 
a trafic hazard. 

All parts of a sign shall be secured to the 
display surface or supporting structure. 

No sign shall be painted on the exterior sur- 
face of any wall, window, door or roof. 

No moving signs are permitted. 

No sign shall be placed in or upon any street, 
public building or place without permission 
of the Selectmen. 


Section 3.0 PERMITTED SIGNS 
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RESIDENTIAL ZONES 

A temporary sign advertising rental, lease or 
sale of the premises which shall be 24” x 36” 
in length or less 

A sign stating the home occupation or pro- 
fession of a resident which shall be 12” x 24” 
or less. 

A sign erected by or for any recognized 
church for church purposes. 

BUSINESS ZONE 

Same as 3.1.1 

WALL SIGNS 

One wall sign shall be permitted for each 
business side of a building and direct en- 
trance into a store. 

At gasoline stations and garages the front 
wall sign may be divided into separate signs, 
indicating operations or departments, provid- 
ed the total width of the separate signs does 
not exceed the maximum permitted for a wall 
sign. 

wean sign shall be four (4) feet or less 
in height. 

At the first floor level a sign may extend 
across the full width of the wall. At other 
than the first floor level, a sign shall be six 
(6) feet or less in length. 

One building directory shall be permitted on 
the exterior wall of the building at each 
entrance. A building directory shall be one 
square foot for each occupant or tenant of 
the building. 

PROJECTING SIGNS 

One sign shall be permitted for each business. 
The sign shall be four (4) feet or less in 
height and shall not project more than 6 ft. 
from the face of the building, nor closer than 


15 ft. from the property lines.

3.2.4.1 Signs shall only be attached to the sides or 
front of a marquee arc shall be seven (7) 
feet or more above ground.

3.2.5.1 No free standing signs shall be permitted, ex- 
cept temporary signs which shall be ten (10) 
feet or more from any property line. 

3.2.5.2 A temporary sign erected during construction 
of a building shall be 48 square feet or less 
and 10 feet or less in any dimension. 

3.3 INDUSTRIAL ZONE 

esp A temporary sign advertising rental, sale or 
lease of a premises not exceeding 24 square 
feet. 

3.3.2 WALL SIGNS 

3.3.2.1 Wall signs shall be the same as for business 
zones except that signs shall be six (6) feet 
or less in height. 

3.3.3 ROOF SIGNS 

3.3.3.1 One roof sign shall be permitted for each 
building. 

3.3.3.2 A roof sign shall be 10 ft. or less in height 
and shall not exceed 100 square feet. An in- 
dividual letter roof sign shall be six (6) feet 
or less in height. 

3.3.4 PROJECTING SIGNS — Same as Business 
Zone. 


3.3.5 MARQUEE SIGNS — Same as Business 


Zone. 


3.3.6 FREE STANDING SIGNS 

3.3.6.1 No free standing signs shall be permitted ex- 
cept temporary or directory signs which shall 
be ten (10) feet or more from any property 
line. 

3.3.6.2 A temporary sign erected during construction 
of a building shall be 48 square feet or less 
and 10 feet or less in any dimension. 

3.3.6.3 A free standing sign may be permitted for 
purposes of a business directory provided that 
no more than 20 sq. ft. shall be permitted for 


each business.

Garden Apartment Buildings may be constructed 
in a Garden Apartment District subject to the 
following safeguards, restrictions, and provisions of 
this section and other applicable sections of this By- 
Law. A Garden Apartment District shall contain 
residential facilities for eight (8) or more families 
in two (2) or more detached buildings, each con- 
taining not less than four (4) nor more than ten 
(10) dwelling units. 

9.01 Area Requirements 

The proposed apartment site shall have not less 
than 300 feet of frontage on an accepted public 
way and the minimum area required for such site 
shall be determined by Paragraph 9.02 and 9.03 
and 9.05 of this part of Section 5. 

9.02 Lot Coverage Restrictions 

Buildings shall not cover more than twenty-five 
(25) percent of the lot, and at least forty (40) per 
cent of the lot shall be landscaped or retained 
its natural condition, any other provisions of the 
Zoning By-Law notwithstanding. 

9.03 Minimum Setbacks 

On each lot there shall be provided a minimum 
setback of one hundred (100) feet from the street 
line, a minimum distance to each side line of fifty 
(50) feet, and a rear yard distance of not less than 
fifty (50) feet. All buildings shall be surrounded 
by fire lanes. A fire lane is an open space in 
which no automotive vehicle may be parked and 
in which no building or structure may be erected 
without the written permission from the Chief of 
the Billerica Fire Department, except that build-

ings may be interconnected by corridors or walk- 
ways, if provision is made for access by fire appara- 
tus to all outside walls. The open space shall be 
between a building and a line parallel to, and fif- 
teen (15) feet equidistant from a building. 

9.04 Height Restrictions 

Garden Apartment Buildings shall not exceed two 
and one-half stories nor be more than thirty-five 
(35) feet in height; provided that no living quarters 
shall be located below the mean finished grade of 
the ground adjoining the building, nor above the 
second story. 

9.05 Density 

A minimum of five thousand (5000) square feet of 
land shall be required for each garden apartment 
dwelling unit. 

9.06 Parking 

There shall be one and one-half (1 and ¥%) park- 
ing spaces for each garden apartment dwelling 
unit. 

9.07 ‘Town Sewerage Program 

Garden apartment buildings shall be serviced by an 
existing Town Sewer, or by an extension of an exist- 
ing Town sewer line in which case it must require 
prior approval of the Board of Selectmen. Installa- 
tion of any sewer line extension, if approved by 
the Board of Selectmen, will be the financial 
responsibility of the developer, and will be installed 
in accordance with the specifications provided by 
the Sewerage Commission. Said extension will be 
so laid out that any residence it passes will be able 
to be serviced by the line. 


9.08 Site Plan Approval 


Requirements for Site Plan 

No Garden Apartment shall be constructed or ex- 
ternally enlarged, except in conformity with a site 
plan bearing an endorsement of approval by the 
Board of Appeals. Said site plan shall show, among 
other things, all existing and proposed buildings, 
all existing structures, parking spaces, driveway 
openings, driveways, service areas, and other open 
uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and other 
waste disposal and for surface water, drainage, and 
all landscaping features such as walks, fences, 
walls, planting areas and greenbelts on the lot. 


Procedure Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under 
this Section shall submit said plan in triplicate 
prepared by a Registered Land Surveyor or Profes- 
sional Engineer in collaboration with a Registered 
Landscape Architect, with application for approval 
thereof, directly to the Board of Appeals. The 
Board shall, within ten (10) days after receipt 
thereof, transmit one copy of each plan to the 
Planning Board and to the Board of Health, which 
said Boards may, in their discretion, investigate the 
case and report in writing their recommendations 
to the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals 


shall not take final action on such plan until it has 
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C)

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received a report thereon from the Planning Board 
and Board of Health, or until said Planning Board 
and Board of Health have allowed thirty-five days 
to elapse after receipt of such plan without sub- 
mission of a report thereon. 

No Buildings or access facilities shall be placed on 
any portion of the land determined by the Board 
of Health to be unsuitable for such construction. 
In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, 
the Board of Appeals shall conform to all require- 
ments of procedure applicable to all Boards of 
Appeals when deciding requests for special permits 
under General Laws Chapter 40A as amended 
Cincluding the requirements thereof for public 
notice and hearing. ) 


General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section, the 
Board of Appeals shall assure to a degree consistent 
with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes 
permitted or permissable by regulations of the 
district in which located. 

(1) Convenience and safety of vehicular and ped- 
estrian movement within the site, and in relation to 
adjacent streets, property or improvements. 


Authority of the Board 

The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify 
or amend its approval of a site plan on application 
of the owner, lessee, or mortgagee of the premises, 
or upon its own motion if such power is reserved 
by the Board in its original approval. All of the 
provisions of this Section applicable to approval 
shall, where apt, be applicable to such modifica- 
tions or amendment, including the requirements of 
notice and public hearings. The Board of Appeals 
may not vary the provisions of this By-Law. 


9.09 Building Size 

No Garden Apartment building shall contain more 
than ten (10) dwelling units and no such unit 
shall contain a floor area of living space of less than 
eight hundred (800) square feet. Utility space 
and other space not used for living purposes, roofs, 
balconies and porches shall not be used in deter- 
mining living space, but balconies and porches 
shall be used in determining building coverage. 
Each multiple dwelling unit shall contain cooking 
and bathroom facilities. Each apartment unit shall 
have a maximum of two bedrooms. 


9.10 Access Roads 

There shall be at least one access road into the 
Garden Apartment District from a public way for 
each 250 units or portion thereof constructed in 
such district. The access roads shall be separated 
by at least 150 feet between center lines of the 
road. All access roads shall be built in accordance 
with design specifications of the Subdivision Rules 
and Regulations of the Town of Billerica. 


9.11 Buffer Strip 
A strip not less than one hundred (100) feet in 
width shall be maintained in its natural state, or 
landscaped, around the portion of the perimeter of 
the lot or tract upon which the garden apartment 
dwellings are built, that abuts any residential dis- 
trict or public way. No structure or road may be 
placed on this Buffer Strip. The Buffer Strip shall 
not be used in making the calculations required 
under Paragraph 9.02. 
9.12 Architectural Design 
In order to promote harmony in architectural treat- 
ment and avoidance of incongrous or inappropriate 
character of architectural appearance and arrange- 
ment of buildings detrimental to the property 
values of adjoining owners or the community, no 
building permit shall be issued for any garden 
apartment building until plans showing the _pro- 
posed location and external appearance shall have 
been submitted to the Board of Selectmen and the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for review, comment and 
suggestions with the advice of the Planning Board 
and the Board of Selectmen and the Zoning Board 
of Appeals shall have made such comment and 
suggestions or allowed three (3) weeks to elapse 
after such submission without action. No building 
permit shall be issued for any building whose archi- 
tectural appearance and an arrangement of build- 
ings in relation to other buildings in the district 
shall be determined by the Board of Appeals to be 
detrimental to the property value of adjoining 
owners or the community; 

or act in relation thereto.

Report of the Action Taken at the 
Special Town Meeting on January 16, 1973 


The Town Meeting joined in the singing of the 
National Anthem, led by Arthur L. Doyle, accompanied 
by Helen Harrington. 


Invocation was offered by Rev. Neil O’Connor. 


The meeting was called to order by Town Clerk 
Mildred A. Westhaver, who was acting as Moderator, 
due to the resignation of Attorney John Lecomte as 


Moderator. 

An election of a Moderator was then held with the 
name of Robert Hentz being placed in nomination. All 
nominations were then closed and Robert Hentz was 
elected unanimously as Moderator for this Special Town 
Meeting. 

_ The following were appointed tellers and sworm in by 
the Town Clerk: Marcello Olivieri, Shirley Brannen 
and Ralph Bacon. 

A count for a quorum showed a quorum of 160 Town 
Meeting Members present. 

Unanimous consent was given the Moderator to waive 
the return of service and the reading of the warrant and 
to refer to the articles by their number and subject 
matter. 


ARTICLE 1. Voted that $10,300,000.00 is appropri- 
ated for constructing and originally equipping and fur- 
nishing an addition to the Memorial High School in- 
cluding a skating arena and for reconstructing, remodel- 
ing, rehabilitating and modernizing the Memorial High 
School and the Howe Junior High School, including 
architectural, legal and engineering fees; that to raise 
this appropriation the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, is authorized to borrow $10,300,000.00 
under Chapter 645 of the Acts of 1948, as amended, and 
the Permanent School Building Committee is authorized 
to take all action necessary to carry out the project. 

This was voted with 180 in the afhrmative and two 
in the negative. 


ARTICLE 2. A motion was made that Article 2 be 
accepted as written in the Warrant. This was followed 
that Article 2 be dismissed. Following discussion, the 
motion to adopt was lost. A motion to reconsider Article 
2 was lost. 


ARTICLE 3. A motion was made and seconded that 
the sum of $10,676.35 be raised and appropriated, and 
this was followed by a motion that Article 3 be dis- 
missed. After discussion, the previous question was 
voted. The motion that $10,676.35 be raised and appro- 


priated was then lost. 


ARTICLE 4. A motion was made to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,400.00 for engineering and 
appraisal fees as set forth in Article 4. After discussion, 
the previous question was moved and so voted. The 
motion to raise and appropriate $1,400.00 was lost. 


ARTICLE 5. <A motion was made and seconded that 
Article 5 be accepted as written in the Warrant. This 
was followed that Article 5 be dismissed. The motion 
that Article 5 be accepted as written was then put and 
so voted. 


ARTICLE 6. Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $11,000.00 and to transfer the sum of $3,000.00 
from Article 61; $3,000.00 from Article 62, and $3,000.00 
from Article 63 of the Annual Town Meeting of March 
1972, making a total of $20,00.00. 


ARTICLE 7. Voted that the Town raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $40,000.00 for the purpose of obtain- 
ing professional engineering services in connection with 
the Flood Plain District Maps for the Town of Billerica 
and this to be under the direction of the Board of 
Health. 


ARTICLE 8. Voted unanimously that the sum of 
$18,000.00 be raised and appropriated for the purpose of 
contracting with a Common Carrier to provide bus 
service to the residents of the Town of Billerica which 
will be $1,000.00 per month, and to terminate in June, 
1974. 


ARTICLE 9. Voted that the Town amend the 
Billerica) Home Rule Charter, Section 25 entitled 
“Conservation Commission” by deleting the word “Five” 
in the first sentence thereof and substituting the word 
“Seven”. This was voted with 120 in the affirmative and 
28 in the negative. 


ARTICLE 10. Voted to amend the Billerica Home 
Rule Charter, Part 3, Section 13, by deleting the words 
“Two Hundred and Fifty” in the third paragraph and 
substituting the words “Five Hundred”. This was voted 
with 137 in the affirmative 3 in the negative. 


ARTICLE 11. A motion was made to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,143.00. This was followed by 
a motion that the Article be dismissed. Following discus- 
sion, the previous question was voted. The motion that 
the article be dismissed was so voted. 


ARTICLE 12. Voted that Article 12 be dismissed 
for the reason that the vote on Article 71 of the 1972 
Annual Warrant was a vote to adopt this Article, and 
it is understood that the action applies to rivers and 
streams as well as Nuttings Lake. A motion was made 
that Article 12 be accepted. After discussion, the pre- 
vious question was voted. The motion to dismiss was 
then put and the motion to dismiss was lost. 


ARTICLE 13. A motion was made that a committee 
of five (5) members be appointed by the Moderator, 
and that the committee be named the Street and High- 
way Planning Committee, and that the sum of $100.00 
be raised for this committee. An amendment was made 
that the committee report back not later than the 
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Annual Town Meeting of 1974. A motion was made 
to dismiss this article. The amendment that this Com- 
mittee report back at the Annual Town Meeting of 
1974 was voted. The motion to dismiss this Article was 
then put and so voted. 


ARTICLE 14. A motion was made and seconded that 
the sum of $3,500.00 be raised and appropriated for the 
purpose set forth in Article 14. This was followed by a 
motion that Article 14 be dismissed. After discussion, the 
previous question was voted. The motion to raise and ap- 
propriate $3,500.00 was then put and the motion was lost. 


ARTICLE 15. Moved and seconded that the sum of 
$4,800,000.00 be appropriated for the following pur- 
poses: for the design and construction of watermains of 
eight (8) inches or larger; additions and improvements 
to the existing water filtration plant, appurtenant work 
and cleaning and cement lining of a portion of the exist- 
ing mains, all substantially as recommended for the 
initial construction program by the Town’s Consulting 
Engineers, Camp, Dresser, and McKee, in their report 
to the Town dated May 1972, and to meet this appro- 
priation the sum of $100,000.00 be raised on the general 
tax levy and the Treasurer with the approval of the 
Selectmen, is authorized to borrow $4,700,000.00 under 
General Laws Chapter 44, Section 8 as amended. 

Further voted that the Board of Selectmen is author- 
ized to acquire all necessary land and easements thereto 
by gift, purchase, or eminent domain, and to apply for, 
accept and expend any Federal and State aid for these 
projects, provided that the amount of borrowing for each 
project hereunder shall be reduced by the amount of 
Federal and State aid received for the project. 

This was followed by a motion that Article 15 be 
dismissed. A motion that a Water Building Committee 
be appointed to consist of seven (7) members; 1, Select- 
men; 1, Board of Health; 1, Finance Committee; 1, 
Planning Board Member; 1, Water Committee and two 
members-at-large. After discussion, the previous question 
was moved and so voted. The motion to dismiss this 
article was then so voted. The motion to appoint a 
committee was then put with 10 voting in the affrma- 
tive and 87 in the negative.

“Apartment houses shall not be allowed in any 
Zoning District; any other provisions of the Zoning 
By-Law notwithstanding.” 

D) Adding to Section 5, the following: 

9. Garden Apartment District 

9.0 District 

Garden Apartment Buildings may be constructed 
in a Garden Apartment District subject to the

following safeguards, restrictions, and provisions of 
this section and other applicable sections of this By- 
Law. A Garden Apartment District shall contain 
residential facilities for eight (8) or more families 
in one (1) or more detached buildings, each con- 
taining not less than four (4) nor more than ten 
(10) dwelling units. 

9.01 Area Requirements 

The proposed apartment site shall have not less 
than 150 feet of frontage and the minimum area 
required for such site shall be determined by 
Paragaph 9.02 and 9.03 and 9.05 of this part of 
Section 5. 

9.02 Lot Coverage Restrictions 

Buildings shall not cover more than twenty-five 
(25) percent of the lot, and at least forty (40) per 
cent of the lot shall be landscaped or retained 
its natural condition, any other provisions of the 
Zoning By-Law notwithstanding. 


9.03 Minimum Setbacks 

On each lot there shall be provided a minimum 
setback of one hundred (100) feet from the street 
line, a minimum distance to each side line of fifty 
(50) feet, and a rear yard distance of not less than 
fifty (50) feet. All buildings shall be surrounded 
by fire lanes. A fire lane is an open space in 
which no automotive vehicle may be parked and 
in which no building or structure may be erected 
without the written permission from the Chief of 
the Billerica Fire Department, except that build- 
ings may be interconnected by corridors or walk- 
ways, if provision is made for access by fire appara- 
tus to all outside walls. The open space shall be 
between a building and a line parallel to, and Fif- 
teen (15) feet equidistant from a building. 

9.04 Height Restrictions 

Garden Apartment Buildings shall not exceed two 
and one-half stories nor be more than thirty-five 
(35) feet in height; provided that no living quarters 
shall be located below the mean finished grade of 
the ground adjoining the building, nor above the 
second story. 


9.05 Density 
A minimum of five thousand (5000) square feet of 
land shall be required for each garden apartment 
dwelling unit. 


9.06 Parking 

There shall be one and one-half (1 and %) park- 
ing spaces for each garden apartment dwelling 
unit. 


9.07 ‘Town Sewerage Program 

Garden apartment buildings shall be serviced by an 
existing Town Sewer, or by an extension of an exist- 
ing Town sewer line in which case it must require 
prior approval of the Board of Selectmen. Installa- 
tion of any sewer line extension, if approved by 
the Board of Selectmen, will be the financial 
responsibility of the developer, and will be installed

in accordance with the specifications provided by 
the Sewerage Commission. Said extension will be 
so laid out that any residence it passes will be able 
to be serviced by the line. 


9.08 Site Plan Approval 

Requirements for Site Plan 

No Garden Apartment shall be constructed or ex- 
ternally enlarged, except in conformity with a site 
plan bearing an endorsement of approval by the 
Board of Appeals. Said site plan shall show, among 
other things, all existing and proposed buildings, 
all existing structures, parking spaces, driveway 
openings, driveways, service areas, and other open 
uses, all facilities for sewerage, refuse and other 
waste disposal and for surface water, drainage, and 
all landscaping features such as walks, fences, 
walls, planting areas and greenbelts on the lot. 


Procedure Approval 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan under 
this Section shall submit said plan in triplicate 
prepared by a Registered Land Surveyor or Profes- 
sional Engineer in collaboration with a Registered 
Landscape Architect, with application for approval 
thereof, directly to the Board of Appeals. The 
Board shall, within ten (10) days after receipt 
thereof, transmit one copy of each plan to the 
Planning Board and to the Board of Health, which 
said Boards may, in their discretion, investigate the 
case and report in writing their recommendations 
to the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals 
shall not take final action on such plan until it has 
received a report thereon from the Planning Board 
and Board of Health, or until said Planning Board 
and Board of Health have allowed thirty-five days 
to elapse after receipt of such plan without sub- 
mission of a report thereon. 

No Buildings or access facilities shall be placed on 
any portion of the land determined by the Board 
of Health to be unsuitable for such construction. 
In exercising its jurisdiction under this Section, 
the Board of Appeals shall conform to all require- 
ments of procedure applicable to all Boards of 
Appeals when deciding requests for special permits 
under General Laws Chapter 40A as amended 
Cincluding the requirements thereof for public 
notice and hearing.) 


General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section, the 
Board of Appeals shall assure to a degree consistent 
with a reasonable use of the site for the purposes 
permitted or permissable by regulations of the 
district in which located. 

(1) Convenience and safety of vehicular and ped- 
estrian movement within the site, and in relation to 
adjacent streets, property or improvements. 


Authority of the Board 
The Board of Appeals shall have power to modify 


or amend its approval of a site plan on application 


of the owner, lessee, or mortgagee of the premises, 
or upon its own motion if such power is reserved 
by the Board in its original approval. All of the 
provisions of this Section applicable to approval 
shall, where apt, be applicable to such modifica- 
tions or amendment, including the requirements of 
notice and public hearings. The Board of Appeals 
may not vary the provisions of this By-Law. 


9.09 Building Size 

No Garden Apartment building shall contain more 
than ten (10) dwelling units and no such unit 
shall contain a floor area of living space of less than 
eight hundred (800) square feet. Utility space 
and other space not used for living purposes, roofs, 
balconies and porches shall not be used in deter- 
mining living space, but balconies and_ porches 
shall be used in determining building coverage. 
Each multiple dwelling unit shall contain cooking 
and bathroom facilities. Each apartment unit shall 
have a maximum of two bedrooms. 


9.10 Access Roads 

There shall be at least one access road into the 
Garden Apartment District from a public way for 
each 250 units or portion thereof constructed in 
such district. The access roads shall be separated 
by at least 150 feet between center lines of the 
road. All access roads shall be built in accordance 
with design specifications of the Subdivision Rules 
and Regulations of the Town of Billerica. 


9.11 Buffer Strip 

A strip not less than one hundred (100) feet in 
width shall be maintained in its natural state, or 
landscaped, around the portion of the perimeter of 
the lot or tract upon which the garden apartment 
dwellings are built, that abuts any residential dis- 
trict or public way. No structure or road may be 
placed on this Buffer Strip. The Buffer Strip shall 
not be used in making the calculations required 


under Paragraph 9.02. 


9.12 Architectural Design 

In order to promote harmony in architectural treat- 
ment and avoidance of incongrous or inappropriate 
character of architectural appearance and arrange- 
ment of buildings detrimental to the property 
values of adjoining owners or the community, no 
building permit shall be issued for any garden 
apartment building until plans showing the pro- 
posed location and external appearance shall have 
been submitted to the Board of Selectmen and the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for review, comment and 
suggestions with the advice of the Planning Board 
and the Board of Selectmen and the Zoning Board 
of Appeals shall have made such comment and 
suggestions or allowed three (3) weeks to elapse 
after such submission without action. No building 
permit shall be issued for any building whose archi- 
tectural appearance and an arrangement of build- 


ings in relation to other buildings in the district 
shall be determined by the Board of Appeals to be 
detrimental to the property value of adjoining 
owners or the community. 
Voted with 121 in the affirmative and 3 in the nega- 
tive. <A motion to reconsider Article 22 was lost.

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Report of the Action Taken at the 
Special Town Meeting on September 20, 1973 


The following were appointed tellers and sworn in by 
the Moderator: Ralph Bacon, Marie Kyricos and John 
Townsend. 


A count for a quorum showed 142 Town Meeting 
Members present. The meeting was called to order at 


8:30 P.M. 


The regular opening procedure of the Town Meeting 
was dispensed with, and the Moderator opened the 
meeting by saying “God Bless America and God Save 
Billerica”. 


Permission was granted by the Town Meeting Mem- 
bers, at the request of the Moderator, to allow the press 
to sit on the stage, the Regional School Building to sit 
in the audience on the right of the Moderator, and the 
residents of other towns to sit in the audience in the 


back of the hall. 


A motion was made and seconded to dismiss Article ]. 


It had been brought to the attention of the Selectmen 
that at the Annual Town Meeting held February 14, 
1931, under Article 63, the Town had voted to accept 
Chapter 39, Section 23 of the General Laws and to 
amend Article 1, Section 1 of the By-Laws. This deleted 
the section “The Selectmen shall deliver a copy of the 
Articles presented for every meeting to the Town Clerk 
at least twenty-eight days before the date of the meeting”. 


On a voice vote it was Voted unanimously to dispense 
with Article 1. 


ARTICLE 2. A motion was made and seconded that 
the Town approve the amount of the $5,620,000.00 debt 
authorized on August 21, 1973 by the Shawsheen 
Valley Regional Vocational/Technical School District 
Committee for the purpose of enlarging the regional 
vocational technical school by constructing and equip- 
ping an addition thereto, 


Slides were shown, the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee stated that they were not in favor of the 
Article, and after further discussion, the previous ques- 
tion was moved and so Voted. 


A rising vote was called for by the Moderator, and the 
Town Meeting Members were notified that a Majority 
vote was needed to pass this Article. 108 voted in the 
affirmative and 31 voted in the negative. The article was 


so Voted. 
A motion was made to adjourn and so Voted. 


Meeting adjourned at 9:22 P.M.

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4) Established a new Department responsible for the 
distribution of surplus foods and the coordination 
of all Federal and State funded programs aimed 
at assisting the needy.

6) Awarded the contract for installation of lights, for 
night football, at the Charles E. Lampson 
Memorial Field. 


7) Under the personal supervision of Selectman 
Gracie, constructed a Dog Pound. The facility 
is approximately 95% complete, as of the end of 
1973.

Report of Town Library 


Building Committee 


In 1969, Town Meeting members recognized the need 
for a new library and authorized a library study com- 
mittee. Since then the number of registered card-holders 
at our public library has risen from 5,000 to 10,000, and 
we are trying to serve double the number of people in 
a building which was too small in 1969. In fact, it was 
outgrown 25 years ago. 

How good is our service compared to the 40 other 
Massachusetts communities of similar size? In 1972, ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts Department of Library 
Extension, Billerica was at the bottom of the list in size 
of library budget, circulation total, and size of our collec- 
tion of books and other materials. Other communities, 
such as Beverly, Attleboro, Natick, are offering three, 
four, five times as much as Billerica in every area of 
library service 

Your committee is gratified, however, that one of 
our recommendations has been put into effect by the 
Bennett Library Association — community bookmobile 
service. The results — 1600 books circulated and 290 


new cardholders in the first six weeks alone — have 
shown that Billerica residents will use better library 
services when they are offered. 

What progress has been made toward a new library? 
In 1970, Town Meeting members voted an excellent site. 
The location, on the corner of Concord Road and Blan- 
chard Avenue gives us everything a library site should 
have: It is easily accessible, highly visible and has plenty 
of parking space. 

In 1971 we received authority and funds from ‘Town 
Meeting to plan a new library. A majority of Town 
Meeting members voted favorably on these plans in 1972 
but not the 2/3 majority necessary on a bond issue. 

The committee continues its search for a design. which 
will be aesthetically pleasing to the community and 
economically feasible to construct.

Report of 
Recreation Commission 


During the year, the Commission has endeavored to 
increase its programs and in some instances to expand its 
activities. In addition to the regular activities of past 
years, the Commission added several new events. 

New programs added: two soccer teams, in league 
play; a baseball team for 15 to 18 year old boys Calso in 
a league); sponsored an open golf tournament for Town 
residents; doubled the summer Arts & Crafts program 
and held a track meet for the children registered in the 
six open playgrounds. 

Nine tennis courts were constructed and 17 more are 
planned. This is the most rapidly growing sport at this 
time. The tennis courts will be flooded to provide safe 
skating areas, in the winter. This is done with the 
help of the Fire Department. Winter tennis is being 
played on two indoor courts Calso a first) with over 
100 adults participating. 

There is only one lighted softball field in town. 
Because of the popularity of this sport, we are unable 
to assign playing time to all who apply for use of this 
field. Therefore, a second field is planned; to be built 
in the same general area. 

It is planned to increase the Exceptional Children’s 
program to eight weeks, from the present five weeks. 
This program receives a 50% reimbursement from the 
State. 

Pending the appointment of the full-time Director, 
the working time of the part-time Supervisor was in- 
creased from 23 weeks to 37 weeks. 

We thank the School Committee and the Park Depart- 
ment for their co-operation during the past year. We 
also wan. to thank the Webb Brook Club for the use 
of their pool, for our Annual Swim Meet.

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Report of Bennett 
Public Library Association 


Gentlemen: 


During the year 1973, the Bennett Public Library 
has continued to improve its facilities and personnel to 
handle the ever increasing needs for library services in 
a changing and growing community. Substantial in- 
creases were noted in all services provided, particularly 
in the use of our improved collection of reference and 
technical volumes. Circulation alone exceeded a 50% 
increase during one month over the corresponding 


period in 1972. 


Lack of adequate space continues to be a serious 
problem for normal operations. We must rely heavily on 
books from the Eastern Regional Library and book 
rental services to maintain typical high volume circula- 
tion on current popular books. Although our book collec- 
tion was increased by 9%, we simply do not have space 
for any sizeable increase. We hope to improve the space 
problem somewhat in 1974 by requesting funds in our 
budget to remotely locate the library’s administrative 
offices and use the present office space for additional 
book shelves. 


The Board has been very successful in accomplishing 
three primary objectives outlined at the beginning of 
1973. First, the Bookmobile we purchased from the 
State has been repaired, staffed and filled with books 
and now may be seen making its rounds in various 
neighborhoods throughout the town. This is a well 
received addition to our regular library services. We are 
grateful to Mr. Edgar Williams for his assistance and 
attention to the many details necessary for the Book- 
mobile to become and remain operational as scheduled. 


Secondly, many improvements and repairs have been 
made to the facilities. Several of these items include 
exterior painting, installation of an emergency lighting 
system and relaying the brick entrance walk. Our Lib- 
rarian, Mrs. Mary Hadley, has obtained the services of 
a handyman to make numerous small repairs necessary 
to maintain the soundness of the building. A special 
“thanks” to members of the East Billerica Garden Club 
and Dr. John Marshall for their assistance in maintain- 
ing our front lawn and controlling the shrubs surround- 
ing the building during the growing season. 


Thirdly, job descriptions of staff positions were re- 
viewed, modified or completely rewritten to define the 
functions of each position. With the assistance of the 
Town’s Personnel Board, each position was equated to 
a comparable position within the Town’s wage struc- 
ture. This allows for continuity and equality in our 
pay scales relative to Town employee rates. 


The Board of -Directors held their regular meetings 
and several special meetings in carrying out the normal 
business of the library and in our continuing search 
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for new and unique ways to expand the Library services 
available to the community. 


During one of our Board meetings (with considerable 
background information supplied by the Trustees of the 
Bennett Library Association), the Board voted to sponsor 
a special project; the reprinting of Hazen’s History of 
Billerica. We're proud to report that during 1973, this 
project was a great success and will be continued into 


1974. 


We would like to commend the Library Staff for the 
efhcient manner they performed their duties under Jess 
than ideal circumstances. We also hope that during 
1974, the partial tuition refund policy adopted by the 
Board, that has aided in maintaining the high degree of 
staff professionalism, will be upgraded to the calibre of 
other Town Departments. 


We wish to thank the various Organizations, indivi- 
duals and Town Departments for their gifts, help and 
considerations throughout the year. 

Our thanks to departing members of the Board who 
gave so much of their time and efforts. 


We would like to encourage all interested in further- 
ing the aims of the Library to join the Library Associa- 
tion and become an active voice in the future develop- 
ment of our Library.

Report of 
Planning Board 


Herewith is the annual report of the Planning Board 


for the year ending December 31, 1973. 


Some new sub-divisions have been submitted and ap- 
proved by the Planning Board this year, but most of our 
work has been with existing sub-divisions involving resi- 
dential and industrial sites. Development of sub-divi- 
sions approved a few years back are now being imple- 
mented since sewerage was a condition required before 
development. 


Revisions to our Rules and Regulations are ninety 
per-cent complete. All that remains is the contacting of 
other Boards for their suggestions and comments. Basic 
revisions being considered are the design standards of 
the streets, for instance, underground wiring, residential 
or commercial use, and notification during construction. 


Several meetings were held with Zoning Consultants 
and with the Northern Middlesex Area Commission in 
preparation for a new zoning master plan. The Board 
Members are aware of the serious need of a master plan 
as a protective measure for the residents, the elimination 


of surprise development, for the planned and controlled 
growth of the Town, for the preservation of open Jand 
and the conservation of open spaces. 


We are preparing a sub-division map which will show 
the name, size, date of approval, and number of lots of 
each sub-division beginning with the latest approval and 
dating backward until the money allotted for this pur- 
pose is depleted. This map will pinpoint at a glance 
the overall development of residential areas and_ their 
relative location to each other and will aid the Board in 
determining the effect of one to another in regards to 
vehicular travel, surface flow of water, and drainage. 
Later, an overlay of industrial sites will provide the 
same advantages to the Board. 


The Board is pleased with the work of our clerk, Mrs. 
Shirley Schult. We appointed her by interview and the 
excellence of resume, after the resignation of Mrs. Nancy 
Johnson. She has performed her services to the Board 
and to the public for the past year with remarkable 
understanding of the procedures used in the office of the 
Planning Board. 


Ralph Bacon, Town Engineer, has worked hard for 
the Town during the past year and the Planning Board 
is appreciative of the outstanding assistance he has given 


the Board. 


This coming year, we must seriously consider high 
density zoning, open space development, low-cost hous- 
ing, and apartment districts, if we are to have good plan- 
ning for the growth of the Town in the future.

Report of 
Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission held regular meetings 
jointly with the Forest Committee, and special meetings, 
including Wetlands Hearings, also with various Boards 
and Committees on the local and state level. 

Under Chapter 131, Section 40, as amended, Chapter 
784 of 1972, filing fees for Wetlands Hearings were 
turned over to the town treasurer in the amount of 
$125.00. Under the same chapter, six Cease and Desist 
Orders were issued and two Bills of Complaint were 
entered in Superior Court for violations. 

The Commission voted to join the Conservation Law 
Foundation, which turned out to be a decided asset. 


Office equipment, consisting of a file cabinet, type- 
writer, typewriter table and related equipment, voted in 
the March, 1973 warrant, was also purchased. 

The Board of Selectmen reserved the Hearing Room 
for Wednesday night of each week. However, other 
nights, in addition to Wednesdays, were necessary due 
to the time element involved in holding Wetlands 
Hearings. 

A grant from the Ford Foundation (Project number 
729-0013) of $1,750 was approved. The first payment 
of $750.00 was received March 15, 1973 and deposited 
with the Town Treasurer. The grant is to be expended 
over an eighteen month period for boundary survey and 
title searches on a parcel of land known as Marshall 
Orchards in East Billerica and for promotional material 
in support of the Commission’s programs. The funds are 
allotted with $750.00 being an outright grant and the 
balance of $1,000.00 being granted on the condition that 
the Commission provide matching funds in the amount 


of $1,000.00. 

The Commission has worked with the Chelmsford 
Conservation Commission researching parcels of land 
along the Concord River in North Billerica and East 
Chelmsford. 

The seven member Carlisle Conservation Commission 
attended our meeting in March to discuss matters of 
mutual concern. The two Commissions are working on 
a land acquisition program in the Concord River area 
at the Carlisle-Billerica line. 

The Commission showed great concern over the En- 
vironmental Impact in the taking by the Town of Bur- 
lington of water from the Shawsheen River to fill its 
reservoir, and later to supply Bedford in an emergency. 
This was approved by the Environmental Health 
Agency. 

There were many complaints by and several meetings 
with residents of Tower Farm Estates, who expressed 
their concern over the effect on the environment and 
on Webb Brook of the proposed Boys’ Club. 

In a report on progress in the plan for dredging 
Nuttings Lake, Mr. Micozzi reported that he had been 
over the area with Mr. Leahey, Mr. Bacon and Mr. 
William Walfield who has been assigned by the State 
to the project. The hearing on April 12th by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works was attended by 
Mr. Bacon and Mr. Paul Newman who presented the 
petition to the State. A study would be paid with 50% 
by the State and 50% by the town. Dredging the lake 
paid 75% by the State and 25% by the town. The re- 
sults are due to various articles since 1967. An article in 
this year’s warrant will appear for funds to get the study 
underway. 

Land acquisition on High Street was bogged down 
because of changes in paper work and demands by the 
Department of Natural Resources. An article has been 
submitted to take care of this change. 

The Commission made personal donations on behalf 
of the League of Women Voters to support their pro- 
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gram for recycling glass and tin at Shaffer’s Dump by 
paying for a container. 

The New England Power Company applied for a 
Wetlands Hearing to ease the energy crisis by expand- 
ing their facilities. 

Because of complaints received from residents of the 
town, the Commission became deeply involved in the 
Topics program for Billerica Center. Alexandra Dawson 
from the Conservation Law Foundation appeared at a 
hearing on the Topics program. The case is pending 
in. the Federal Court. 

The Commission attended hearing reports on Project 
Number 7103 with town officials and Greene Engineer- 
ing Company. The Commission could not voice approval 
of the plans because they did not show any completed 
drainage areas. 

Attorney Ruma from the Department of Natural 
Resources attended the Commission’s regular meeting in 
September. Commission members obtained valuable in- 
formation on the interpretation and application of con- 
servation laws. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Bacon’s office, the Com- 
mission is establishing a file on public access to our 
waterways. 

On December 17, 1973 the Selectmen appointed the 
following personnel to the Commission. Gustav Wagner, 
was reappointed for three years; new members appointed 
were: Lloyd Crandall, Jr., three years and Otis Thol- 
ander, one year. 

Appreciation is expressed to all town officials for their 
support in a very active year, which covered all aspects 
of our environment and went beyond the original intent 
of the statutes.

Report of Police 
Station Study Committee 


During the year, meetings were held to discuss the 


problems of the existing police station, and the present 
and future needs of the department. Numerous police 
stations were visited, and the men of the police depart- 
ments were consulted in developing the ideas for the 
planning of a new facility. 


The present police station was built for 17 men and 
a community population of about 18,000. We now have 
48 men and five civilian employees. Under F.B.I. 
standards, we are about 15 men short at this time. A 
new building should be planned for the future of the 
community and a capacity for approximately a 100-man 
police department. 


When the present station was built, many of our prob- 
lems did not exist and were unforseen at the time. The 
building is needed to increase the efficiency of the police 
department, so as to better serve the community. 


Some remodeling has been accomplished by the mem- 
bers of the department, but major improvements are 
needed. 


Expansion of the present station was considered, but 
the cost was prohibitive, and would only serve the pur- 
pose for a short period of time. 


After consideration of the cost and the limited desir- 
able land available, it was voted to approach the fire 
station building committee to see if it was feasible to com- 
bine the two committees and establish plans for a com- 
bination central police-fire station.

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Report of Fire Department 


The Annual Report of the Fire Department for the 
vear 1973 is hereby submitted. 


The manual force of the Department consists of fifty- 
eight permanent men, including the Chief of the Depart- 
ment. 


Three stations are operating with permanent men. 
The apparatus in these Stations consist of: 


3 Class “A” 1,000 G.P.M. pumping engines 


1 750 G.P.M. pumping engine (reserve) 
1 75’ aerial ladder 

2 water tank trucks 

1 brush truck 

2 boats 


The Department made a record number of calls for 
the year 1973, total fire calls 1901. This was 700 more 
calls than 1972. 


The Department also assisted the Police Department 
on 800 Ambulance calls. 


In keeping with Fire Department regulations, fire 
drills were held in all Public Schools during the year. 
All places of public assembly were inspected and regula- 
tions enforced. Inspections were made before the is- 
suance of the following permits — oil burners, storage of 
oil for same, gasoline tanks and relocation of same. 


Numerous repairs have been made to all stations by 
the Fire Fighters, at no cost to the Town. 


The Town purchased a 100 foot Aerial Ladder at the 
1973 Town Meeting to be delivered approximately 
July 1974.

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Report of Billerica 
Fire Station Committee 


This Committee was formed and voted by the Town 
of Billerica to study the need for fire stations throughout 
the Town of Billerica and to provide locations and make 
plans for the construction of fire stations in areas of the 
Town which have a need for a fire station. 


During the course of the year 1973 the Committee 
has had many meetings relative to obtaining land loca- 
tions for proposed fire stations and acquired for the Town 
of Billerica title to two locations; one located at the junc- 
tion of Treble Cove Road at no cost to the Town; and 
the other at the junction of Baldwin Road and Salem 
Road at a cost of $18,000. 


The Committee had many meetings with the architec- 
tual firm of Campbell, Gree and Consulo relating to 
the construction and architectural drawing and specifica- 
tions for the construction of a fire station at the junction 
of Salem and Baldwin Roads. After many meetings a 
contract for architectural services was signed and plans 
and specifications for the construction of the East 
Billerica Fire Station was finalized and was placed out 
to bid in October of 1973. Since the bids came in above 
the amount voted, the Committee in the best interest of 
the Town, revamped the plans and specifications and 
placed the project out for bid the second time rather 
than request more money from the Town. It is hoped 
that the second bid will come in within the amount 
voted so that construction may begin immediately. 


The Committee also made many inquiries to various 
state and federal agencies relative to obtaining funds to 
help defray the construction costs of future fire stations. 
The Committee also met with the Police Station Building 
Committee relative to investigating the possibility of pro- 
viding a combination police and Central Fire Station. 
From the Committee’s investigation it would appear that 
the only manner in which the Town may obtain state 
and federal funds at this time is thru a combined fire 


and. police building. 


The Committee wishes to extend their appreciation to 
the various town officials and town meeting members 
who assisted the Committee in their function.

The assistance of Susan Wesinger, 
from the Youth Corp has helped with the office work 
load. 

On going efforts are concerned with tighter controls 
on sub surface sanitary disposal systems, certain types of 
drainage, wet land building, horse keeping practices, 
nuisances, dumps, air pollution, insect and rodent con- 
trol, inspection and upkeep of food service and handling 
establishments. 

The nursing department had an extremely active year 
with home care, contagious disease control, well child 
clinic, and flu clinic for municipal employees and the 
elderly. 

Meetings and discussions were held with the Horse- 
owners associations with new regulations being formu- 


lated.

One of the most frustrating efforts was in attempting 
to solve the so called Apple Hill drainage problem. 
Engineering design work was completed in June, many 
conferences were held with officials of the State High- 
way Department. Although indications were given for 
approval, no permission has been granted for the State 
drain connection. It is now anticipated that State High- 
way maintenance will increase the Boston Road drain 
which is inadequate and permission for construction will 
be granted in 1974. 

Green Engineering Associates have started work on 
the flood plain zoning mapping and with Town drain- 
age design criteria being established by the proper 
town authorities, the plan should be completed in the 
first part of 1974. 

An act of the State General Court has created a 
mosquito control district that includes Billerica. ‘The 
assessment against the Town will be mandatory. State 
Representatives will evaluate the Town and determine 
‘the action required. 


Many problems still exist and with hopeful additions 
to the staff it is expected that many of the difficulties 
will be controlled.

Report of Public Health 
Nursing Service 


The year 1973 was a gratifying year of service in the 
Public Health Department. In terms of increased interest 
and in available services offered, many townspeople 
were deeply appreciative of the helpfulness received. 
Spiralling inflation had its dire effect on many persons 
of limited income. Early discharge of persons from 
hospitals poses problems in numbers of households, un- 
able to cope with unanticipated needs, hence appeals to 
the tax supported agency. 

Direct patient care was offered to 1,428 persons in 
the categories of anti-partum, post partum, health promo- 
tion, cancer, cardio-vascular diseases, communicable dis- 
eases, diabetes, tuberculosis, mental illness and illness 
sustained through injury. In the area of chronic diseases 
358 persons were given care. Many hours of teaching 
and supervisory assistance were devoted to making use 
of home resources for both acutely and chronically ill. 
Cancer again led the list of defeating illnesses, climax- 
ing the lives of a number of local residents in their very 
useful years. 

The well child program moved into its seventh year, 
with Dr. Harriet Leach in the role of director. In the 





summary of 27 clinics, 505 children in the age group 
from infancy to school admission, received 656 innocula- 
tions. The immunization program includes doses for 
diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, measles, mumps, polio and 
tuberculosis testing. Mantoux testing for tube culosis 
included 290 persons with school personnel within this 
group. 

Senior citizens received special concern in the 12 
month span with 426 influenza vaccinations given. This 
clinic is in addition to home care requested by private 
physicians. ‘Town employees totaling 104 were recipients 
of the influenza vaccine. 

Twenty-seven Sessions of continuing education were 
offered to health personnel while premature infant care 
included 27 cases. Inter-agency meetings with Lowell 
Mental Health administrators numbered 11 sessions. 

Appreciation is expressed to the Director of Public 
Health, Donald C. Bassett; Board of Health Members, 
Chairman, Paul R. Kelley, John C. Gherson and Dr. 
Simon Bagdigian, Dr. Harriet Leach; Department Secre- 
tary, Muriel Wells; Clinic Registrar, Mrs. Winona La- 
Vigne, who has served as a volunteer since the incep- 
tion of the well child program; and to the volunteers, 
Mrs. James Stack, Mrs. Richard Young and Mrs. David 
Erickson, who have devoted many valuable hours of 
effort assisting in the program. Appreciation is also ex- 
pressed, to the doctors, and hospitals whose referrals have 
been received and to the many townspeople who helped 
to make the year a most rewarding one. 

Mrs. Ruth H. Annese, R.N., was appointed to the 
nursing staff on February 28, 1973, following Miss Helen 
Harrington’s accident. 

Appreciation and gratitude is expressed to Miss Helen 
J. Harrington who has served as Public Health Nurse 
for 27 years. The community will greatly miss her 
dedicated and skilled nursing care.

All building activity within the Town proceeded at 
a strong pace throughout the year. The first three 
quarters were substantially ahead of the previous year. 
More activity in the Industrial and Commercial level was 
noted. These additions to the Tax Base are of great 
interest and value to us all. 


The increase in fees, which was voted by the Town 
Meeting at my request, has almost doubled the income 
of the Building Department. This money should more 
than compensate all Inspectors at a rate more in line with 
their responsibilities while not increasing the Tax Rate. 


The expected turndown in permits issued during the 
last quarter was more than offset by the Apartment 
House Building. Close to 300 units are under construc- 
tion. This is mandated by a court decision and a settle- 
ment between the parties. This program will continue 
over the next four years. 

The new sign by-law has caused some re-valuation in 
the administration and enforcement of this law. 


Zoning has become a more important function and 
therefore requires more time to be expended. 
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Paper work of all tvpes seems to be endless. No 
changes will be made until State requirements are made 
known. 


Most frustrating item was the Demolition Program, 
which after two very successful years was sidetracked 
when the dump site was closed to this type of refuse. 
The old practice of site burning has been outlawed by 
the State; the dump is closed to us; no other site is now 
available. We have substantial monies to spend, many 
buildings which are dangerous, and no place to put 
them. There is one hope of limited use of a disposal site 
now under consideration. 


Court appearances have been more frequent and will 
increase with greater enforcement of present as well as 
proposed By-Laws. Several long standing abuses are 
being eliminated either by negotiations or by Court 
Decisions. The Court route is very time consuming as 
continuances are freely granted. 


Education continues preparing for the change over to 
a State Code and will intensify during the year as the 
changes take place. 


Most departments have been cooperative and since 
cooperation is a two way street the Building Department 


has responded. 


Budgets have not been exceeded except that a request 
for funds to provide surveying aid to the Building 
Inspector was approved. This becomes necessary when 
the validity of some Certified Plot Plans were called into 
question. 


A program of spot checking of plans submitted will 
improve the accuracy of these plans and any attempt at 
fraud will be turned over to the State Board of Registra- 
tions and the fact that such funds are available has im- 
proved the detail submitted and the knowledge that such 


plans can now be checked serves as a deterrent. 


A growing town has many problems, many of these 
come direct to the Building Department. Increasing 
growth and the pending transition to a state code will 
only increase the number of such problems. 


The Plumbing Inspector, in addition to issuing the 
above number of Gas and Plumbing Permits, spent 
much time in processing 254 applications received for 
tie-in to the Town Sewerage System. Of these, 55 are 
in Tower Farm, 25 in the Ranlett Grove Section, and 
nine in Heritage Heights. For the past year, 13 com- 
mercial establishments, two multi-family units, four du- 
plex dwellings and 235 single family dwellings were 
issued. 


Fifty-four cases of defective gas installations and 17 
violations of the Plumbing Code were investigated and 
corrected in the past year.

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Report of 
Historical Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Billerica, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

Your Historical Commission — first appointed Nov. 
27, 1972, organized Dec. 20, 1972 — has met eight times 
during 1973 and begs leave to submit its first annual 
report. 

An Historical Commission, authorized by Chapter 40 
of the General Laws, is charged with concern for the 
identification, documentation, and preservation of land- 
marks of historical importance to the Town. Its first 
order of business, therefore, is the preparation of an in- 
ventory and priority list of historical resources, its second 
the formulation of a plan for preservation with recom- 
mendations for its implementation. 

During 1973, we have substantially begun the first 
order of business. The study committee, which in 1968 
recommended appointment of an Historical Commission, 
had identified some 85 sites of importance. Using the 
1876 map as general guide, we estimate that at least 
500 sites deserve listing and documentation. Simple 
listing is easier than documentation! We have thus far 
compiled possibly adequate information on about 125 
sites, or 25% of the estimated total. Copies of our stand- 
ard inventory forms are filed with the State Historical 
Commission as well as added to our own archives. None 
of our information is as complete as one might wish, 
and some important places are indeed very imperfectly 
known. 

In September 1972, as a result of prior efforts by the 
Middlesex Canal Association, substantial portions of the 
Middlesex Canal, including all of those remaining in 
Billerica, were officially listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places. In May 1973, your commission was 
pleased to enthusiastically endorse proposals by Mmes. 
Carolyn T. Abbot and Eva J. Marshall that the Sabba 
Day House and the Billerica Common be added to the 
Register. Their prodigious efforts were rewarded by 
notice, August 28, 1973, that these two local landmarks 
had also been so listed. These two women deserve our 
heartfelt thanks. 

We now hope that our inventory can be sufficiently 
complete by late summer 1974 to provide an improved 
list for use within the town, a basis for guide materials 
(map and text) during the Bicentennial Year, and a 
background to the preservation plan which Billerica so 
badly needs. The detective work needed to track down 
historical origins, functions through the years, and present 
status is time-consuming, dusty, dog-eared, often frus- 
trating and occasionally very, very exciting. If there be 
those who would join the blood-hounds, our secretary, 
Mrs. L. Gordon Buker, would welcome volunteers!

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PUBLIC WORKS 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 
WATER TREATMENT 


Total water consumption, for 1973 showed an increase 
of 12.6% over 1972. ‘The total amount of water pumped 
for 1973 was 1,203,681,000 gallons. The peak month 
was June when we pumped 116,833,000 gallons of 
water. The peak day was June 11, when we pumped 
6,005,000 gallons of water. A ban on the use of outside 
water from the hours of 12 noon to 8:00 p.m. was put 
into effect as of June 1973 and is still in effect. 


DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 

The 1973 Water Main Extension Program — 

1. Twelve inch water main installed on Bridle Road 
from near Park Avenue to Bridge Street. 

2. Twelve inch water main installed on Rangeway 
Road near Chelmsford Road. 

3. Eight inch water main installed on Ellingwood 
Avenue from Cardington Avenue to Chesterfield 
Avenue. 

4. Eight inch water main installed on Covington 
Avenue from Beaumont Avenue to Cardington 
Avenue. 

5. Eight inch water main installed the length of 
Rosa Circle. 

6. Eight inch water main installed on Pond Lane 
between Friendship Street and the end of Fardon 
Street. 


There were 27 new water services installed. by the 
Water Department as well as 254 water services installed 
by developers in the various sub-divisions this year. This 
now gives a total of 9,343 water accounts. 


GENERAL MAINTENANCE 


The Water Maintenance Department removed, re- 
paired, replaced, and calibrated water meters, repaired 
old service connections, turned on and off for summer 
residents, repaired 14 broken water mains, repaired 
numerous service leaks, repaired or replaced 25 hydrants, 
and thawed 33 frozen water services. 


SEWERAGE TREATMENT 


The total raw sewage flow received at the Letchworth 
Avenue Sewage Treatment Plant for the year 1973 was 
289 million gallons (46% increase). This is equal to an 
average daily flow of 791,000 gallons per day. 


The Billerica Homes Sewage Treatment Plant located 
on Wyman Road received a yearly total raw sewage 
flow of 15.4 million gallons which is equal to an average 
daily flow of 42,100 gallons. 

Additional sewer connections for the year 1973 are 
as follows of which 22 were inspected by the Sewer 
Department personnel and the balance by the Plumb- 
ing Inspector.

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The flushing program of old sewer lines was continued 
this year. This work was done in the spring and fall. 

During 1973 Sewage Treatment Plant Operators have 
attended courses in Waste Water Treatment sponsored 
by the Environmental Protection Agency under the 
instruction of the Mass. Division of Water Pollution 
Control. 


TREE, MOTH, AND PARK DEPARTMENT 


The Tree Department notes an increase in Dutch Elm 
Disease with 74 trees removed this year compared to 65 
last year. The Tree Department has also removed 180 
dead or dying shade trees. 

Brush was cut wherever necessary. There was also 
extensive land clearing done at many of the town’s 
schools in preparation for future parks and playgrounds. 
Oak leaf skeletonizer was sprayed from June to Septem- 
ber. Poison ivy was also sprayed during the summer 
months. 

The Tree Department did not plant any shade trees 
this year because of the lack of funds; however, money 
has been set aside at the town meeting, and tree plant- 
ing will be continued during the Spring of 1974. 

Maintenance in the Park Department consisted of 
grass cutting on playgrounds, squares, commons, and 
football fields and cleanup of litter from these areas. 
This year the High School football games were played 
at the Marshall School; however, Pop Warner enjoyed 
a full slate of games due to the addition of lighting at 
the Memorial Field.

Report of Water Committee 


The following is a report of the Water Committee 
for the year 1973. 


Installation of the following water mains have been 
contracted for: a 12” main on Bridle Road from near 
Park Avenue to Bridge Street; approximately 420 feet of 
12” main on Rangeway Road near Chelmsford Road; 
an 8” main on Ellingwood Avenue from Cardington to 
Chesterfield Avenue; an 8” main on Covington Avenue 
from Beaumont Avenue to Cardington Avenue; an 8” 
main the length of Rosa Circle; and an 8” main on Pond 
Lane between Friendship Street and the end of Fardon 
Street. The contract bid price for this work is $69,961.00 
exclusive of engineering. The bid is based upon unit 
prices and the actual cost of this work will not be avail- 
able until the work is completed. 


The installation on Bridle Road was done to install 
this reinforcing main prior to the reconstruction of 
Bridge Street. The Rangeway Road installation replaces 
a short section of an old 8” line to provide a 12” main 
out to where it presently ends near Route 3. This was 
done to obtain one complete 12” main since the line is 
presently a dead end with no other connections back to 
the system to reinforce flow during periods of greatest 
demand. The Ellingwood Avenue, Covington Avenue, 
and Rosa Circle installations replace old undersized 
mains. The Pond Street installation completes a loop 
along Fardon Street to Friendship Street. 


In addition, a main was installed by the Water Depart- 
ment on a section of Edgebaston Street. 


The last section of the loop between Boston Road and 
Allen Road, which we described in last year’s report, was 
completed and placed in service. The difference in cost 
which was paid by the Town amounted to $7,001.74, 
slightly less than the $7,461.00 estimate of last year. 


Work on the Dolly Brook Reservoir study and the 
additions to the treatment plant continues. We expect 
that the report on the Dolly Brook Reservoir will be com- 
pleted for the Annual Town Meeting and the specifica- 
tions for the treatment plant addition will be available 
early in the year. 


Additional treatment plant capacity will not be avail- 
able in 1974, and depending upon the construction 
schedule, availability of needed equipment, materials, 
etc., may not be available for the period of greatest de- 
mand in 1975. The use of water for certain less essen- 
tial purposes will have to be restricted during periods 
of greatest demand so as not to exceed our capacity. We 
have sufficient capacity to provide for our industrial, fire 
protection and in-door residential uses. The demand for 
out-door residential use of water will depend upon the 
weather and when the demand for water for this pur- 
pose becomes great enough to exceed our capacity, we 
will be in trouble. We believe that the out-door use of 
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water will have to be restricted for the next two years. 
‘The amount and type of restriction that must be imposed 
will depend upon the degree of cooperation obtained 


from both the water users and the weather man.

Report of 
Engineering Department 


During the year, we continued to provide engineering 
services to the Department of Public Works and Plan- 
ning Board. We also offered some assistance to the 
Board of Health and Board of Appeals. During the 
years, Messers Nyhan and Powers joined the Depart- 
ment increasing the present staff to four persons. The 
department provides a variety of engineering services 
during the investigation of problems, the design, con- 
struction and maintenance of public works and in con- 
sultation with town officials and others on matters re- 
lated to Public Works. The Public Works Department 
and Planning Board have first priority use of our 
services. When circumstances permit, we work on pro- 
jects that will improve the department and be a benefit 
to the town in the future. These projects include com- 
pleting and keeping up to date the plan of the drain- 
age system, an up-to-date town map, plans of all accepted 
streets, a system of elevation bench marks and the 
development of a surface and sub-surface drainage 
management policy. During the year, we acquired addi- 
tional files for the storage of plans and records. A copy 
of the l-inch equals 100 foot scale photographs and 
two-foot interval contour plans of the town have been 
obtained, bound in protective binders, placed in conven- 
ient drawers in one of the above mentioned files and 
are available for use by any one having a need for the 
information they contain. We have vacated the carbon 
room in the Water Treatment Plant building to provide 


space for the sewer consultants. This has reduced our | 


work and storage space somewhat. 


The various Public Works projects that we have pro- 
vided engineering services for are mentioned elsewhere 
in the report and need not be repeated here. The above 
mentioned department projects have a low priority and 
progress on these is slower. The report on these is as 
follows: 


DrarnacE Pian: During last winter, a survey was 
made of most of the existing drainage system; this has 
been entered on a set of the 100-scale, two foot contour 
plans to complete a first effort on this program. Future 
plans include checking the work that has been entered 
on the drawings and completing the part that has not 
been done to bring these plans up to date. 
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Town Mars: We are presently working on an up to 
date base map of the town and when this is completed, 
we will be able to provide maps at a convenient size 
for use by Public Works as streets, water and sewer 
maps and by the Planning Board for various land-use 
maps. We are preparing a file of all subdivision plans 
to aid us in correctly locating each street. 


STREET Pians: A plan of each street showing the loca- 
tion of all public utilities and with the street lines 
referenced to permanent identification points on the 
ground is essential and should be available for use at 
any time. We have only a few such plans of streets 
within the town; when information is needed on the 
other streets, a survey must be made. Typically, these 
are limited surveys and no effort is made to install per- 
manent markers. As a result, the same street must be 
resurveyed whenever more work is done. The cost of 
repeating this work a number of times over a period of 
years probably increases the cost above what would be 
required to do the job thoroughly in the first instance. 
Funds and manpower are not available to do this work 
immediately. The Planning Board has agreed to give 
us copies of all of the as-built plans that they have 
received and are working with us on a program to install 
street bounds on all other completed subdivision streets. 
We are in the process of obtaining a copy of land court 
plans and other plans of surveys that would be useful 
to us in locating street lines and are accumulating 
these in a file for reference when the need occurs. 


Erevation BencH Marks: A system of bench marks 
is needed to provide a reference for any work that 
requires elevation measurements. The bench marks 
should be close by for convenience and referred to the 
sea level datum for accuracy. A number of state and U.S. 
geodetic survey bench marks have been established in 
town for use as a reference. The records show that 
there are approximately 62 such bench marks in town. 
Of these, we have had a need to use at least sixteen. 
Of the sixteen that we have looked for, we found seven. 
One of these seven was disturbed during construction 
work in the area and is no longer usable. Most of the 
nine that we were unable to find we believe to be lost 
because of construction in the area. We should use 
those bench marks that are available to develop a net- 
work of bench marks spaced not more than 2,000 to 
2,500 feet apart on the average to provide a convenient 
reference for future surveys and construction work. No 
deliberate effort has been made to develop such a system. 
whenever we do run a level survey, we try to tie into the 
most convenient geodetic bench, the data is recorded for 
future reference, checked with any other available 
measurements to detect any errors, and in this slow way, 
we are developing additional elevation references. 


The area of drainage, erosion control, seepage, storm 
run-off, flooding, etc., has been gathered as one subject 
entitled surface and sub-surface drainage management 
policy. Typically drainage, roads, and water are the out- 
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standing public works items. Currently in Billerica, 
drainage seems to lead the others as a cause of commun- 
ity problems. Some work has been done and much more 
is needed in this area. Not all of this involves approp- 
riating more money and installing more drains. Some of 
the problems can best be solved by the cooperation of all 
those agencies having responsibility and control in this 
area. This includes the Appeals Board, Conservation 
Commission, Planning Board, and Board of Health. 
Our Consultants have been working with us on the 
development of a management policy for the man-made 
surface drainage system and [| feel that we are close 
to achieving a practical policy in this area. Presently 
work is being done to solve isolated seepage or ground 
water problems or troubles with the natural drainage 
system but so far as I can see, no practical policy has 
been developed in this area. Once we have completed 
our efforts on the man-made surface drainage system, 
we should continue the work in these other areas to 
completion. It is my pleasure to report to you that some 
benefit is being derived from the work that has been 
done to date. The Planning Board, in the process of 
revising and updating their rules and regulations have 
given a high priority to drainage. They should be en- 
couraged and supported for these efforts. Ground water 
seepage and natural surface water drains become a 
health problem when they interfere with the function 
of the sub-surface sanitary sewage disposal system or 
the occupancy of a dwelling. As a result, the Board of 
Health has become a leader in this area. They should 
also be encouraged and supported in the solution of exist- 
ing problems and in the development of a management 
policy that will free us of problems of this nature. 

As far as the work of the department is concerned, it 
is an understatement to say that this has been a busy 
year. We have not been able to satisfy all of the re- 
quests for services. We are increasing our capacity to 
serve the community. I mentioned earlier that the two- 
foot contour maps have been received and since these 
became available, we have been able to complete drain- 
age pipe size calculations on a routine basis. With four 
men in the office, we can now field two — two-man 
survey parties; one — three-man party when a three-man 
party is necessary with the fourth man available for in- 
spections, investigations of citizens complaints or routine 
work at the office. There is less interruption of critical 
work in the event of absences due to illness or vacations. 

We wanted to obtain a copy of the soil maps of 
Billerica prepared by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, bind these for convenient use and place them in a 
convenient file as we have done with the photographs 
and contour maps that I discussed above. Unfortunately, 
we ran out of funds before this work was accomplished. 
These maps classify the soils for various uses such as 
home sites, septic tank sewage disposal, roads, wetland 
wildlife sites, etc. The degree of limitation for the 
classified use is listed and shown in coded form on the 
maps. This information should be available to any one 
who has a need for it. We hope to accomplish this task 
next year. 


My report would not be complete unless I made some 
mention of my working relationship with ‘Town Counsel 
Edward J. Owens. He has called upon me to appear as 
an expert witness on behalf of the Town and | have 
gone to him for legal advice and assistance. I believe 
that the advantage is in my favor for he has assisted me 
in the negotiations for easements and rights of way and 
prepared all the deeds that must be recorded with the 
plans that I have prepared to consummate and legalize 
these actions.

Sewer Commissioners 


In 1973 Billerica elected its first Board of Sewer 
Commissioners. During the year considerable progress 
was made in expanding the Town’s sewerage system. 
Five sewage works contracts were awarded providing for 
additional treatment plant capacity, two new sewage 
pumping stations, an ejector station and about 6.6 miles 
of main and lateral sewers. 


The contracts, costing a total of about $3,016,000.00

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


I submit herewith my first annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools in the Town of Billerica. 


Since I assumed the position of Superintendent as of 
November 1, 1973 and have only two months of actual 
experience in this position, it is quite obvious that much 
of the progress reported over this past year can be attri- 


buted to retired Superintendent of Schools, Frederick 
C. Riel. 


I would be quite remiss if I didn’t publicly thank 
Fred Riel for the great friendship he has shown and the 
assistance he hes. given to me in my nine years as 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools. He will be greatly 
missed in the Town of Billerica and I know I speak for 
all people when I wish him well in his retirement. 


The year 1973 has seen Billerica Public Schools con- 
tinue its climb in pursuit of educational excellence. 
Through continued expansion of present programs and 
the construction of a new building on the high school 
site, Billerica continues to move forward with the 
cooperation of all within the Town. 


As always the present facilities must be maintained 
and I am pleased to report four new floors were in- 
stalled at the Talbot School and two new floors at the 
Pollard School. The entire interior of the Pollard Schoo] 
was painted. The Honeywell System at Ditson was over- 
hauled and a new septic pumping system and a section 
of roofing was redone at the same school. 


New smoke detectors were installed at the High 
School and Locke Middle Schools in compliance with 
Environmental Control Regulations. A new fire alarm 
detector system was installed at the Talbot. A new roof 
was installed at the Howe Building and the classrooms, 
corridors, and lockers were repainted in the addition to 
the Howe Building. The High School and Parker 
School cafeteria classrooms received new lighting and 
new stage drapes were installed at the Ditson and Parker 
Schools. The glass blocks at Parker which had been 
vandalized over the years were replaced as well as re- 
painting the gymnasium area. 


New quartz lighting has been installed in the park- 
ing area at Locke Middle School The Kennedy and 
Dutile Elementary Schools had several rooms repainted 
as part of the preventative maintenance program. Shades 
were replaced at Kennedy, Locke, Ditson, and Parker as 
part of the same program. 


These are some of the repairs which took place during 
1973 in your schools. Each year so much is carried out 
in an attempt to equalize the budget and keep all schools 
in good repair. 


The major construction was the high school building 
now underway. This summer we accomplished much at 
the renovation at Howe Building. The third and bottom 
floors received most of the oct with new lighting, 
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painting, new ceilings, and new tack and chalk boards. 
During Christmas vacation carpeting was laid in many 
of the classroom areas. This work will continue over 
the next two summers before it will be completed. 

In Memorial Building, work on the renovation of 
several rooms on the bottom floor has not gone as swiftly. 
Cutting of windows into the foundation caused prob- 
lems which slowed down the project several weeks. As 
a result, the scheduled finish of the six rooms in this 
area has been reset for the spring of 1974. 


The new building itself continues under construction. 
The rink is moving rapidly and will be completed before 
the academic building. It is a certainty that Youth 
Hockey Programs will be underway in a short time after 
the completion of this building. 


We are happy to report the establishment of the 
Curriculum Steering Committee at the high school level. 
Spending six weeks this summer, the Committee re- 
searched successful high school programs throughout the 
country. Much material was reviewed and evaluated 
and the 1973-74 school year will see most of this material 
brought to the attention of the entire high school staff. 
This school year will be used to customize many of these 
programs for Billerica Memorial High School and given 
a try-out during 1974-75 school years. 


It is our sincere hope that September of 1975 will not 
only see changes in the facilities at Billerica Memorial 
High School, but also new and exciting changes in the 
Snir eed which will make our high school the model 
for all others in the Merrimack Valley. 


In our elementary level two new programs have been 
initiated. First and foremost was the installation of 
public kindergartens in Billerica and the beginning of 
individualized programs in Reading and Mathematics. 


The kindergarten program was begun in September. 
Because we do not have any space in our school build- 
ings, the program is being housed in public buildings, 
Saint Mary’s Church, Pinehurst, and the Unitarian 
Church and Knights of Columbus in the Center. We 
were able to lease twelve classrooms in these areas. Our 
need was for more area so we had to modify our program 
to a reduced twenty week session. 


While a modified program is not our desire, the re- 
ports on the kindergartens have been excellent and give 
indication that this will be an outstanding addition to 
the total educational program in Billerica. It is our hope 
that a program for elementary classroom space will begin 
soon and that we will be able to offer a full kinder- 
garten program to all. 


The Hajjar and Pollard Elementary Schools with their 
Principals and staffs have begun to individualize the 
reading program in these schools. I have visited the 
program and can only say that the results have been ex- 


cellent and that the enthusiasm of the teachers and 
students is a delight. 


At the Ditson Elementary a program to individualize 
the Mathematics is underway and | certainly commend 
those teachers who have given so much of their time 
and energy to get this program off the ground. Their 
success is rubbing off on all of us pa eg them and the 
staff at Ditson is ready to jump in with both feet into 
this new and exciting approach. 


The Energy Crisis has arrived to keep us in a dither. 
Everyone is aware of these problems and I will not 
dwell on this only to say that it looks as though it will 
be with us for some time to come and serious ‘complica- 
tions could result for both budget and educational areas. 


During the year the Billerica Schools lost a loyal and 
dedicated friend with the death of Committee member 
Mr. Irving Folk. Mr. Folk was a member of the School 
Committee for many years and served as its chairman on 
several occasions. We make note of the fact and extend 
the sympathy of all of us in the School Department to 
his family. 


So, the year has ended on a bleak note with soaring 
prices and shortages facing all of us. I can only hope 
‘that things will improve and all our efforts can be 
devoted to bringing Billerica the best in educational op- 


portunities, I am looking forward to serving as your 
Superintendent of Schools’ for the year of 1974 ‘nd know 
that our efforts will be successful.

Regular meetings of the Regional School Committee 
were held the second and fourth Tuesday of each month 
at the school facility located at 100 Cook Street, Billerica.

On March 27, 1973, an organizational meeting was 
held at which time the following officers were elected: 
Wallace B. Haigh, Chairman; Eugene L. Kritter, Vice- 
Chairman; Kenneth L. Buffum, Secretary-Treasurer. 

The following amendments were made in the Agree- 
ment ith the five towns: Payments to the Regional 
School Committee will be done on a monthly basis in- 
stead of quarterly. In accordance with the changeover 
from calendar year to fiscal year July 1 to June 30, the 
Agreement was so amended. 

In recognition of the increased demand for occupa- 
tional skill training, the Committee took steps to imple- 


ment the enlarging of the present facilities from seven 
hundred to fourteen hundred students. Approval was 
received at town meetings for bonding issue of 
$5,620,000, which will be required to cover the cost of 
the addition and equipment. The Architect has com- 
pleted the final drawings and expects to go out for bid 
the latter part of January 1974. It is hoped that actual 
building construction will start in the Spring 1974 with 
completion date September 1975. 

The School Committee took positive steps in provid- 
ing a program for students with special needs. Author- 
ization was given to hire a learning disabilities teacher. 
After the teacher was added to the staff, a group of 
students with learning disabilities were accepted for 
occupational training in September 1973. 

In expanding the present activities, the School Com- 
mittee approved a Cooperative Program whereby quali- 
fied students would work in industry, the time they 
would normally spend in the shop. 

Approval was given to expand the Adult Education 
Program from four evenings per week to include four 
classes on Saturday morning. This was due to the de- 
mand from adults for this type of training. 

The Administrative Staff was strengthened by the 
addition of an Academic and Technical Department 
Chairman. In order to expedite closer cooperation be- 
tween the regional school and the five towns, an Area 
Coordinator was appointed. 


In planning the budget for 1974-75, funds were allo- 
cated under Chapter 766 to assist students with special 
needs. 


The School Committee is appreciative of the strong 
interest of the residents of the five towns for occupa- 
tional skill training which is evidenced by the approval 
received for the expansion program.

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Report of 


Superintendent-Director

The year 1973 saw many significant events occur at 
Shawsheen Tech. This was the first year that there was 
a full enrollment which numbered 681 day school 
students. The first graduating class held formal gradua- 
tion exercises the first Sunday in June. It was gratify- 
ing to realize that all of the graduates had jobs available. 
In addition, there were thirty or forty job opportunities 
open which we were unable to fill because of lack of 


_ graduates. 


In order to accommodate those students who applied 
for admission but could not be accepted, an afternoon 
program 2:30 - 5:00 p.m. was established. 202 students 
in-this Occupational Skill Program take academic sub- 
jects in the local high schools and are bussed to Shaw- 
sheen where they train in the various shops. 


We are presently proceeding with Phase II, the ex- 
pansion of the school which will double the size of the 
facility. It is hoped that ground will be broken in the 
Spring and the new building will be ready for occu- 
pancy in September 1975. 


The Summer Program which is part of the extended 
school year, took place in July and August with a total 
enrollment of 413 students. Students in this program 
received credit toward their requirements for graduation. 
This makes it possible for some to leave school early to 
go to work during the senior year. 


In order to make maximum use of the facility we have 
developed a program with Middlesex Community Col- 
lege. This will enable the students attending the col- 
lege to take courses in Electronics and Metal Fabrica- 
tion, using our shops on a space available basis only. 
This is an after school program. In addition it is expect- 
ed that students graduating from Shawsheen Tech will 
be given advance standing for credit toward any techni- 
cal courses in which they might enrol] at Middlesex 
Community College. 


Evening school registration started the last week in 
September at which time a total of 905 adults applied. 
Due to limited facilities, only 687 were accepted and en- 
rolled in courses, Monday through Thursday evenings 


and Saturday mornings. 


Outside activities undertaken by the students included 
building a split level ranch house in Billerica. The 
following departments were involved: ‘Technical Draft- 
ing, Carpentry, Metal Fabrication and Electrical. A 
storage building was completed for the Wilmington 
Housing Authority. A press box and ticket booths were 


built for our athletic field. Students are actively en- 
gaged in all sports including baseball, track, football, 
soccer, hockey and basketball. The hockey team has 
been fortunate in having an especially fine record and 
to date is heading the league. 


Awards were received by students of the Culinary 
Arts Department at the Hotel and Restaurant Show 
which was held in Boston. A student from the Commer- 
cial Art Department won first prize in the design for the 
1973 Billerica Annual Report. Students from Technical 
Drafting received prizes for work in competition with 
other technical schools. A Regional Art Festival was held 
in our gymnasium May 4-6 and was an outstanding suc- 
cess. Junior Achievement activities, which are hosted by 
Shawsheen Tech, culminated in an awards banquet in 
the Grand Ballroom of the Sheraton-Boston Hotel. At 
present we have two Junior Achievement companies, 
one is sponsored by Honeywell and the other by Purity 
Supreme. The latter group won the Company of the 
Year Award and one of our students won the salesman 
of the year award. 


This year saw the first musical presentation by stu- 
dents and faculty entitled, Man and Music. 


A panel discussion was held on Channel 2 and 44, 
Boston. Burlington Superintendent Thomas Michael; 
Bedford Superintendent William Keough, Jr.; Wallace 
Haigh, Chairman of the Regional School Committee 
and I participated. 


The spring meeting of Area One, Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees, was held at our school 
in May. Dr. James Hammond, President of Fitchburg 
State College was the guest speaker. The Annual Open 
House was held Thursday, April 12, with parents, 
friends and students touring the building and viewing 
the many exhibits. Those responsible for the operation 
of the school facilities recognize the need to conserve 
energy due to the fuel shortage. The steps taken include 
lowering the temperature of the hot water system, turn- 
ing off fifty per cent of the corridor and outdoor lights 
and changing over to the night cycle at an earlier hour. 
In a comparison study it was found that considerable less 
fuel oil is now being used. 


The acceptance of this school by the students might 
be considered as being termed as Satisfying Education. 
Satisfying from the standpoint that students are engaged 
in an activity that they enjoy and from which they derive 
satisfaction. This is also manifested in the fact that 
attendance is especially high, vandalism is almost un- 
known and the morale is excellent. We feel that this 
gratifying experience is due to the many people respon- 
sible for this facility, including the School Committee, 
members of the staff and the students themselves.
